Scott Barnes was born in 
Wisconsin and raised in 
Chicago. He received a bachelor 
of arts degree in economics 
from Ripon College and a 
graduate degree in economics 
from the University of 
Tennessee. He has been 
employed as a professor of 
economics and business in a 
community college in New York 
state since 1970. 

Mr. Barnes started collecting 
coins as a youngster with the 
help of his parents who would bring home rolls of pennies for him to 
examine. He got interested in New Jersey Cents while he was 
introducing his children, Bill and Carol, to coin collecting during the 
early 1980's. Many of the coins in his collection were acquired during 
this time by bidding “blind” on mail bid sales in the classified ads in 
coin publications. His greatest thrill in New Jersey collecting was 
when he paid $20 for an unattributed Maris 24-M ina mail bid sale in 
Florida. At the time this coin was one of only two known. The late 
Richard Picker helped him verify the coin and also contributed greatly 
to Mr. Barne’s early New Jersey collecting. 

Mr. Barnes fascination with New Jersey Cents continued through 
the 1980’s and eventually extended to double struck coins and strike 
overs. He considers his finest double struck coin to be the Maris 50-f 
which he acquired from Mike Ringo. 

Although not particularly active in the colonial coin collecting 
fraternity recently, Mr. Barnes would like to thank all the coin dealers 
and collectors who made his experience collecting New Jersey Cents 
so rewarding. He has always appreciated the integrity and enthusiasm 
which the many collectors and dealers bring to the hobby. In 
consigning his collection to the C-4 sale, Mr. Barnes hopes to make it 
possible for other collectors to share in the thrill of enjoying a 
fascinating series of coins in our nation’s history.

WIE 1786 NEW JERSEY MARIS 6-C (R-4) FI5 135.6 gns. The 
primary Taylor coin, unplated in that sale. Medium to dark brown, a bit 
lighter at some raised points. The obverse is smooth and semi glossy. 
The reverse has light porosity around the periphery but is smoother at 
the shield. Maris called this shield a pattern, it is found muled with a 
number of obverses including an Immunis Columbia, a Washington, 
and an Eagle design. Each is a Colonial rarity. This coin is struck on 
a broad planchet. The Taylor ticket comes with this lot. 


Ps 1786 NEW JERSEY M.6-C (R-4) G6 136.4 gns. Another 
example of this scarce variety. Some detail of a higher grade but 
disturbed by widespread micro pitting and porosity on both sides. Dark 
olive brown.

3. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.6-D (R-1) VF30 141.9 gns. Asmooth 
and attractive example of this plentiful variety, here in the late obverse 
die state. Medium olive brown and semi glossy. There are a few very 
light contact marks in the right obverse field. Abundant evidence of die 
rust around the plow handles and elsewhere. A nicer example than 
usually seen for this die state. 


No Coulter 1786 M.11-H 


4. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.11-H (High R-5) VG8 140.4 gns. A 
No Coulter Type. This coin is a glossy and lovely tan, though possibly 
it once was cleaned as there are violet, blue, purple, and gold hues within 
the gloss. The effect is subtle and attractive. Quite smooth, the reverse 
has a striation on the shield. The neck of the horse is weak, the obverse 
legend is full but varies in clarity. The date is strong. The reverse is the 
stronger side with detail approaching Fine. This is the only use of the 
H reverse in the NJ series. Some still consider this variety to be a low 
rarity 6. John Griffee lists 36 examples in his survey. 








5: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.12-G (R-5) F12 137.1 gns. A 
Coulterless variety. Appealing light to medium olive brown showing a 
subtle contrast between the fields and raised areas. The surfaces are a 
little rough, specifically around the reverse legends, but the coin retains 
a smooth look with a fair amount of gloss. 


M.12-l EX MARIS-GARRETT-PICKER 


6. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.12-I (R-5) VF20 167.3 gns. A 
Coulterless variety. A Condition Census coin that comes with a 
wonderful provenance. It resided in the Maris and then Garrett collection 
from which it was sold privately to Richard Picker, later appearing as 
lot 184 in Stack’s 10/84 Sale of his holdings. Light chestnut brown. 
The obverse has scattered light to moderate porosity but remains highly 
reflective, with the light toning lending a nice appeal. The date is full 
and mostly clear, not always the case for this variety. The reverse is 
smoother, with light porosity mostly near the bottom. The weight of 
this piece is well above the contractual standard and it is among the 
heaviest known for this variety. This coin ranked fourth in both John 
Griffee’s and the Third New Jersey Symposium survey, carrying this 
grade which it fully warrants in comparison to other high end examples. 
This despite it having graded Fine for the Picker Sale, one of a generally 
acknowledged handful of auctions with overly conservative grading 
standards (the 12/83 Stack’s Sale of the John Roper Collection is another 
one. Each was cataloged by the late David Sonderman). A significant 
opportunity for the advanced New Jersey copper collector. The Picker 
Sale ticket is included with this lot. 
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a: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.14-J (R-1) VF20 151.7 gns. A light 
tannish brown. The surfaces are smooth and semi glossy with some 
isolated striae and a small flaw near the obverse rim above AE. Struck 
well off center to the left on both sides effecting the top of NO on the 
obverse while on the reverse half of PLURI is off the flan. A thin scratch 
runs from the left base of the horse through the handles to the rim at 
7:30. What is notable about this coin beyond its generally pleasing 
appearance is the late die state. The break is easily followed in a diagonal 
swath through the plows center up through the right of the horse’s base 
through the R of CAESAREA 





8. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15-J (R-2) F12 152.3 gns. Some detail 
of a higher grade, part of the right edge weakness on both sides is the 
result of off centering. Smooth and reflective, a pleasing mix of light 
and darker chocolate browns. Certainly attractive for the grade, with 
no real problems. Though considered common, the condition census 
for this variety seemingly drops to VF. 


CC LEVEL M.15-L 


9, 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15-L (R-3) VF25 145.4 gns. A coin 
with abundant appeal for the grade. Smooth chocolate brown surfaces 
with some tan highlights and no problems. There is a small clip at 
12:30 of the obverse. Although there are 2 EF’s, 2 AU’s and an Unc. of 
this variety in listings published from the third New Jersey symposium, 
they are followed by the Henry Garret VF with which this coin compares 
favorably. Census listings are far too imprecise to argue with conviction 
for this coins inclusion. However it can plausibly be said that it is close 
to C.C. quality and certainly difficult to improve on. It is overall finer 
than the somewhat granular VF offered in our Sale last October of the 


Griffee Collection. 





10. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15-T (R-4) VF25 136.0 gns. Medium 
to light golden brown, the obverse deepening and becoming a bit ruddish 
at the lower and right portion of the planchet. There are some light 
roller striations as well as granularity at the date. Toning on the reverse 
is more balanced, being deeper in the fields and lighter on the legends 
and devices, with even fewer striations. Both sides are reasonably 
smooth and reflective, the obverse, as always, is the weaker side. A 
minute clip is at 11:00 of the obverse. This coin comes with a double 
pedigree. Most recently it was the Resigno coin, appearing as lot 1563 
in Bowers and Merena’s 11/89 Sale and previously it was lot 97 in 
Stack’s 5/76 Laird U. Park Sale. Though this is by no means a contender 
for the Condition Census M.15-T isn’t frequently found nice in upper 
grades. It is interesting to note a number of major collections that had 
VFs or less, including Taylor, Sherr, Damon Douglas, and of course 
Resigno. B&M’s 11/89 lot 1563 ticket included. 


FLIP OVER DOULBE STRIKE M.15-T 


{i. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15-T (R-4) FLIP OVER DOUBLE 
STRIKE VG10 140.1 gns. An important error making this coin much 
rarer than the variety rating would otherwise indicate. This coin last 
appeared as lot 992 in Stack’s 1/93 Sale where it was said “(Rarity 7 for 
this error on this variety)... Errors in the obverse 15 family are extremely 
rare.” Besides the obverse strike over, that leaves a clear horizontal 
impression of the T reverse below it at the center, the reverse seems to 
have been struck over a brockage of the T reverse, again most visible at 
the center. We have not seen another like it. As for the actual coin, 
there is a rough patch with verdigris on the obverse at C of the legend, 
and a smaller one within the plow, otherwise both sides are smooth. 
Toning is a mid olive brown with some tan highlights, more so on the 
reverse. The obverse is poorly struck along the right side. Between the 
Barnes Collection and other important holdings of NJ coppers to follow, 
this Sale offers an abundance of multiple strike and error New Jerseys, 
despite their general rarity. It is highly unusual to find more than one 
or two such errors available in any one setting. This sale presents an 


unprecedented opportunity for New Jersey and error collectors, with 


over a dozen New Jersey errors represented. 
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12. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15=U (Low R-6) VF25 137.5 gns. 
An attractive, almost problem free, example of this rarity. The problem 
is a dig at the very bottom of the obverse, effecting only the bottom 
loop of the 8 in the date. Chocolate brown with a more pale olive at 
some high points. The obverse is smooth, porosity free, and semi glossy 
with some scattered striae. The reverse has less striae and the surfaces 
approach being hard and glossy. Typically seen cud present on the 
reverse shield. This coin illustrates some of the problems of compiling 
a Condition Census ranking without benefit of side by side comparison. 
Griffee’s survey lists this specimen as a VF20 at number 8, after the 
Taylor VF20. Before that came his coin which we offered last year as a 
Strong VF as lot 22 of our C4 Convention Sale, and the Oechsner coin, 
then cataloged as Very Fine but called VF30 in the ranking. This coin 
has comparable detail to Griffee, and has the dig but is clearly smoother. 
Comparing this coin to Taylor via the limited edition photographic plates, 
this appears smoother and stronger, while the Oechsner coin seems only 
slightly stronger than any of them. In any regard this is an exceptional 
specimen, near to if not actually in, the (presently known) Condition 
Census. 


13: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.16-J (Low R-6) F12 140.4 gns. This 
is the Taylor coin, and while it isn’t one of the strongest known examples 
of this rare variety, it is a relatively attractive one. Nicely contrasting 
milk chocolate and tan toning. The surfaces, though granular in places, 
give a smooth appearance, and the coin is nicely reflective. No 
significant marks or scratchs. B&M’s 3/87 Taylor ticket #2171 comes 
with this lot. 





14. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.16-L (R-1) VF25 153.4 gns. The 
“Protruding Tongue”, so called for the break originating at the horse’s 
mouth. Glossy light chocolate surfaces, the obverse quite smooth, the 
reverse just slightly granular. The obverse has three toned pin scratchs, 
one through the S, the others two in the field in front of the horse head, 
all minor. Typically seen large die cud present at the obverse rim at 
2:30, small rim clip seen easiest from reverse at 12:30. Attractive. Ex- 
Stack’s 1/92 Sale, lot 106 ticket included.

DOUBLE STRUCK M.16-L 


Is: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.16-L (R-1) DOUBLE STRUCK VF20 
141.0 gns. Lovely tan toning. Struck on a smooth semi glossy planchet 
that unfortunately has been marred by numerous pin scratchs on the 
obverse and by a few shorter digs on the reverse. The double strike 
will, for the most part, make you forget that though. The obverse features 
two distinct dates, perfectly aligned one above the other. The second 
and stronger strike is high and obliterates most of the first, but horse 
ears can be made out in the dominant horses muzzle. The reverse has a 
double rainbow of PLURIBUS dramatically stacked and arced across 
the top, and portions of a second shield easily discernible. Tan, gloss, 
and drama more than offset the problems this coin has. A nice error 








16. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-J (R-4) VF20 144.6 gns. 
Somewhat mottled mostly dark brown with tan obverse, the reverse the 
same with the proportions inverted. Both sides quite reflective, the 
obverse has fine granularity, becoming definite porosity on the reverse. 
There is a small dig by the last A of the obverse legend. Definitely 
overstruck, some undertype shows in the reverse legends, particularly 
an O at about 9:30 just inside the NJ legend. Most likely a Connecticut 
copper but difficult to identify exactly. 





We 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-K (R-4) VF20 122.8 gns. This 
would be a quite decent coin were it not for a green film of verdigris 
outlining most of the horse head and the top of the plow, yet it is stil 
special. Upside down and perfectly centered below the date one can 
clearly read most of CONNEC right at the rim as it begins to curl up. 
Fragments of a legend can be seen in the same position at the top of the 
reverse. Otherwise the coin is contrasting golden brown and tan with 
surfaces that appear rather smooth despite areas of fine porosity. 
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Large Planchet M.17-b 


18. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-b (R-3) VF30 130.3 gns. A Large 
Planchet issue. Dark chocolate brown with some lighter chocolate high 


points, it has some light granularity but is essentially smooth and 
reflective. This coin also has some scattered surface marks but remains 
generally attractive. The only marks worth noting are a reverse dig 
below the Tin PLURIBUS and a few near vertical scratchs on the shield, 
along with a couple of very short ones at the very top of the coin. The 
rim at the obverse right is irregular as made. There is no apparent sign 
of an undertype. Obverse failure at an early state, first numerals of date 
relatively full and the crescent break from the base of the horse to the 
rim is just forming. Large planchet issues predate the small planchet 
M.17-b’s. See the comments included with lot 30 from our 10/95 Griffee 
Collection Sale for a discussion of die states and the use of varying 
planchet stock for the M.17-b. Also refer to the E.A.C. Journal “Penny- 
Wise”, XXVIII / 165 page 354 for Michael Hodder’s “New Jersey 17b 
Reconsidered: A Puzzle Not Quite Puzzling” for a larger discussion. 





19. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-b (R-3) OVERSTRUCK F12 
129.1 gns. A Large Planchet issue. Evenly struck and reflective, with 
appealing two tone chocolate brown toning, but both sides are granular, 
the obverse more so. A coin that looks at first smoother than it is. The 
reverse has several moderately heavy scratchs above and through the 
shield. This example is overstruck on a Connecticut Copper, which has 
been identified by Mike Ringo as a 1787 M.44-W.4. Some people have 
areal skill for attributing under types, and Mike is one of them. “1787” 
was the easy part as it can clearly be made out upside down at the top of 
the reverse. Elsewhere there is a relative jumble of host and parasite 
legends, though New Jersey has the upper hand. CONNEC is fairly 
clear on the obverse emerging out of the NJ date. 





20. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-b (R-3) FIS 157.6 gns. A Small 
Planchet issue. Two tone olive brown with softly granular surfaces that 
seem smoother, as this coin retains a fair amount of gloss. There is a 
corroded flaw that is below N and above the plow handles. There are 
also diagonal toned scrapes in the right obverse field, one crossing the 
lower horse. From an even later die state than the previous lot, with 


both breaks further advanced. 








21; 1786 NEW JERSEY M.18-J (High R-5) G4 122.2 gns. A 
variety still considered low rarity 6 by some, Griffee lists 33 in his 
survey (see our related comments in the description of M.11-H above. 
Generally speaking the Colonial collector community makes a fairly 
concerted effort to track individual specimens of coins traditionally rated 
rarity 6 or above within a popular series, while tending to estimate the 
rarity of less scarce varieties). This is an ugly coin due to extensive 
corrosion from burial. It was called "Poor" in the Griffee survey, but 
from a technical wear basis only it is probably VG or better. We have 
arbitrarily compromised, calling it G4, and will leave it at that. Mottled 
darker browns, clipped at 5:00 obverse which is the clearer side with 
legible legends. They are largely lost on the reverse due to the corrosion. 





Zak 1786 NEW JERSEY M.18-M (R-1) VF25 134.2 gns. The 
Bridle Type. A very clean coin with glossy, almost hard, deep golden 
olive surfaces that lighten at points in the fields and at most raised areas. 
This coin is problem free and makes a lovely type coin for the Bridle 
type, or for the““Wide Shield”, an attribute this pairing also possesses. 
The “bridle” is not yet fully advanced in its break. 


M.18-N 


Pon 1786 NEW JERSEY M.18-N (High R-5) F1I5 140.3 gns. A 
Wide Shield Type. Chocolate brown and mostly matte like, the obverse 
lightly granular, but rougher in striated areas concentrated near the plow. 
The reverse is less striated, but has light corrosion in spots above the 
legends at the rim. One light pin scratch across the rim. Although 
listed as a F12 in the Griffee survey, this coin is stronger than (though 
inferior to) the ex-Maris F15/VF20 last auctioned with the Rescigno 
Collection in B&M's 11/89 Sale, and is very close to the highly porous 
Norweb VEF20 in detail. In fact many, if not most, of the known examples 


come with problems of varying severity. This is actually a quite 


representative example. 
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24. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.19-M (R-5) FI5 143.9 gns. A Wide 
Shield Type. Also a Drunken Die Cutter variety with a heavily listing 
date. After raising the consignor's grade a few points on the M.18-N 
above, a more conservative grade is assigned here. Some of the obverse 
weakness at the first digit of the date through the plow is a result of a 
late die state, with diagonal sinking occurring. This is a pleasing coin, 
well centered with a full ring of dentils on both sides. Its fields are deep 
chocolate brown with lighter accents, and it appears smooth despite 
very fine microscopic porosity lightly present in the fields. No marks 
or scratchs save a tiny bruise at 12:00 of the obverse rim. Acquired 
from Richard Picker through private transaction. 





75p 1786 NEW JERSEY M.20-N (R-4) F12 140.3 gns. Another 
Wide Shield Type, and a second “Drunken Die Cutter” obverse. A deep 
olive brown with some high points paler. Each side with extremely 
fine even granularity and a smooth reflective look, otherwise problem 
free. On this the obverse die is in a late state, the failure further advanced 
than on the preceding lot, with the top of the plow and the last letters of 
the legend now effected. The die is also broken at the base of the plow. 





26. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.21-N (R-2) F1I5 137.4 gns. A Wide 
Shield Type coin. A coin for which the traditional rarity rating may be 
low, rarity 3 seems more accurate. Somewhat typically soft struck 
with a fairly glossy mix of dark and lighter chocolate browns on smooth 
surfaces. There is a small dent at the right base of the shield, which 
softens AE of the obverse legend where the metal was slightly raised. 


EARLY DIE STATE M.21-O 


27 1786 NEW JERSEY M.21-0 (R-5) VF20 124.6 gns. Another 
Wide Shield Type. Dark golden brown fields with tan highlights. The 
surfaces, though lightly granular, are glossy. There are small clusters 
of green but seemingly stabilized verdigris around some legend letters 
on the reverse through PLURIBUS. Perfectly centered with no other 


problems. This coin is noteworthy for its reverse die state which appears 
to be the earliest traced. Earlier this year Roger Moore published an 
article in issue XXX/175 of Penny-Wise concerning the reverse O die 
states, expanding on Tom Madigan's ongoing research of NJ die states. 
Roger proposed that the then earliest known O die state showed a break 
confined to linking the loop of the P in PLURIBUS to the adjacent L 
(rather than also extending on the left to the preceding star ornament). 
The article is well written and plated. For those of you without access 
to it, a plated example of the earlier state can be found with lot 1331 of 
B&M's 2/92 Sale of Henry Garrett's collection. On this coin, however, 
just the thinnest trace of a break can be seen (with difficulty) partially 
extending out from each letter without joining. There is also no widening 
of the break where it connects with the L. This coin comes with group 
lot ticket 91 from Stack's 3/82 Sale containing remainders from the 
Robison Collection. 








28. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.21-P (R-5) VF30 154.2 gns. Sharp 
detail on dark golden surfaces with raised portions a pale gold, making 
for a nice cameo effect. Both sides granular but quite evenly so, as if 
by a very gentle sand blasting that left the crispness of details unaffected. 
Two vertical scratchs through the handles of the plow and a very faint 
horizontal one above it. The obverse from an earlier state than the 
previous coin without the spidery breaks and the failure in the right 
field. 95% of all the shield lines are complete on the reverse. A pleasing 
example of a scarce variety 
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29. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.23-P(R-2) VF25 140.0 gns. Medium 
to light brown, with small faint ruddish spots at the obverse center and 
a couple of points on the plow. Generally smooth, with traces of ultra 
fine porosity under part of the obverse legends, and by UM on the 


reverse, not easily noticed. Earlier obverse die state without the cud by 
EA.

30. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.23-R (R-3) VF25 149.7 gns. Dark 
chocolate brown, some raised points lighter. Surfaces lightly granular 
but highly reflective. There is a small depression at the right edge of 
the shield, otherwise problem free. 


RARE M.24-M 
THE SECOND EXAMPLE EVER TO APPEAR AT AUCTION 


31. R-7) VG8 151.3 gns. 
This is only the second time that this rarity has ever appeared in auction, 
the variety was unknown to Maris and not discovered until the late 
1960's. The discovery piece, an attractive EF, was auctioned by Harmer 
Rooke as plated lot 186 in their "Million Dollar Sale" Part 1 in November 
of 1969. That coin is now reported to be in a major eastern collection, 
along with another example, roughly comparable to this. Yet another 
comparably graded granular example is in a Maryland collection, and 
the Third New Jersey Symposium listings include one other unidentified 
specimen listed in Good. This coin is a pleasing light brown, with a 
reasonably smooth appearance despite some surface problems. Each 
side has moderate scattered porosity. There is a pin scratch across the 
top of the plow, some short hairlines over CAE, and a small scratch 
between the V and A. The reverse has three patches of hairlines at 
points along the legend; through PLU, at B, and through and after the 
final M. All of the hairlines on both sides are fully toned. The reverse 
is the stronger side with detail approaching Fine. The obverse shows 
hints of possible die swelling, though it is difficult to establish given 
the condition of the planchet. This is an unparalleled opportunity for 


advanced New Jersey collectors. 
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DOUBLE STRUCK M.24-P 


32. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.24-P (R-2) DOUBLE STRUCK VF20 
140.2 gns. The reverse on this shows significant doubling of the legend. 
Both sides are tan and smooth in appearance, though lightly rough in 
places. An attractive coin, enhanced by the double strike 








33. 20 130.1 gns. Even 
medium to dark chestnut brown. The obverse is only faintly granular 
and nicely reflective, the reverse is more granular with patches of 
microscopic porosity, and three small gashes on the shield. This coin, 
along with several others grouped at this grade level, comes close to the 
bottom end of the Condition census, and is not easily improved on. 
This coin is pedigreed back to Richard Picker, acquired through private 
transaction. It did not appear in any of the auctions containing his 
collection. 


DOUBLE STRUCK M.25-S 


34. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.25-S (High R-5) DOUBLE STRUCK 
VF20 134.2 gns. Predominantly light olive brown, toning deepening at 
points near the periphery. Very smooth and semi glossy appearance 
though faintly granular when viewed through a glass. The second strike 
is rotated on each side about 80 degrees from the first. On the obverse 
a second NO shows near the rim at 11:30, with the end of that plows 
handles rising up from the neck of the primary horse. The reverse has 
a second PLURIBUS beginning near the rim at 6:30 with portions of 
that shield visible near the bottom of the first. VF, by the way, is about 
the cut off point on the Condition Census for this variety. This coun was 
lot 144 from B&M's Frontenac Sale, that lot ticket included. 
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35: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.25-S (High R-5) FI5 146.4 gns. Dark 
olive brown fields with chocolate highlights. Each side has even 
moderate porosity yet remains quite reflective. No other problems. 
Reverse S varieties are difficult to obtain nice in upper grades. This 
coin was used by Breen as the plate coin in his Encyclopedia for listing 
#897 "1786 Large date, borderless shield", a category that encompasses 
M.16-S, M.25-S, and M.26-S. Previously this coin appeared as lot #2033 
in Pine Tree's 3/76 EAC Sale. 





36. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.26-S (R-5) VG8 153.7 gns. Chocolate 
brown, the reverse a bit lighter. The obverse is quite pebbly with light 
pitting. Amazingly, and to its benefit, it is not matte like. The reverse 
is much smoother with some scattered light porosity and surface marks, 
but is overall pleasing. 





Bie 1786 NEW JERSEY M.27-S (R-5) VG8 139.6 gns. Two tone 
olive brown, both sides evenly porous but shallow enough so that the 
coin seems somewhat smooth. Obverse weak at the center. Legends 
and date full. 





38. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.28-L (R-3) F15 143.0 gns. Tan and 
smooth but flawed on the obverse at the upper right near AREA. 
Elsewhere the coin is problem free. 
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Boe 1786 NEW JERSEY M.28-S (R-5) F12 144.5 gns. Though 
we have chosen a conservative grade, this coin is virtually a match in 
detail to the Henry Garrett coin which was graded VF20. Better yet it 
is quite attractive for whatever grade is assigned to it. Light brown, 
smooth, glossy and problem free. This coin comes close to inclusion in 
the Condition Census, which seems to reach down to Fine. Certainly 
its eye appeal leaves nothing to be desired. 





40. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.29-L (R-4) F12 128.6 gns. A mottled 
but not unattractive mix of chocolate browns. The obverse, while not 
choice, looks mostly smooth despite minor problems. The reverse has 
scattered light pitting but remains presentable for a variety that seldom 
comes nice. 


PLEASING M.30-L 


41. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.30-L(R-3) VF20 137.2 gns. Medium 
brown, a shade lighter at some high points. This is a pleasing problem 
free example. There are some traces of microscopic porosity at the 
reverse legends that is hardly worth mentioning, the surfaces are smooth. 
The obverse die shows signs of swelling diagonally from 1:00 to 7:00. 
A variety that seems a bit scarcer than its rarity rating, perhaps it is 
closer to a low rarity 4. Though almost all major NJ collections auctioned 
have included it, the variety was surprisingly lacking from a group of 
notable offerings including Frontenac; Boyd, Brand & Ryder; Schenkel; 
Picker; Steinberg; and Hessberg. In fact this coin is near low end 
Condition Census. Though others may of course exist, we know of 
only a few that grade EF or finer; the AU Garrett coin, the EF Roper 
coin, and a reported Unc. in a major eastern collection. 
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42. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.31-L (R-2) VF20 150.1 gns. Dark 
brown fields with olive tan raised points. Both sides evenly and lightly 
granular, but highly reflective. A few hidden hairlines at the left top of 
the horse head and otherwise unmarred. From a late obverse die state 
with breaks forming on the way towards quartering of the obverse die, 
but not as advanced as the example in our 10/95 Sale of the Griffee 
collection. 





43. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.32-T (R-1) VF20 133.4 gns. A light 
brown coin, evenly toned on the obverse but the reverse is darkened by 
green verdigris within and around E PLURIBUS of the legend and at 
the left base of the shield. The obverse has some scattered pitting but is 
free of verdigris. 


DOUBLE STRUCK M.33-U 


44. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.33-U (High R-4) DOUBLE STRUCK 
VF25 140.4 gns. Dramatically double struck, the second strike shifted 
afew mm right of the first on each side. The off center strike is dominant, 
while the left curve of dentils as well as the very top of the legend 
letters of the first strike can still be seen behind it. On the obverse right, 
portions of the legends from both strikes are visible, while portions of 
both shields and two legends can be seen on the reverse. This coin 
came from Bowers and Merena’'s Sale of Henry Garrett's Collection, 3/ 
92 lot 1352. The coin appears possibly to have once been cleaned, It is 
now a natural looking light brown with some pink overtones in the 
fields. Otherwise it is smooth with just a few roller striae in the fields. 
There are a series of bumps on the rims, most apparent on the reverse 
from 12:00 to 5:00. Generally attractive, The cataloger for the Henry 
Garrett Collection noted that he had never seen another M.33-U double 
struck. A rare and dramatic error. B&M 3/92 lot #1352 ticket included. 





45. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.33-U (High R-4) VF20 149.1 gns. 
Light brown and semi glossy, free of marks or porosity. Struck low on 
the obverse, and high on the reverse, the date is partial as a result. A 
very pleasing coin. 


OVERSTRUCK M.34-J 


46. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.34-J (R-2) OVERSTRUCK VF20 
139.0 gns. The "Deer Head" Type. Overstruck on a 1787 Connecticut 
copper attributed as a M.25-M, itself somewhat of a rarity. Light golden 
olive and smooth, with a dramatic look, as the planchet is oddly shaped, 
being closer to oval than round. Struck slightly off center to the left on 
each side. All legends are full but the obverse shows extended excess 
planchet on the right. Obverse die beginning to fail at the base of the 
plow and below the date, but earlier state than Griffee #55. Parts of the 
undertype legend can be seen at the top of the obverse, and the extended 
branch hand of the undertype boldly emerges from the shield with the 
top of the branch touching the E of E PLURIBUS. The NJ detail on 
this does not in any way suffer from having been overstruck. A pleasing 
example. 
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1787 New Jersey M.34-V 
Overstruck on M.35-J! 


47. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.34-V (R-6) OVERSTRUCK VF20-25 147.4 gns. Hard to precisely grade due to its (double) overstrike. This is the 
same grade assigned this coin when it appeared as lot 1356 in B&M's 3/92 Sale as part of Henry Garretts collection of New Jersey coppers. It is a solid 
Condition Census example of this rarity which frequently comes overstruck on other State coppers. In this case it is overstruck on a 1787 NJ M.35-J (one 
of 4 cases known), itself a rarity 6 variety, which had previously been overstruck on an unidentified Connecticut copper. This is a very attractive coin for 
all of that. Struck on a very broad planchet,honey brown, smooth, and semi glossy. A light X has been pin scratched on the obverse, but is somewhat 
hidden, with one scratch following the horizontal lines of the plow while the other rises from the plows base to the horses muzzle. The reverse die is 
sunken in the center, and shows only partial shield details, exasperated of course by the double overstrike. The overstrikes are clearest and most dramatic 
on the reverse. The 1787 date from the M.35-J undertype, and the exergue line below it, are clearly visible at 7:30 of the reverse rim relative to the M.34- 
V strike. There are bold legends present from both New Jersey strikes. E PLURIBUS of the M.34-V is clear, while UNUM is largely supplanted by most 
of CAESAR from the M.35-J obverse. Part of the hand holding an olive branch from the Connecticut undertype is visible between LUR and the top of 
the V shield. To a lesser extent portions of the M.35-J undertype reverse can be seen on this coins obverse, with trace legends at the rim above VA CAE 
and lines from the shield apparent by the horse's nose. This is the fifth coin listed in Griffee's survey, following the Frontenac coin, lot #158 from B&M's 
11/91, which was there graded VF20 and called "High Condition Census". That coin was dark and rough, weaker in some places but showing a notably 
stronger V shield. It can be (and likely is) argued either way which of the two is the superior coin. The only finer M.34-V with an auction record we can 
trace was the Picker coin, then very conservatively graded "Very Good or better", now listed second in the Griffee survey as an EF40 in William Anton's 
collection behind his primary coin, listed as AUSS. A reported VF35 in the Richard August collection is listed third. Other VF's include an ex-Boyd coin 
in a noted western collection and Taylor lot 2208. Today's New Jersey collectors will be hard pressed to match this coin, which combines rarity, multiple 
under types, and Condition Census status in one attractive package. 
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M.37-Y EX DR. MARIS 






48. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.37-Y (R-4) VF20 151.5 gns. This is 
the Picker coin, and previously it resided in the Maris Collection. It has 
been upgraded here to VF from Fine. Knowledgeable colonial collectors 
have long cited the Picker Sale for its conservative grading, but this 
variety seems always to have given catalogers difficulty grading, a matter 
which will be discussed at some length below. The description used in 
Picker sums this coin up well; "The obverse is struck a bit off-center 
such that CAESAREA is weak but readable. The edges of the reverse 
are slightly defective. Dark olive surfaces, lightly granular, but free 
from serious marks, scratches, etc. Still a most collectable specimen." 
The E of the reverse legend is very weak, otherwise the legend is clear 
and full. Almost all shield lines, though quite faint in places, can be 
made out. There is a small natural flaw in the lower shield. Late obverse 
and reverse die states. To the best of our knowledge an attractive problem 
free example of this variety may never have been auctioned. This coin 
is certainly among the finest ever publicly offered, and it is solidly within 
the Condition Census. The Picker Sale ticket, Stack's 10/84 lot 212, is 
included. /n the condition census for M.37-Y compiled for the 3rd New 
Jersey Symposium an AU is listed followed by an EF then a VF then a 
Fine and several VG's. One problem with any census for this variety is 
inconsistency in grading. Given the weak reverse and the varied 
problems that most if not all CC examples display graders have not 
always looked kindly on them while cataloging and one persons VG/G 
is another's Fine. Further many of the significant examples that have 
been auctioned were never plated as they were not upper grade coins 
and the variety, though scarce, is not a high rarity. Therefor to assist 
collectors in appraising the relative worth of the currently offered 
example we have included the following survey: Plated examples sold 
in modern sales include the Henry Garrett coin, B & M 3/92 lot 1364 as 
VF25/VG8 with surface problems; the Sherr coin, B & M 6/84 lot 319] 
as VG/G (later the Foreman coin, Stack's 5/89 lot 1381 VG/G unplated); 
the Ex-Ford duplicate in Frontenac, B & M 11/91 lot 161 as VG&/G4; 
the Taylor coin, B & M 3/87 lot 2212 as "G4 or a bit better"; and the 
Griffee coin, M & G 10/95 lot 59.as "VG rough". Stack's 1990 F-P.L. of 
Colonial Coins and Medals has plated as lot 156 an example called 
"Obverse at least Choice Fine, reverse Good. That coin was called 
glossy but it had significant laminations. The 1955 Schulman Sale of 
the Spiro collection had, as lot 1511, a coin called "VF, Rev. Good". 
That piece reappeared as the Bareford coin, Stack's 3/84 lot 153 as 
"Fine, surface digs". It was described as having a decent strike on a 
pleasing light brown planchet but with "about 20 small reverse dings". 
It was not plated in either Sale but is among the finest known. The 
Resigno coin, B & M 11/89 lot 1598 called G4/AG2 was unplated also. 
Stack's 3/94 Sale had an unplated example graded "Technically 
Fine...very rough" which was called comparable to the Henry Garrett 
coin in sharpness. Yesteryear Coin's 4/94 FPL. also had an unplated 
example called "Fine+", described with significant porosity and slightly 
more shield detail than on the H. Garrett or Stack's 3/94 coins. Your 
attention is also directed to the F15 M.37-Y being offered laterin this 
Sale. This variety lacking from some notable sales including the 10/SO 


Garrett Sale, Roper, Norweb, or Oechsner: 






















































49. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.37-J (R-5) VG8 135.8 gns. A"Goiter" 
variety. A mottled but pleasing blend of dark and light chocolate browns. 
It is evenly granular but quite reflective, making it appear smoother. 
There are striations in the right obverse field, and a few rim flaws, the 
largest at 1:30. The reverse has a number of toned hair line scratchs, 
some diagonally from 6:00 to 8:00, and others vertical from 7:00 to 
10:00. 
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50. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.37-f (Low R-4) F15 148.8 gns. The 
base surface of this coin is smooth, and it retains some gloss, but it also 
has some scattered striae and pitting which appears to be a combination 
of, for the most part, pre strike flaws plus a few light digs. The rim is 
flawed at 1:00 obverse. The legends on both sides are complete and 
toning is a pleasing olive brown. Overall this is an attractive example 
of this variety, which rarely comes attractive. 





ed 1787 NEW JERSEY M.38-Y (R-4) FI5 149.0 gns. A Small 
Head variety. Pleasing tan semi glossy surfaces that are free of porosity 
but which have small clusters of thin striations. On the obverse they 
run in a horizontal line near the center and also by REA of the legend, 
while the reverse have a grouping below UNUM. All are quite shallow 
and natural to the planchet. There are also a few small hairline scratches 
at the upper part of the reverse shield.

Another 
example of a Small Head variety, this one clearly uneven in strike with 
some areas a full VF and others barely present. On this coin the planchet 
itself is uneven, thinning in those areas where the strike did not take 
Dark olive brown and reflective, lightly granular.

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ak 1787 NEW JERSEY M.38-a (R-4) FIS 145.5 gns. A Small 
Head variety. Chocolate brown, free of damage but rough, particularly 
on the reverse around the legends. Struck a little low on the obverse 
with a partial date, not unusual for this variety.

54. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.38-b (R-6) VF20 133.9 gns. A solid 
Condition Census example. It is an even olive brown, the obverse lightly 
granular and glossy. Narrow striations intersect in a small flaw just 
below the horse's eye, and there is a small lamination at the rim at 11:30. 
The reverse is similar but with a small area of light pre strike pitting 
near UM of UNUM. A planchet cutters are is visible at the rim from 
10:00 to 12:00. On whole this is an attractive coin, but more than that, 
itis an important coin. Only one M.38-b, the Henry Garrett Strong AU, 
is known above the VF range. A strong VF is in a western collection as 
is another VF. Spiro also had a plated VF that was dark and porous. 
Other than those, and the Strong Fine Bareford coin, no others are known 
even roughly comparable to this one. An important opportunity for the 
advanced New Jersey collector. 








55.A. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.38-c (R-3) VF25 143.7 gns. A lovely 
coin with a large circular clip from 12:00 to 1:30 obverse effecting just 
the tops of AES. Hard tan surfaces that are problem free. Clashing 
evident at the upper left with elements of a plow visible. 





55B. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.39-a (R-2) VF25 137.7 gns. Medium 
olive brown, raised portions mostly tan. The surfaces are glossy and 
appear smooth though they are faintly granular. Struck slightly off center 
to the left with no loss of features. A truly tiny clip is at 10:30 obverse. 


56. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.40-b (High R-5) VG8 121.6 gns. Dark 
olive brown, the obverse porous with areas of light corrosion, the reverse 
with more extensive corrosion. Detail in places of a slightly higher 
grade but often lost due to the surface condition. Reverse rim bruised 
at 5:00 and 7:00. Not a Red Book type obverse, but on this the horse 
more resembles a Llama than a Camel, Deer, or Serpent. This coin was 
lot 2291 from NASCA's 4/81 Kessler - Spangenberger Sale. 
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Die 1787 NEW JERSEY M.41-c (High R-5) VG8 150.1 gns. This 
coin was lot 1375 from B&M's 3/92 Spring Quartette Sale which 
included the Henry Garrett NJ collection. This cataloger, and the market 
through the prices realized, felt it to be nicer than the preceding lot, 
another M.41-c. This despite plates that gave this coin a heavily corroded 
appearance, which was somewhat misleading. It is dark chocolate with 
extensive light brown highlighting on the obverse, and to a lesser extent 
on the reverse as well. While the obverse might come close, the reverse 
can't be called smooth, yet both sides retain some gloss and appeal. 
The reverse has areas of porosity, which though heavy are not deep. 
During photography light did not reflect off those patches as opposed 
to the reflective areas around it. As a result the Garrett plate unduly 
emphasized those patches through the resulting contrast (the plate for 
this coin for this sale was not yet available when this was written). The 
coin is significantly off center on both sides. Most of CAESAR and 
half of UNUM are off the planchet as a result. The date however is full 
and clear. The obverse die is broken from the plow handles, through 
the base of the horse to the rim at 2:00. The Henry Garrett lot ticket 
#1375 is included. 





58. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.42-c (R-5) F12 151.6 gns. Mostly 
medium brown but with some black mottling, mostly on the obverse. 
Each side with scattered light to moderate porosity, the obverse too has 
a few scattered flakes of verdigris near the edges. Well centered with 
consistent detail, the date and all legends are full and most shield lines 
are visible. Obverse die failing at the center. No scratchs or significant 
marks.

59. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.43-Y (High R-4) VF25 153.8 gns. 
An exceptional specimen. Basically smooth olive brown obverse, the 
reverse the same but a slightly warmer brown and a bit glossier. Free of 
significant marks, dents and the like. The obverse is struck a bit high 
and to the right. This example shows little if any of the peripheral 
weakness found with this variety. The date and all legends are full and 
clear, the reverse legends are crisp. Some softness of strike at the central 
shield. This coin has a solid claim on a Condition Census rating. As 
per the Third New Jersey Symposium listings only two examples are 
known in EF, one being the Henry Garrett coin, lot 1379 in B&M's 3/92 
Sale, and the other is reported to be in the Ford holdings. Several VF's 
have been offered through auction, including the Oechsner coin (ex- 
Spiro), Picker, Norweb, and Taylor, all plated. Stack's 5/89 Sale of the 
Foreman Collection included the Bareford VF, which was unplated in 
both sales.

60. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.43-Y (High R-4) TRIPLE STRUCK 
F15 144.2 gns. Some areas show detail of a higher grade while others 
are quite mushy from the multiple strike. Dark olive brown and matte 
like, both sides with microscopic porosity. The reverse features a second 
shield boldly struck 20% to the right of and below the centered strike. 
The reverse also has portions of legends from both primary strikes at 
the right, and a tab from a third strike is visible at 3:00 on the reverse as 
well. 
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61. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.43-d (R-1) VF20 146.1 gns. Light 
chocolate brown, smooth and rather glossy. Just a nice New Jersey 


Copper with no real problems. 





62. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.44-d (Low R-4) F12 148.1 gns. 
Medium to dark olive brown, both sides with light to moderate porosity 
but no other problems. From the late obverse die state, with a break 
running from the top of the S in CAESAREA to above the final A. 


QUADRUPLE STRUCK M.44-d 


63. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.44-d (Low R-4) QUADRUPLE 
STRUCK F15 143.1 gns. Although the quality of the surfaces is poor 
this is still an amazing coin. It features at least two strikes on the obverse 
and four on the reverse (careful study may reveal more). This coin has 
appeared in two relatively recent sales; Bowers and Merena's 3/92 Sale 
of the Henry Garrett Collection, lot 1381 where it was misattributed as 
a M.43-d and graded F12/15 or finer, and in Stack's 3/94 Sale, lot 348 
where it was correctly attributed and called Fine (in that Sale the plate 
was accidentally displayed with the previous lot). Parts of two dates 
can be seen on the obverse, the second falling off the flan at the lower 
right rim. Other legends are also doubled with a prominent tab strike 
visible at 2:00. The reverse shows additional legend fragments at the 
top and right of the coin plus two easily delineated shields sharing the 
central area. Horizontal lines of another shield are clearly in the upper 
field while the tab strike has strong detail of another with additional 
shield lines apparent in the field adjacent to it. It is unfortunate that the 
surviving planchet is rough and porous, with light corrosion in places. 
Dark olive grey, with some lighter brown highlighting and a ruddish 
spot on the horse's neck. It is highly unusual to find such an abundance 
of dramatic errors on a New Jersey copper. Stack's 3/94 lot ticket #348 
is included with this lot. 





64. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.44-d (Low R-4) DOUBLE STRUCK 
F12 142.6 gns. Dark olive brown, centers lighter. Significant porosity 
on both sides, especially at the upper right reverse. Obverse has a numbet 
of toned but long diagonal pin scratchs. Doubling most apparent on 


reverse with 2 shields clearly present. 
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THIRD FINIEST KNOWN M. 45-d 


65. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.45-d (High R-5) VF20 146.4 gns. An 
important coin, possibly the third finest known and certainly solidly in 
the Condition Census. This was the Sherr specimen, sold as lot 3209 of 
Bowers and Merena's 6/84 Dodson & Collier Sale. Deep olive brown 
with pale raised portions. The surfaces are smooth, almost hard, and 
glossy. There are two small void flaws near the obverse rim at 4:00 and 
5:00. On the reverse there is a flaw on B of PLURIBUS located at the 
rim, as it is struck high (and low on the obverse). A small void flaw is 
at the upper right corner of the shield. There are two clips when viewed 
from the obverse, a small one at 7:30 and a smaller one at 10:00. Fairly 
early obverse die state, the failure under the plow handles is light, as 
are the reverse shield breaks. This is an attractive example. The finest 
know is the EF45 Taylor/Garrett/Maris coin, followed by the Strong 
VF Rescigno/Norweb coin. This coin appears to be next and is so listed 
in John Griffee's survey. It is finer than either Henry Garrett coin, the 
Griffee coin, or the Frontenac coin. Another important opportunity for 
an advanced New Jersey collector. The 6/84 B&M lot ticket 3209 is 


included. 
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66. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.45-e (R-5) DOUBLE STRUCK F12 
137.4 gns. Awarm medium to light brown, the obverse somewhat pebbly 
but reflective, with a rim bruise at 4:00 and a small dig below the 7 of 
the date. The planchet extends beyond the ring of dentils from 11:00 to 
1:00. The reverse is rougher with moderate scattered porosity and a 
few digs. It is also double struck, showing significant portions of a 
second shield rotated counter clockwise 50 degrees and struck lower. 
As a result of the double strike, the reverse overall is weaker than the 
obverse. 





67. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.45-e (R-5) G6 129.6 gns. The obverse 
grades Very Good, but the reverse is far weaker, fairly typical for the 
variety. Even light porosity on both sides but reflective with a generally 
smooth look often seen on well worn coins. Very dark olive brown 
fields with some chocolate brown high lights. Largely free of marks 





68. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.46-e (R-1) VF20 146.3 gns. A slightly 
mottled dark olive brown with faintly granular surfaces. Notable for 
the obverse die state, which although clashed as always, does not show 
bulging at the date area. As a result all digits are sharp. 





69. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.46-e (R-1) - OVER STRUCK ON A 
NJ COPPER - F12 129.6 gns. Slightly out of the round and 29 mms at 
its widest point. The obverse shows a full half circle of dentils trom 
12:00 to 6:00 with an eighth of an inch of planchet extending above at 
the top. The reverse is similar except that much of NOVA CAESAREA 
is clearly readable at the outer edge from 2:00 to 6:00.

Due to its condition and the multiple strike the 
extent of central clashing can't be determined. The second strike is 
most dramatic on the obverse with a second CAESAREA emerging 
from the rim at 1:00 and curving down to merge with the first at the last 
E of the primary CAESAREA.

This is the ex Spiro, ex Bareford coin, and it 
is an attractive example of this classic rarity, once thought by Maris to 
be unique. Medium to dark brown fields with most high points a light 
chocolate brown. Both sides are evenly granular with ample gloss, 
given the grade and surfaces. One rim clip, seen clearest at 4:00 reverse, 
and no other marks or irregularities worth mentioning. Though the 
obverse die has begun to fail, the centers on both sides are still relatively 
strong. In the census information published from the Third New Jersey 
Symposium this coin was listed fourth, with the remaining coins in the 
top 5 all reported to be in a major eastern collection, with the strongest 
assigned an AU grade and the others all VF. To our knowledge those 
coins were never publicly offered and remain unseen by the vast majority 
of the collecting community, making more specific comparisons 
impossible. This is finer than the partially corroded Maris/Garrett VF 
and the very rough and oddly toned Norweb VF30. Stronger and nicer 
too than the Frontenac Near VF, the Foreman Near VF, and the Griffee 
Good that we offered last October. This coin comes not only with the 
Stack's 5/84 lot 173 Bareford ticket, but also with Baretord's own 
envelope for this coin. Another exceptional opportunity to acquire a 


Condition Census rarity. 





Ta 1787 NEW JERSEY M.48-f (R-3) F15 147.3 gns. A subtle 
contrast of chocolate browns, faintly granular but appearing smooth 
and reflective. The bottom of the date is weak as are the tops of several 
letters in PLURIBUS. Good appeal for the grade. 





73. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.48-g (R-1) VF20 152.3 gns. Dark 
chocolate brown with tan accents. Each side lightly granular. One 
scratch below the horse's snout. Early reverse die state with no breaks 
visible on the shield. Not choice but pleasing. 





74. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.48-g (R-1) VF25 153.4 gns. Strong 
detail but problem surfaces. Generally dark brown but with extensive 
cuprous oxide staining at the upper and left portions of the obverse. On 
the reverse the staining is intermittent over the whole side with several 
patches of green verdigris and pin scratchs on the shield. 
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HEAD LEFT NEW JERSEY M.49-f 


By 1788 NEW JERSEY M.49-f (R-5) FI5 139.9 gns. The first 
of three Head Left varieties. With some detail of a full VF, specifically 
the strength of the legends and reverse shield detail. Chocolate brown, 
the obverse is slightly granular, but evenly so, and it appears reasonably 
smooth. While there is some reverse granularity as well, more apparent 
are mini roller striae in the planchet. This is a superior example of this 


elusive head left variety, that exceeds the Griffee specimen that was 
offered last year in our C4 Sale. In fact the NJ Symposium lists only 
one known example above the VF range. 


HEAD LEFT NEW JERSEY M.50-f 


76. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.50-f (R-3) FIS 142.5 gns. A nicely 
balanced example of this popular Head Left Type coin. Raised portions 
a pale olive tan, deepening in the fields. Though both sides are lightly 
granular they seem smooth when viewed casually. Though a few legend 
letters are faint at points, they are all complete. Free of flaws, the reverse 
is in fact unusually smooth for the variety which typically is found 
somewhat rough and often flawed. The reverse on this pairing inevitably 
strikes weaker than the obverse. Some catalogers have employed split 
grading when describing this variety, which was not done for this catalog. 
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DOUBLE STRUCK HEAD LEFT M. 50-f 


v7. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.50-f (R-3) DOUBLE STRUCK VF25 136.7 gns. A rare and dramatic error on a horse left variety. Better yet, it is 
found on an attractive and high end example. Deep chocolate brown with hints of mahogany. There are thin traces of filmy verdigris near some letters 
and at a few points in the fields that more than likely would be missed without close examination. The surfaces are generally smooth though at points 
there is shallow roughness in the planchet, and while not glossy they are moderately reflective. Free of significant flaws or striations. Both strikes 


where present are bold, lacking any area of weakness. There is nothing subtle about the double strike on either side, being fully 50% off on each and 
ated. On the obverse the second NOVA runs along the left side of the horse's head. The left tip of a second plow merges into the right base 
of the first and part of 17 from the second date can be made out below it at the rim at 5:30. The curve of dentils, and E PLUR from the second strike, 
curves through the center of the first strike's shield, while part of the second shield can be seen at the right of the reverse. An exciting coin and a

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78. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.51.g (R-6) VG10 150.6 gns. Light 
porosity on each side, but none the less appealing with light brown and 
nicely reflective surfaces. There is a scattering of light surface marks 
but none are significant. Full obverse legends and a partial date. RIB 
of the reverse legend is extremely weak, but all else is more or less 


clear. 
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79. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.52-i (R-3) VF30 148.7 gns. An 
attractive example. Smooth glossy dark chocolate surfaces with lighter 
high points, broken only by some trace striae. Reverse off center right 
but all of the legend remains on the planchet. A hint of a clip can be 
seen at 5:00 obverse. Problem free, a coin that would fit nicely in most 
collections. 





80. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.53-J (R-3) VF25 166.8 gns. Fairly 
heavy for a New Jersey copper. A very deep golden olive with some 
high lights a more olive tan. There is a light and extremely fine haze of 
microscopic porosity on each side. The coin remains quite smooth but 
slightly less reflective than it otherwise would have been. One short 
vertical scratch from the base of the horse to the top of the plow, and no 
other problems. Though certainly shy of condition census, this is a 
well above average grade for this variety. 


ATTRACTIVE SERPENT HEAD M. 54-k 


81. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.54-k (R-3) VF20 139.6 gns. An 
attractive Serpent Head. Unevenly struck with weakness at VA and RE 
on the obverse, while most of UNUM is missing on the reverse. Smooth 
semi glossy light chocolate brown surfaces. A little rough near RE on 
the obverse with a flaw at the first U of the reverse legend. Hard to 
imagine an improvement on the actual Serpent at this grade level. 
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M. 55-1 PLUKIBUS VARIETY 


82. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.55-1 (R-5) F12 142.5 gns. Or perhaps 
slightly finer, as this is from a late state of the dies with subsequent loss 
of detail. The PLUKIBUS type, so called for the broken punch used for 
the R of PLURIBUS. This is an attractive coin, light brown and for the 
most part smooth and rather glossy. There is a toned scrape at the center 
of the obverse below the horse and above the plow, and no other 
problems. This coin shows slightly later obverse and reverse die states 
than noted by Tom Madigan in his published research. The break from 
the obverse rim through AE, that ends at the horse's muzzle, is wider 
Where it joins the muzzle than on the plated example (lot 3097 from 
B&M’s 9/88 Sale) referred to for illustration of the late state. Further, 
the break joining the first digit of the date to the line above it is more 
pronounced. The center is also swelling severely weakening the right 
base of the horse. On the reverse a thin break clearly runs from the rim 
at 8:00 through the top of the E and above the star to a point near the 
bottom of the shield. Interesting for its die states but above all a pleasing 
example of a scarce type. 





83. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.55-m (R-4) VF20 146.5 gns. The 
PLURIBUS over PLURIBS variety. Really a lovely example, tan with 
a smooth semi glossy obverse and a fully glossy reverse. Absolutely 
problem free, unless you consider a scattering of natural and minute 
pre strike striae to be a problem. The obverse, as always, is struck 
weaker, while the reverse shows complete shield lines and a bold U 
over S feature. Nice strong examples of this variety are surprisingly 
difficult to locate. Most seem to be VG to Fine, and a Strong VF would 
likely make Condition Census. 


OVER STRUCK M.56-N 


84. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.56-n (R-1) OVERSTRUCK VF25 
135.9 gns. A "Camel Head" variety, here overstruck on a 1785 
Connecticut copper, possibly an African Head. Honey brown, smooth, 


semi glossy, and essentially problem free. Areas that at first appear 
rough on examination reveal traces of the undertype. It appears strongest 
on the reverse, where Seated Liberty is perfectly encased, inverted, 
within the shield. 





85. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.56-n (R-1) OVERSTRUCK VF20 
118.7 gns. The vast majority of M.S6-n's are overstruck, as is this. 
While most are overstruck on Connecticut coppers, an array of other 
host coins were also used. This coin comes attributed from the consignor 
as being struck over a GEORGE III Halfpenny. While this cataloger 
didn't have the time, and thus patience (not to mention ability), to clarify 
the undertype further, GEORG of the host legend can be seen at the 
obverse rim from below the NJ date to 8:00. Adequate clues from the 
undertype lurk on the reverse for anyone motivated enough to tackle 
them. The coin itself is a somewhat dark olive brown, lightly granular 
on the obverse, moderately so on the reverse, with no real problems 


other than a small obverse dig near the rim at 5:00. 
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So. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.58-n (R-5) VF20 123.7 gns. Asecond 
Camel Head Type. Nice detail softened in part by micro pitting and 
porosity. Well centered on a large golden brown planchet. This coin is 
overstruck, but few traces of an undertype remain. Portions of a couple 
of legend letters, however, can still be seen on either side of the end of 
the plows' handles.

87. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.58-n (R-5) VF20 116.8 gns. ACamel 
Head Type. The appearance of this coin is dominated by a dramatic 
clip from 6:30 to 9:00. An even chocolate brown, the obverse somewhat 
rough with scattered moderate to heavy porosity. The reverse is 
somewhat rougher with persistent moderate to heavy porosity. Again, 
nice detail, along with the dramatic clip, helps this scarce coin retain 
some appeal.

SAW TOOTH VARIETY 


88. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.59-o (R-5) F12 127.0 gns. The Saw 
Tooth variety, so called for the prominence of the dentils framing the 
coin. This is the second of the two Taylor examples of this variety, lot 
2255. Medium to light chocolate brown with relatively smooth and 
attractive surfaces, that are faintly rough in places with some light pitting 
on the shield. The planchet is flawed at 3:30 on the obverse and the 
corresponding area of the reverse, with a fissure extending into the 
planchet. Fairly late obverse die state, with significant bulging and 
failure at the center extending to the rim at 3:00. Considering the die 
state this coin has some detail of a Strong Fine, especially in the crispness 
of peripheral areas. It seems all examples of M.59-o show central 
weakness to varying degrees, and many are quite rough. This coin is 
better than average in grade, and certainly in overall eye appeal. The 
B&M Taylor Ticket 2255 is included with this lot. 








89. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.60-p (R-4) F15 157.4 gns. A 
PLURIBS error type. Very similar detail to the Griffee specimen in our 
10/95 C4 Sale, which was called "Technical VF, sharpness in centers 
weaker." Both this and the Griffee coin are from the late die states, 
with significant sinking of the obverse die at the center behind the horse's 
head. Struck ona large chocolate brown planchet. Both sides essentially 
smooth and semi glossy. The obverse has some scattered minor striae 
and a few light contact marks, the reverse a bit less so. A quite pleasing 
example of this blundered legend variety, ex 1/84 B&M Milton G.Cohen 
Sale, lot 2380, ticket included. 


M.61-p PLURIBS VARIETY 


90. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.61-p (R-5) F18 147.3 gns The second 
PLURIBS error variety. An attractive large planchet example of a variety 
that seldom comes nice or in upper grades, with just one strong AU 
followed by 5 VF's in the published Condition Census. Like the other 
PLURIBS variety, M.60-p, this typically comes with weak centers, as 
is the case here. Both sides are an even light to medium chocolate 
brown. The surfaces are lightly granular, but overall smooth and 
reflective, certainly more pleasing than the vast majority of examples 
extant. This coin was lot 1427 from Stack's 5/89 Sale where it was part 
of the Foreman Collection, previously it was in the Sherr Collection, 
auctioned by Bowers and Merena in June of 1984. 








91, 1787 NEW JERSEY M.62-q (R-1) VF25 149.1 gns. A Large 
Planchet variety. A dark olive grey, some scattered light porosity on 
each side. Obverse die bulging causing loss of some central detail, 
Actually on the reverse the shield shows significant detail, coming from 
this shallowly cut die. Full dentils on both sides, one obverse scratch 
from the handles past the 7 of the date. 
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92: 1787 NEW JERSEY M.63-q (R-1) Fl2 141.9 gns. Large 
Planchet. Smooth and quite glossy for the grade, also from the early 
die state. The toning is predominantly a light olive brown but there are 
areas of brick red under tones on the obverse. Still choice for the grade, 
with a minimum of marks and some detail of a higher grade. 





93: 1787 NEW JERSEY M.63-r (Low R-5) F12 144.9 gns. Large 
Planchet. Medium brown devices, darker in the fields. The obverse 
lightly granular, the reverse more porous in the fields with a patch of 
shallow corrosion on the shield which is otherwise smooth. Minor patch 
of verdigris at the first U of the reverse legends and within the rough 
area on the shield. There is also a very minor scrape lower on the shield. 





94. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.63-s (R-1) VF20 147.9 gns. Another 
Large Planchet Variety. Dark chocolate brown with light brown accents. 
Naturally rough at the bottom right corner of the horse above the plow, 
with scattered lesser striations elsewhere on the obverse, less so on the 
reverse. The base surfaces are quite glossy and otherwise smooth. 





aS. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.64-t (R-1) VF35 166.9 gns. Struck 
ona heavy Small Planchet (see the notes included with the description 
for lot 105 from our 10/95 Griffee Sale for a discussion of planchet 
stock used for this variety). Bold strike but each side evenly granular. 
Otherwise problem free. Although a common variety, pleasing and 
problem free upper grade pieces are not common. The description for 
lot 356 from our 10/95 Sale, the Garrett/Maris coin, contains a survey 


of some of the finest known examples. 


96. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.64-t (R-1) F12 141.5 gns. Struck on 
the slightly scarcer Large Planchet stock, and from a later die state with 
central obverse swelling and the reverse break from the rim at 5:00 to 
the shield. Mostly smooth and reflective with mottled brown toning. 
Minor flaw at 5:00 obverse, another near the top of the reverse. The 
obverse has a few faint pin scratchs. 


M.64-u EX JOHN FOREMAN 


oF. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.64-u (High R-5) VG10 141.3 gns. 
This is the Foreman coin, and though shy of the condition census, it is 
among the nicest examples known. Struck on a broad planchet, each 
side is light chocolate brown, smooth and glossy. A few tiny pits are in 
the left obverse field and there is a small cut in the rim at 5:30, otherwise 
this coin is problem free. The obverse die has buckled causing weakness 
at the N of NOVA through the plow's handles across the lower horse 
and into the right field, but the obverse legends are full. The reverse is 
sharper with strong legends and ample shield details. This coin is graded 
here consistent with the grade given it in Foreman, VG/Fine. Given the 
obverse die state and the well defined reverse, that may be a trifle 
conservative. Stack's 5/89 lot 1436, from the Foreman collection, is 
included with this lot. 








98. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.65-u (R-3) FI5 137.1 gns. Another 
example struck on a large flan, with full dentils and a lip of excess 
planchet beyond them at the reverse right. Olive grey toning, the obverse 
evenly covered with moderate to heavy porosity. The reverse is smoother 
with a haze of microscopic porosity in a circle near the rim, No other 
problems. The obverse die is beginning to show swelling at the center. 
Ex. Richard Picker, handled by him as a dealer and not contained in any 
of the four Stack's sales that contained portions of his personal collection, 
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99. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.65-u (R-3) F15 137.2 gns. Struck on 
a small misshapen planchet. Deep brown fields, the obverse center, 
legends and plow are a lighter orange brown, the reverse similar but 
more subtle. The obverse is reasonably smooth and semi glossy with a 
few small flaws while the reverse is rougher with extensive central 
pitting. From a very late state of the obverse die with the center bulged 
dramatically and numerous die breaks evident, by the plow handles 
and through portions of the legends. The latest die state this cataloger 
has seen was on Frontenac lot #223 where the failure was truly extreme. 
That coin was also struck on a small flan, even more malformed than 
this. 





100. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.67-v (R-1) VF20 143.3 gns. Olive 
brown and smooth. Struck on a nearly flawless planchet, unusual for 
the variety. The only irregularity of any note is some minor chipping 
at 3:00 of the reverse rim. 





101. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.68-w (R-5) F12 163.3 gns. A coin 
that comes with a nice pedigree, having been one of the three Spiro 
coins, lot 1606 from Schulman's 3/55 Sale, there graded Fine Plus. It is 
mid olive brown and well centered on a small heavy planchet. Each 
side is evenly covered with shallow light to moderate porosity leaving 
a balanced and reasonably smooth look to the naked eye. There is a 
void at the reverse rim at 9:30 but is otherwise flawless, though there 
are a couple of light and well hidden scratchs on both sides. The obverse 
die is beginning to swell at the center but is not yet at a late die state. 
The date and legends are full on each side and the reverse shield is well 
defined for the grade given its typical weakness.

“PLAITED MANE” 


102. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.72-z (R-5) OVERSTRUCK VF35 
127.3 gns. The "Plaited Mane" Type. A solid Condition Census coin of 
a variety that was lacking from our 10/95 Sale of the Griffee collection. 
This was the B&M 11/91 Frontenac coin, lot 389. It is overstruck ona 
Connecticut copper, now attributed by Bob Grellman as a 1787 M.37.5- 
e. Itis also faintly double struck, most readily apparent in the ornamental 
horizontal line beneath the horse but also in the plow handles and in the 
final A of the legend. Predominantly a golden chestnut brown, some 
areas more of a brassy gold while others become more grey. The surfaces 
are rough from porosity but detail only minimally softened as a result, 
and the generally bright color of this coin helps to compensate. Sharp 
full date and full clear legends. The undertype is clearest on the obverse, 
with Ms Liberty's fist holding the olive branch situated where the horse's 
eye should be. We can trace few coins that compare to or exceed this 
one despite its problems. The Maris/Garrett EF40 more recently was 
auctioned in B&M's 3/92 Sale which included Henry Garretts NJ 
collection, and it clearly is superior (though the date is partial due to a 
low strike). Shulman's 3/95 Sale of the Spiro collection had a plated 
EF coin seemingly nicer, but not dramatically so, and with a weaker 
date and portions of the legend unclear (possibly due to an undertype). 
Stack's 12/71 Sale with items from the Yale collection had what was an 
attractive example except that there were numerous deep gashes (there 
called chopmarks) on its obverse. The Third New Jersey Symposium 
lists 4 EF's followed by 2 VF's but with no provenance information 
provided, and we are not certain whether that reflects any coins self 
reported in private collections. We know of no public appearance of a 
superior example of a M.72-z since the 3/92 B&M Sale. This coin 


comes complete with the Frontenac lot ticket. 
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103. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.75-bb (R-4) VG8 134.7 gns. Running 
Fox Type. Very dark brown, the obverse porous, the reverse granular. 


104. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.77-dd (R-2) F15 138.1 gns. A 
Running Fox Type. Light brown but with fine porosity around SAREA 
and some pitted areas containing verdigris. Though NOVA is weak, all 
other reverse legends are full and strong. The fox, though not sharp, is 
clear as well. 





105. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.77-dd Late Obverse Die State 
(M.77.5-dd Low R-7) FAIR 139.7 gns. A Running Fox Type. This 
sub-variety was lacking in our 10/95 Sale of the Griffee Collection. 
Though long considered a separate die variety, and given its own Maris 
number, in fact this is actually the 77 obverse in a late die state coupled 
with the dd reverse. Therefore it is a die state variation of the M.77-dd, 
albeit a rare one. The published record of the Third New Jersey 
Symposium listed eight known. Since then, an evenly granular M.77.5- 
dd with EF detail was auctioned by Early American Numismatics as lot 
69 of their 4/96 mail bid Sale, listed as a M.78-dd, and should be added 
to the data base. This coin is mid olive brown. The obverse clearly 
shows the large central die break and is thus unmistakable. The fields 
are finely porous with some pitting, there are numerous pin scratchs, 
the date and all but NOVA, which is faint, are illegible. The reverse is 
stronger, clearly showing the early unbroken die state. The legends are 
full and mostly clear, the fox is an apparition. It is porous, with pitting, 
and numerous scratchs. The following lot, M.78-dd, combines the late 
obverse state (77.5) with a late die state of reverse dd, although in that 
case no differing designation for the reverse die is employed. Hence 
M.78-dd also differs from M.77-dd only in the state of the dies used, not 
in the dies themselves. Discussion at the Third New Jersey Symposium 
indicated wide spread agreement by collectors of the NJ series that 
three separate Maris listings are not objectively warranted. Rather there 
is actually one variety, M.77-dd, that can be further grouped into three 
major die states. However the later published listings from the Third 
New Jersey Symposium did not reflect this revision. This all presents 
collectors of this series with a delicate quandary. Traditionally there 
have been three acknowledged varieties. Great collections are often at 
least partly measured by the number of varieties contained within them. 
When future NJ collections are tallied, will collectors ask that an asterisk 
he inserted, indicating that a post de-listing (and tougher) standard 
was applied (rather like the controversy over Roger Maris' home run 
record except that here "the season" would be shortened rather than 
lengthened) ? Or will mere facts give way to honored tradition, and 
three varieties ever shall be noted? Where is a hobby Commissioner 


when we need one? 


ATTRACTIVE M. 77-dd RUNNING FOX 


106. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.77-dd LATE OBVERSE & 
REVERSE DIE STATES (M.78-dd R-2) VF30 152.5 gns. A Running 
Fox Type. Struck from the late die states, both obverse and reverse, of 
M.77-dd (please see our notes under the listing for the M.77-dd Late 
Obverse Die State - traditionally designated as M.77.5-dd - for a 
discussion of M.77-dd die states and Maris numbers). This is a lovely 
example that would make an excellent Running Fox Type coin no matter 
what die variety designation it is known by. It is light olive brown with 
very smooth and semi glossy surfaces, and save the stray minor mark 
or two, itis problem free. Perfectly centered with all areas and features 
well struck, including a healthy fox. Both dies are here unmistakably 
broken. Attractive upper end Running Fox type coins frequently elude 
the most zealous collector's hunt, with coin dealers hounded by those 
attempting to corner one. Though a bit shy of the Condition Census, 
some might consider this a trophy coin. 





107. 1786 - 1986 NEW JERSEY COINAGE 200TH 
ANNIVERSARY MEDAL - SILVER BU. One third ounce .999 fine 
Silver. One of 100 struck by Pressed Metal Products of Vancouver 
B.C. A replica of M.8-F, the famous Date Under Plow Beam Type, 
with both anniversary dates so placed. On the reverse shield is also 
struck N.V.C.C. (for Northern Valley Coin Club) , THE GARDEN 
STATE. 


108. 1786 - 1986 NEW JERSEY COINAGE 200TH 
ANNIVERSARY MEDAL - COPPER BU. Same as the above save 
for the metal. Struck with a matte like finish with shading around the 
legends. One of one thousand struck. 


109. 1983 METROPOLITAN N.Y. NUMISMATIC 
CONVENTION/NJ NUMISMATIC CONVENTION MEDAL - 
BRASS UNC. 599.7 gns. A handsome medal which on the reverse 
features a Head Left New Jersey design with NEW JERSEY 
NUMISMATIC SOCIETY around it and ORGANIZED - 1933 below 
it. The obverse features a classic partially draped female admiring a 
coin at arms length with METROPOLITAN NEW YORK 
NUMISMATIC CONVENTION around and 1983 below her. Bright

110. 1652 MASSACHUSETTS PINE TREE SHILLING - 
LARGE PLANCHET NOE 2 (R-2) VF30. This coin comes slabbed 
and graded by PCI, which assigned it a grade of VF35. As itis slabbed 
it can not be weighed, but it appears to be close to full size though 
perhaps lightly clipped. The planchet features a prominent void/cut 
into the rim almost certainly as minted, in the shape of a small fang, 
partially obscuring the last S in MASATHVSETS. Otherwise the 
surfaces are a smooth fairly bright silver, essentially problem free. 
Generally bold detail, only the tops of a few letters in the legends on 
both sides are off of the flan. Large planchet Massachusetts Shillings

LARGE PLANCHET NOE 9 (R-5) F15 68.8 gns. Nice smooth surfaces 
that are a lightly toned silver grey. No significant marks or other 
impairments. Well centered on each side. The obverse loses the very 
top of a few letters off of the flan and most of the T is worn away. This 
is the type with the first N of ENGLAND reversed. That side has full 
and complete legends though tight at points. There are just hints of an 
outer beaded circle. Perhaps lightly clipped, but just barely, as this is at 
almost full legal weight. Rather the planchet is slightly thicker, hence 
smaller, than some other large planchet types. An attractive example.

Strong 
technical grade; net grade lower due to planchet being heavily clipped.

Portions of reverse lettering clipped but more complete 
than obverse. Attractive medium gray, flat planchet. Fully struck tree 
and date. Small diagonal scratch between “E” and T” of 
MASATHVSETS. Otherwise free from damaging marks. Appealing 
coin of the era. 


HS 1652 MASSACHUSETTS PINE TREE SHILLING - 
SMALL PLANCHET NOE 16 (R-2) VF20 60.8 gns. Softly struck on 
the tops of both sides with the loss of a few letters as a result, but 
elsewhere slightly stronger than the assigned grade. Grey fields with 
silver relief. The reverse has faint granularity and a few erratic pin 
scratchs, none distracting., while the obverse has a scattering of light 
surface marks, none marring the detail. Though underweight this is 
unclipped as the planchet is quite broad, just thin. 


114. 1652 MASSACHUSETTS PINE TREE SHILLING - 
SMALL PLANCHET NOE 17 (R-4) VF25 69.5 gns. Smooth surfaces 
with attractive deep grey toning and silver highlights. Possibly a late 
die state as there is a raised line of metal below the obverse ornament 
between ETS and IN, along with a blob at the left base of the tree. 
Weak at MA and corresponding area of the reverse, the planchet seems 
thinner at that point. Nicely centered and full weight. 
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115. 1652 MASSACHUSETTS PINE TREE SHILLING - 
SMALL PLANCHET NOE 25 (R-5) VF20 75.2 gns. Unevenly struck 
off center on a heavy and crudely shaped planchet. Certainly not clipped 
due to its surviving weight. Smooth problem free surfaces that are 
naturally toned a medium to deep grey with silver high lights. Though 
most areas are struck fully consistent with the assigned grade, some 
areas seem weaker, particularly the upper right obverse and upper left 
reverse. When viewed on edge it appears the planchet is thinner at that 
point which would explain the weakness. The reverse shows excess 
planchet from 8:00 to 12:00 and is tight against the legends opposite 
there. Other examples of N.25 that are oddly shaped and off center 
include Norweb #1214 and lot 32 from Stack’s 3/94 Sale. Another 
attractive example of our earliest native coinage. 





116. 1652 MASSACHUSETTS PINE TREE SHILLING - 
SMALL PLANCHET NOE-29 F18 70.2 gns. Medal turn. Steel gray, 
well clipped planchet. Obverse heavily clipped 8-12 o’clock. Scattered 
small digs on surfaces, primarily around perimeters. Letters 


indistinguishable from 10-12 o’clock. Reverse clipped primarily 7-3 
o'clock. Coin design originally well centered. Flat planchet. Full tree 
and date.

PLANCHET MS63 BROWN 253.7 gns. Choice eye appeal. Medium 
reddish brown. Very slight roughness in areas, plus minor laminations 
and striations due to pre-strike planchet condition. Crisp clean and 
well centered strike with denticles around entire peripheries. Full details 
throughout. Extremely light obverse rim flaw at | o’clock mentioned 
for thoroughness only. A truly choice elephant token.

PLANCHET AU50 238.4 gns. Standard variety. Problem free glossy 
olive brown planchet, with just a smattering of micro striae, less than 
typically encountered. Struck off center, on the obverse low so that the 
elephant’s tusks almost brush against the edge. On the reverse 
PRESERVE is complete but tight against the right rim while there is a 
small lip of excess planchet beyond the dentils from 8:00 to 2:00. 





119. (1672-1684) LONDON ELEPHANT TOKEN, THICK 
PLANCHET PCGS AUS50. Mottled dark and medium brown. Problem 
free planchet. Wear on high points. Light scratches on reverse visible 
with magnification. Smooth, glossy surfaces. 


120. (1688) AMERICAN PLANTATION TOKEN NEWMAN I- 
A BREEN 80 - ORIGINAL HB REX, (High R-6) EF40 138.8 gns. An 
unquestionable original of the first coinage officially and exclusively 
authorized for the North American Colonies. This coin suffers from 
some Tin pest but less so than many, with six or so spots on the obverse, 
none much larger than a legend letter, and a few on the reverse, the 
largest covering most of the three lions in the top quadrant of the shield 
design. The HB (caused when the I of HIB was omitted), though a bit 
pebbly in part can clearly be made out. The surfaces are toned an even 
and reflective medium to dark grey and reflective despite a typically 
granular obverse and a pebbly reverse, neither condition excessive for 
originals of this issue. The edge shows normal engrailing and the 
planchet is chipped at 9:00 at the reverse rim, bright tin showing through 
at that point. An under appreciated rarity in an under appreciated series 
(alternately known as Florida or Holt Plantation Tokens - see our 
commentary for lot 225 of our 10/95 C4 Convention Sale for a discussion 


of originals vs. restrikes). 
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122. (1688) AMERICAN PLANTATION TOKEN NEWMAN 2- 
B - ORIGINAL EF45 Well above average for an original issue, it is 
essentially free of Tin Pest save for small amounts at the very rims. 
Dark grey surfaces that are still somewhat reflective. Evenly granular 
but not as pebbly as most. The riders head is directly below the G, 
making it easy to attribute as an original (no restrike die is so positioned). 
This coin came in an envelope pedigreeing it back to a 3/14/55 Seaby’s 
Sale. Also included is a round cardboard envelope of the sort used by 
British coin dealers. 


FRENCH COLONIAL COINS 


There is perhaps no more confusing, not to mention 
controversial, area of “U.S. Colonials” than this one. Sometimes it 
seems that confusion contributes to a general collector avoidance of the 
entire series, which is a shame as it is as diverse and potentially 
fascinating as any area of American numismatics. Prior to the conclusion 
of the French and Indian wars in the mid 18th century France fully 
rivaled England for dominance of the North American Continent and 
what is now United States. A quick glance at any historical map detailing 
the Louisiana Purchase shows France’s continuing strong presence 
entering the 19th century prior to Jefferson’s bold acquisition. Much 
like England France made little effort to produce coinage specifically 
for its American Colonies. Unlike England’s colonies however there is 
no record of any coins having been minted here under it’s rule. One is 
left sorting through more and less compelling documentation to establish 
the legitimacy of various issues claim to inclusion within our “Colonial” 
series with matters clouded somewhat by the continuing French 
sovereignty over “Louisiana” long after French withdrawal from 
“Canada”. 


Much like the English derived U. S. Colonial series some 
coins come with strong credentials; the 1670 Silver 5 and 15 Sols being 
nearly on a par with the 1773 Virginia Half Pennys, while others are 
more grey (with 1739-48 Half Sou Marques perhaps analogous to Woods 
Hibernias of the early 1720's) while others are down right sooty (various 
John Law French issues only tangential related, as are American theme 
related British Condor Tokens such as Kentucky and Franklin Press 
Tokens). Often is seems tradition plays a stronger role than logic in 
determining collecting parameters. But while we cloak our hobby in 
empirical trappings (William Sheldon comes to mind), and though 
history and science are intrinsic to numismatics, collecting has never 
been simply about pure logic. Still for those seeking more of an 
underpinning to their collecting interests than might be provided by a 
Red Book Type Set we suggest a re-reading of Chapter 5 of Breen’s 
Complete Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins in conjunction with 
Michael Hodder’s indispensable Guide to Coins of Nouvelle France 
which is contained as a chapter in Canada’s Money, edited by John 
Kleeberg and published by the American Numismatic Society. The 
latter faces the controversy, of to include or not to include, head on with 
supporting documentation and an excellent historical overview. Still it 
seems there is no such thing as a last word in this field. 


Most controversies center on which coins actually circulated, 
rather than which were officially authorized to circulate, in North 
America, and whether they circulated through some intent, or by 
happenstance, randomly or systematically. For example, authors 
William Anton and Bruce Kesse, in a chapter entitled “French Coinage 
Circulating In The Colonies” contained within their “Forgotten Coins 
of the North American Colonies”, discuss copper lairds, demi-sols, 
and sols “au buste enfantin’’. Using characteristics of planchet stock as 
a basis, they make a case, disputed by some, that those dated 1722, 
1723, 1724, 1725, 1726, and 1734 should be considered French 


Colonials. Breen makes reference to some of these coins under listing 
number 298 in his Encyclopedia. You will find “au bust enfantin” coins 
(dated 1719 - 1721) offered in this sale, though the varieties included. 
like many other coins scattered through these pages, are not found in 
the Red Book. We make no claims to be final arbiters of which coins 
ultimately constitute “French Colonials”. For those seeking to answer 
the question for themselves the references cited above, and in the 
descriptive text to follow, are an excellent starting point for that quest. 


Ihpaey. 1711-D 30 DENIERS “MOUSQUETAIRE” F18 33.3 gns. 
Billon. Struck in France and officially exported to America for use in 
trade. First successful coinage for French colonies in America. 
According to Breen the mintage was huge but there are few survivors 
and they are mostly well worn. This piece is well centered and weak in 
areas around periphery. Problem free and quite collectable. 


124. 1720-A 1/3 ECU PETIT LOUIS D’ ARGENT: GADOURY 
305 - SILVER EF45 124.3 gns Paris Mint. A well balanced strike with 
even crisp detail across both sides.. Lightly toned silver, slightly darker 
on the reverse peripheries. A light toned scrape crosses Louis’ cheek, 
otherwise problem free. This is an example of a John Law Silver as it 
was struck during the period that the Scotsman, through the Compagnie 
des Indes, retained control of France’s coinage (not to mention most of 
France’s fiscal matters), an arrangement that carried into the closing 
days of 1720. Law is remembered by many for his role in the 
“Mississippi Bubble”, a speculative frenzy involving paper money meant 
to be backed by the vast wealth of the Louisiana colonies, a frenzy that 
ultimately led to the financial ruin of many wealthy investors and John 
Law’s career, (For a detailed discussion of John Law, his schemes, and 
France’s coinage consult the article by Michael Hodder contained in 
the Canadian Antiquarian and Numismatic Journal, Fifth Series Vol. | 
No. 1, 1992). This was a standard issue French coin with no 
documentation supporting any specific North American designation. 
However it is worth noting that records of a 1726 inspection of the 
Treasury at Quebec indicated that it contained 108 examples of this 
issue. The Garrett Collection Part II had an example of this coinage, 
only with the B mint mark of Rouen, as Lot 1300. 





iheaeye 1720-A 1/3 ECU DE FRANCE: GADOURY 306 - SILVER 
EF40 123.2 gns. Paris Mint. Smooth original silver surfaces toning 
darker grey around the edges. Overstruck on a 1/3 ecu of the type 
found in the prior lot with ample traces of the under type visible in the 
fields. Problem free, struck slightly off center but with all elements 
fully on the coin. This is another example of a John Law Silver. 
Undoubtedly some reached North America, but only by happenstance, 
unless solid documentation surfaces to the contrary. Although 
undoubtedly available this cataloger does not have information 
explaining the relationship between this issue and that of the preceding 
lot of the same year and denomination. Thus he will not comment on 
the significance of the under type. It is yet another example of the 
complexities awaiting devotees of “U.S. colonial coinage”, that can 
allow a dedicated and focused collector to become more knowledgeable 
about a specific issue than the vast majority of, or in some cases all, 
professionals in the field 
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126. 1720-A 1/6 ECU DE FRANCE: GADOURY 297 - SILVER 
AU50 60.6 gns. Paris Mint. Sharp and attractive, with much silver 
luster remaining on a problem free planchet. Like the 1/3 ecu above 


this too shows ample signs of an under type in the fields, and is yet 
another John Law Silver. 





127. 1719-A SOL AU BUSTE ENFANTIN GADOURY 276 - 
COPPER VF30 178.0 gns. Paris Mint. Unusually high grade for this 
issue, which qualifies as a John Law copper based on its date of issue. 
Chocolate brown, each side with even porosity. Breen lists this year 
and denomination under number 297, mentioning only 1719-BB 
(Strasbourg Mint), while noting that “Other mint marks may exist”. 


128. 1719-A SOL AU BUSTE ENFANTIN GADOURY 276 - 
COPPER F12 162.5 gns. Paris Mint. Another, light chocolate brown, 
only lightly porous, and unevenly worn with perhaps a third of the 
legends lost. The final 19 of the date is extremely weak. 1719, 1720 
and 1721 sols and demi-sols have been found in Canadian excavations 
but there is no evidence that they were specifically intended to circulate 
there. Anton and Kesse are under the opinion, because of the generally 
good quality of planchet stock used for those years in comparison to 
the later years noted above, that they were intended for use in France 
and brought to the New World by chance. 


as 1719-S SOL AU BUSTE ENFANTIN GADOURY 276 - 
COPPER VF20 168.1 gns. Reins Mint. Nice light brown but rough in 
places with a few specks of verdigris. Full clear legends date and mint 
mark. Another example covered under Breen 297, but from an unlisted 


mint. 


130. 1720-S DEMI-SOL AU BUSTE ENFANTIN GADOURY 
273 - COPPER VG10 82.3 gns. Reims Mint. Medium brown, fairly 
smooth and well centered with a clear date and mint mark. Breen lists 
this year and mint in his Encyclopedia under #298, but not this 
denomination, only including the sol au buste enfantin. The Red Book 
lists only this year and denomination, but not this mint, only including 
the A or Paris Mint examples. Given the limited space available to us, 
we can not adequately explain the criteria for those decisions. With 
this year of issue, this coin qualifies as a John Law copper.

1719-A Sol VF25 197.1 gns. Ruddy brown and lightly granular. Sharp 
but with about 10 light vertical scratchs. PLUS 1720-S Demi-Sol F12 
86.9 gns. Mid olive with pale green tones within some legends. Granular 
with small weak area at left legend of both sides. PLUS 1720-BB Laird 
VF20 40.9 gns. Nice detail but rough. Dark brown with mottled green. 


136. THREE 1721 AU BUSTE ENFANTIN COPPERS. 1721-A 
Demi-Sol VG8 75.6 gns. Two tone chocolate obverse, light brown 
reverse. Obverse granular, reverse porous and scratched. PLUS 1721- 
S Demi-Sol VG8 97.0 gns. Dark brown with scattered porosity. Uneven 
with strong date and mint mark, left legends mostly gone. PLUS 1721- 
S Laird F15 51.3 gns. Fairly smooth evenly struck and dark brown. 
Planchet has a diagonal sheering clip at the obverse rim at 10:00.

139: 1721-B COPPER SOU (9 DENIERS) VF20 95.3 gns. Rouen 
Mint. Exceptionally strong for an example of this popular Red Book 
type coin, from the far rarer of the two issuing mints. Medium to dark 
olive brown and glossy, crown side, with some scattered light porosity 
but essentially smooth. The dated side is similar except it also displays 
Well 
centered, evenly struck, and relatively free of surface marks. This is 


extensive shallow “mud flat” striations from the center left.

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140. 1739-A SOU MARQUE EF45 28.7 gns. Billon. Paris Mint. 
Struck in France explicitly to replace worn colonial supplies of Old 
Sols (Mousquetaires.) Original silver wash widely visible in protected 
areas. Well centered strike with some striking weakness visible in 
legends. Attractive. Choice piece of American history. 





141. “1742-H SOU MARQUE” EF45 28.4 gns. “La Rochelle 
Mint”. If this were a genuine surviving strike from this mint it would 
be quite rare. However it is a counterfeit - possibly a circulating (or 
contemporary ) counterfeit according to Breen. Actually this piece hasn’t 
seen much circulation, with virtually intact silvering and some luster, 
but there are also some small patches of corrosion, primarily on the 
reverse. It is a match for the illustration in Breen under 477 which, 
somewhat confusingly, is of a counterfeit, having a closed 4 and a voided 
star at the base of the non date side. Counterfeit Sou Marques of various 
years were known to have been produced in large quantities concurrent 
with the genuine issues, much like imitation British Halfpennys and 
popular New Jersey’s like the M.54-k (Serpent Head) and M.56-n 
(Camel Head) and used in commerce much like the originals. According 
to Breen this counterfeit is fairly common. 





142. “1742-H SOU MARQUE” MS60 36.6 gns. “La Rochelle 
Mint’. See the above lot for a discussion of counterfeits (of which this 
appears to be one) of this issue. The non dated die side seems identical 
on this to the above lot, but the dated side is different with a different 
spacing of the legends. It too has the indicators described by Breen of 
a counterfeit - the top of the 4 is closed and the star is voided (not a 
solid interior). It also matches his description of “coppery” Uncirculated 
examples which he states are common. This coin is slightly silvered 
date side, about half silvered on the opposite side. The surfaces are 
largely brilliant with isolated roughness, most being below the crowned 
L. An attractive example. 


143. 1749-C SOU MARQUE VF30 29.9 gns. Caen Mint. Called 
“Extremely Rare... untraced in the U.S.” by Breen. No comprehensive 
census exists on these pieces, and French holdings may well include 
significant numbers of date/mint combinations unknown here, but it is 
safe to say that this is quite a rare one. Both sides have small areas of 
pre strike roughness in the planchet, but it is predominantly smooth, 
even glossy. The centers are a greyish olive, perhaps the effects of faint 
residual silvering though it also resembles the effect of die bulging. 
Around the edges the color is brighter, more of a golden brown. Evenly 
struck and perfectly struck with full dentils around both sides. 


144 1762-BB SOU MARQUE MS63 32.4 gns. Strasbourg Mint. 
An exceptional example of the type, well struck, fully silvered and 
lustrous with only minor streaks of alloy impurities interrupting its

Another 
superb example, also with full silvering, almost as brilliant as the 
preceding lot and perhaps more prooflike.

Just a 
hint of golden toning has appeared at the peripheries, all in all a lovely 
piece.

Mint. A rare mint, Breen lists all issues from it as “Extremely Rare”.

BB Sou Marque VF20 32.3 gns. Strasbourg Mint. Basically nice silver 
grey surfaces with traces of gloss but damaged by digs and cuts at the 
left rim. 1760 Voce Populi N.2 - P Before Bust Type - VF20 105.1 gns 
Deep golden brown, both sides granular and matte like. Numerous 
deep cuts into and around the edge, mostly visible from reverse

147. 1763 SOL TAMPE (Counter stamped 1739-A Sou Marque) 
TYPE III - BREEN 698 C/S: EF HOST: F12 29.8 gns. A rare and 
fascinating piece. An ornately crowned C is impressed into the date 
side of a 1739-A Sou Marque causing bowling of the thin planchet and 
a subsequent blank area on the opposite side. This appears to be what 
Breen refers to as “Crowned large C in relief”, to distinguish it from the 
other counter stamp forms found with this issue; the crowned small C 
in depressed outline and the crowned small C in relief. The host though 
somewhat worn is easily recognizable, many according to Breen are 
unrecognizable. Most of the original date is clear. The top of the final 
digit is worn but 9 is the only possibility as it is clearly not an 8 and 
none of these host coins were produced prior to 1738. It is an attractive 
light olive brown with semi glossy surfaces. The point of crown of the 
counter stamp points to 10:00. In 1763 a French royal edict recalled all 
circulating billon sous to Paris to be counter stamped prior to shipment 
to the French Caribbean colonies. They circulated there as well as in 
the Louisiana Territories. They went by the name “Black Doggs (not to 
be confused with earlier issues also given that name) but locally were 
often called Sol Tampes later anglicized to “stampees”. Though over 6 
million were issued they apparently now are quite scarce. Michael 
Hodder in a foot note to his Chapter in “Canada’s Money” (see 
introductory comments to this section for further information) states 
“Examples of sols or double sols of the 1738 type counter stamped 
with a crowned ‘C’ as called for in the 1763 edit, appear to be extremely 
rare. Zay illustrated one in the line drawing on p. 65 of his work; 
Gadoury and Cousinie reproduce a photograph of a specimen on p. 17 
of theirs.” This is the first example of this issue that we have handled 
With the addition of the counter stamp these coins were officially 
distributed to the New World where many circulated in parts of the 
present U.S. It is conceivable that this coin, as a Sou Marque, saw 
previous service in 18th Century French Canada, creating at least the 
possibility that it entered commerce in Colonial era America on two 
distinct occasions. 





148. 1767 COPPER SOU - COUNTERSTAMPED MS60. Even 
mahogany toning and semi glossy, with just thin scattered granularity, 
much smoother than most examples of this issue. Bold RFcounterstamp 
with corresponding weakness at the reverse. Counterstamped for use in 
Guadaloupe, among those pieces thought by some to unofficially 
circulate in Louisianna.. 


149A. 1767 COPPER SOU COUNTERSTAMPED, EF40 185.4 gns. 
Lovely light olive brown and glossy, some micro pitting near the date. 


149. 1767 COPPER SOU - COUNTERSTAMPED VEF20. 
Another, with fairly nice surfaces that are tan on the obverse and a 
mottled tan and deep ruddish brown on the reverse.

From New Netherlands 59th Sale 6/67 lot 1060 where it received a 
major write up and was plated. There quite conservatively called “Very 
Fine” but with consistent strong detail and rather hard and glossy surfaces 
associated with upper grade pieces. Dark olive brown and completely 
free of any and all problems, this could make a highly attractive 
circulated example of the No Period type, but in fact it is a high rarity. 
Many collectors are unaware of the die classification system devised 
for Virginia Halfpennys by Eric Newman. His book “Coinage for 
Colonial Virginia”, which was published by the American Numismatic 
Society as Numismatic Notes and Monographs No.135 in 1956 remains 
the standard reference. Over two dozen specific die combinations are 
known. This combination represented a new obverse combined with a 
known reverse at the time of discovery. By now a few combinations 
not listed in Newman’s work are known, some reported and described 
in The Colonial Newsletter. Probably the finest collection of Virginia 
Halfpennys ever offered was the Robert Vlack collection sold by New 
England Rare Coin Galleries in March 1976. It had 24 varieties (with 
diagnostic descriptions), not counting the rare Virginia Penny, and it is 
significant that it lacked this combination (Stack’s 10/84 Picker Sale 
with 14 varieties also lacked N.14-E - it also contains useful reference 
material). We are unaware whether any other examples of this variety 
have been identified since its discovery. Most Virginia Halfpennys 
currently offered are done so without specific die attribution. It is ironic 
that in prior decades examples of State Coinages were less frequently 
attributed than today while greater attention was paid to a series like 
this. Certainly it is possible for today’s collectors to pursue this series 
by specific dies also, undoubtedly at times being offered rarer varieties

A true rarity in the Connecticut series, and 
almost certainly unique as a double strike. Further, it is a dramatic 
double strike and it is reasonably strong and attractive relative to most 
others known of this variety. Generally light brown, each side with 
consistent light porosity which though pervasive is thin and fine enough 
not to obscure or significantly blur any features. The planchet itself is 
slightly rough at the top of the obverse. Each side has one tiny void 
flaw, on the obverse towards the upper left and on the reverse towards 
the lower right. The primary obverse strike is struck about 35 to 40% 
low with TORI and CONN and part of E (along with the colon followed 
by dash cross dash punctuation) clear. The second strike is 25% higher, 
rotated slightly to the left and shows a clear ORI, a vague partial outline 
of the head, and EC from the right legend. The reverse double strike is 
bolder. The upper strike consumes about two thirds of the planchet and 
is rotated to the left roughly 30% with a crisp date now lying just right 
and below the coin's center, with IN of INDE and the final B clear. The 
lower strike shows no date but has LIB plus the I and partial N of INDE. 
Other plated examples of M.24-FF include: the 2/75 Pine Tree/EAC 
VF lot 135 (rough fields and some cleaning), the 6/91 Stack's Hessberg/ 
Hall VF lot 1399 (3 spoke wheel scratchs across the center), Stack's 10/ 
70 Appleton/MHS VF lot 140 (uneven), Coin Galleries 7/92 Picker 
reference VG/AG (laminated, dents etc.), and Stack's 2/93 Perkins 
duplicate VG lot 2134 (perhaps under graded in comparison to earlier 
listed examples - active verdigris in pits, scraped etc.) . Non plated 
examples include Pine Tree's 5/76 J.C. Brown VF lot 531 (uneven, large 
rim flaw at date), a nice clipped and also uneven A.N.S. VF and another 
nice off center A.N.S. VG, plus the Colonial Newsletter Foundation 
has a (ex-Barnsley) VF NJ M.17-b overstruck on a M.24-FF. The latter 
three coins being in "museum" holdings will not likely become available 
to collectors. Attribution for this coin is certain despite portions of both 
sides not being struck on the planchet. Here is a simple flow chart: 
The obverse provides clear views of the upper punctuation and 
ornamentation while the reverse has the lower punctuation and 
ornamentation. The only Connecticut obverses using that general 
pattern are M.17 and M.24, with the 17 obverse paired only with the 
g.3 reverse, which is quickly eliminated because the | of LIB is far too 
distant from the B. The 24 obverse comes only with the g.3, 9.5, and FF 
reverse. The differences between the g.5 reverse and FF are more subtle 
(Oechsner has a great plated M.48-g.5 followed by a nice plated M.53- 
FF); they include the colon dots being closer together, the left colon dot 
being closer to the shield, I being closer to B, the letters of LIB

The surfaces are highly glossy and virtually hard 
except for a small number of tiny striae in the planchet that could easily 
have gone without mentioning.

This coin was lot 163 from 
Stack's 6/94 Sale, hence it is pedigreed back through John Ford to the 
Ryder - Boyd Collections.

The same holds true on 
the reverse at the center of the shield and at the Eagle's knees, but again 
with no real sign of wear. There is evidence of moisture exposure on 
both sides. The obverse has a scattering of micro-pitting across it which 
interrupts an otherwise extremely glossy dark olive surtace. The same 
holds true for the reverse, possibly less so but the pitting merges in 
places with planchet roughness caused by the rusting of the die, the 
latter being typical for this variety. On a coin of such merit the effect of 
the pitting is certainly distracting but it doesn't negate the appeal found 
in the boldness of detail this coin exhibits.

A 
light slightly olive chocolate, its surfaces are nearly hard, and it has 
absolutely no problems. In fact it exhibits much less of the rust that 


invariably is on the reverse, giving this coin an all that much smoother

ATTRACTIVE CONDITION CENSUS

attractive example of a scarce variety in an unusual die state at a near 
Condition Census grade. This coin has it all, though it also has a very 
minor warp in the planchet. A smooth and glossy chocolate brown, the 
obverse center shows some pre strike roughness. Free of all marks, 
nicks, or bruises, what is most noticable is the reverse die state. A 
strong break has developed from the rim, through the final T, into the 
wing and on towards the center, contributing to overall weakness in 
that area. Though this is a known break for the variety, only a minority 
of specimans have it, and this is an extremely late state. When Mike 
Packard last published a condition census for Mass. Copper in April 
1990 he knew of only one AU and two EF's before reaching down to 
VF. A wonderful coin for the specialist, die variety collector, or anyone 
appreciating a lovely Massachusetts copper. 
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287. 1788 MASSACHUSETTS R.1-D (R-3) EF40 146.7 gns. 
Though the detail of EF there the surfaces are lacking. Deep golden 
brown and quite granular with vertical roller striations on both sides. 
At the far right obverse they come closer to laminations, while the reverse 
in general has less. Brick red oxidation scattered in small areas of the 
obverse. 


288. 1788 MASSACHUSETTS CENT R.1-D (R-3) F12 153.0 gns. 
Struck strong in the centers with full skirt lines on the Indian and a 
clear CENT on the shield, but weak at the edges with the legends faint 
in places. Milk chocolate and only lightly porous with highly reflective 
surfaces. A faint scrape on the obverse above the Indian. 





289. 1788 MASSACHUSETTS CENT R.3-E (R-4) VF20 156.8 
gns. Predominantly chocolate brown, slightly brighter in spots and 
basically reflective except for scattered areas of mild surface porosity 
that resemble "scuffing" of the uppermost veneer. Small bruises at 1:00 
and 2:30 obverse. Reasonably attractive still.

Old “tracing” 
scratch above WEALTH on obverse. Reverse with small striations at 
top and a couple of minor rim dings. 


EXTREMELY RARE 
1788 MASSACHUSETTS CENT R.13-I 


294. 1788 MASSACHUSETTS CENT R.13-I (High R-7) F12 
153.6 gns. The first auction appearance ever for this extremely rare 
variety, which (of course) was lacking from the Norweb and Taylor 
Sales, as well as from the A.N.S. collection. Medium to dark golden 
brown, pale olive at most raised portions. The surfaces are granular 
with the fields mostly matte like. There is a flaw just at the rim at 3:00 
obverse, plus a tiny dig at the center of the bow, plus even tinier ones at 
the point of the arrow and on the wrist holding the bow. The reverse 
rim is slightly ragged at 8:00. While this is by no means an attractive 
specimen it is certainly presentable, having no major damage, corrosion 
or verdigris. It grades high enough for ready identification of all 
attribution points and its color is quite acceptable. Only three other 
examples of R.13-I have definitely been traced, with a report of one 
other having been seen years ago. A major New England collection has 
an example that is reported to be VF. That same collector also reports 
having once seen a VG/F. A Fine to Fine Plus (with some detail perhaps 
of VF) is located in a major Virginia collection, with surfaces nicer than 
found on the current specimen. That coin has detail comparable to or 
perhaps slightly finer than the other known R.13-I, the Rinaldo specimen, 
while the latter has choicer surfaces. Comparing this coin directly with 
the Rinaldo specimen, which was available to the cataloger for viewing, 
the centers of this are as strong and in places stronger. That is most 
notably on the reverse, where the CENT here is fully struck. However 
the Rinaldo piece shows sharper detail elsewhere, along with having 
much more pleasing color and surfaces, and technically grades 3 or 
more points higher. The same signs of reverse die failure are evident 
on both coins. The die is failing after the last Sof MASSACHUSETTS 
and as well as at the M. The Rinaldo specimen also shows signs of 
radial failure towards the center from the third S, a little difficult to see 
with this coin. All three areas of failure converge on the coins center 
like spokes, perhaps giving some insight into the rarity of this die 
combination, Likely this coin is the fourth finest known and within one 
grade of at least two of the coins above it. One of the great rarities in 


the Massachusetts Copper series, presenting a unique opportunity. 
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SILVER SAINT PATRICK SHILLING 


295, (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK SHILLING BREEN 210, 
MARIS 2-B - SILVER (R-6) VF30 115.1 gns. A classic rarity in the 
Colonial series. The farthing sized St. Patrick pieces struck in silver, 
such as this, are commonly referred to as "Shillings" though there is no 
evidence to indicate they were meant to circulate at that value. They 
come in 6 die marriages (plus one with Nimbus) of which this specific 


pairing is most common, though it probably qualifies as a Low R-7 if 


listed separately. This coin has the same die combination as Norweb 
2383. It is perfectly centered and evenly struck with detail remaining 
consistently strong across both sides. There is one short and another 
tiny scratch behind the King and a faint one above St. Patrick's raised 
arm. Toned an even light silver with violet blue and yellow overtones 
and a few black toning spots below St. Patrick's raised arm, and some 
smaller brown spots on the opposite side. This is a well above average 


example. Of the 9 specimens we are aware of with this pairing it is 
only exceeded by the Uncirculated Garrett #1383, the EF45 Norweb 
#2383, and the VF35 Steinberg #111 (Stack's 10/89). Note: All farthing 
sized pieces, whether in Silver or Copper and regardless of dies used, 


share Maris 2-B as a designation, 








296. (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK HALFPENNY VLACK 4-C 
BREEN 203 MARIS 1-A VF20 138.0 gns. A strong example of Breen's 
Small Obverse Letters / Large Reverse Letters Type. Appealing two 
tone contrast with dark chocolate fields and milk chocolate raised 
portions. Splash present but virtually toned over. Surfaces are 
reasonably smooth, lightly rough in places but nowhere significantly 
so, and slight irregularities in the rim are as struck. Short dig at E of 
REX and a few other scattered marks but none are troubling. A generally 
bold strike weakens at the bottom fourth of each side. Still this variety 
is notably hard to obtain in upper grades. Our 10/95 sale of the Griffee 
Collection had a "VG/nearly Fine". The Norweb Collection, though 
containing 12 Halfpennys with 8 of the 13 known varieties, lacked it. 
The Roper collection, which also had 8 varieties, lacked it as well as 
did Picker with 5 varieties. Though no reliable rarity ratings have been 
established for the St. Patrick series, Half Pennys are much rarer than 
Farthings. Given the apparent scarcity of this variety, a high end 
relatively attractive specimen like this will be hard to improve on. 





297. (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK FARTHING BREEN 206 - 
WITH NIMBUS (Low R-7) VF35 81.2 gns. Generally smooth, the 
obverse (with the King) with light porosity in places, the reverse free of 
same. The rim is naturally flawed at 12:00. The obverse fields are a 
mix of reddish and olive browns with tan features and a bright Brass 
splash is perfectly centered on the crown. The (in this case) all important 
reverse is more even, with tan devices against rich brown fields. The 
Nimbus around St. Patrick's head is sharply defined making the dramatic 
feature easily recognizable This coin was last auctioned with the Norweb 
Collection by Bowers and Merena, 3/88 lot 2336, the grade carried 
over here from that sale. It is one of the major rarities of the series. At 
least two reverse dies are known with the Nimbus feature, paired with 
at least two obverses, as evidenced by the Norweb Sale where three 
"Nimbus Farthings" were offered, the others being lots #2340 and #2365. 
This coin was the strongest of those three and is among the finest known 
of this Type. Garrett 1384, a borderline AU, is perhaps the finest of the 
Type but from a different die (the Norweb catalog is in error stating this 
coin is of the same dies as Garrett 1382 - a silver Shilling, Garrett 1384, 
and Roper 57. Note the much closer proximity of the ES in PLEBS). It 
is the same die pairing as the weaker Roper 59 and as the marginally 
weaker (under graded) Picker 59. Roper 58 was a Strong EF, but again 
from a different die. All (copper, | am not aware of this die being used 
in silver) specimens this cataloger has seen from this reverse die show 
a die break over the S to the C of QUVIESCAT, this being the earliest 
state of those viewed. Roper 59 has the crack widening to a cud while 
on Norweb 2365, where the die is paired with an alternate obverse, the 
cud has widened to obliterate the S entirely. In Norweb it is noted this 
coin came "From New Netherlands Coin Company on April 23, 1955" 
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298. (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK FARTHING BREEN 208 
VF25 88.9 gns. Type with nothing below the king. A choice example 
with hard glossy light brown surfaces and a large just slightly muted 
brass splasher. The rims are slightly irregular as made and there is a 
faint scratch behind the kneeling King but it is hard to ask for a nicer 
coin at this grade level. Many in the hobby know of John Griffee's 
ongoing research into St. Patrick Farthings. Some time ago he revealed 
preliminary numbers of the die varieties he personally had identified 
within each Breen category (those numbers by now have likely grown). 
This was the largest grouping with over 70. 





299: (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK FARTHING BREEN 208 
EF40 113.0 gns. Unusually heavy for a Farthing, this coin is just beyond 
Breen's upper published weight range, but the planchet in all other 
regards is normal. Sharp detail more than atones for surfaces made a 
bit pebbly by light porosity. The porosity is very even and easily 
overlooked since the crispness of the strike is unaffected and the toning 
is a pleasing chocolate brown, slightly lighter at raised points. Further 
the coin remains reflective, more so on St. Patrick's side. Splash most 
likely never present or completely toned over, but the crown itself is in 
high relief and bold. 





300. (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK FARTHING BREEN 208 FI5 
95.4 gns. Pleasing tan and chocolate toning, for the most part smooth 
though there is a small rough spot on St. Patrick. Splash present but 
largely toned over, the strike is fairly even with no real area of weakness. 
There appears to be no colon or dots after REX.

91.0 gns. Medium brown and smooth with a huge Brass splasher that 
extends to the rim but is now partially toned. Reverse weak at right 
legend and three old scratchs at, and to the left of, St. Patrick's head. 
Masonic punctuation quite clear. Interestingly there is no single die 
repeated on any specimen in this offering of St. Patrick Farthings. 





303. (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK FARTHING BREEN 212 F12 
78.7 gns. Here we have a coin that falls a hair short of Breen's published 
weight range for this series (80 to 112.8 gns). More important, however, 
is a Brass splash that appears on the reverse in addition to the regularly 
placed one on the obverse. The reverse splash is bright and runs in a 
ribbon from the rim at 10:30, ending on St. Patrick's face. There is also 
a hint of a splash at the reverse rim at 12:00 opposite where the obverse 
splash sits, which is distinct from the one just mentioned. The traditional 
splash is well centered on the obverse crown. Otherwise the coin is a 
lovely semi glossy honey brown but unevenly struck, with weakness 
along the top rim and right of each side effecting parts of the legends. 
The cataloger vaguely recalls having once heard of or seen another St. 
Patrick Farthing with Splashs on both sides but he will not swear to it. 
In any event it is a rare error. 





304. (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK FARTHING BREEN 213 
VF20 107.0 gns. Dwindling Stars after obverse legends Type. Fairly 
even light chocolate brown, semi glossy with vary minor scattered 
porosity and some toned pin scratchs below the small perfectly centered 
Brass Splash. More notable is a dramatic die break almost obscuring 
the dwindling stars on the obverse, and another at SC of the reverse 
legend along with a general deterioration of the dies. Like Breen's plate 
coin this coin has two "pigs" on the reverse, a feature the consignor 
notes as "rare". Unlike Breen, stars dwindle after the legends on both 
sides. This Type is called rare by Breen, Griffee echoes his assessment 
of there being at least 8 sub varieties.

305. (1672-1675) SAINT PATRICK FARTHING BREEN 217 
VF20 82.0 gns. Annulet, Small 8, and Martlett Below King type. In 
case you were wondering, an “annulet" looks like a small zero and a 
"martlett” is a bird. Dark chocolate brown, most raised points lighter. 
Splash, if present, is toned over. Both sides are granular and rough, but 
undamaged. The symbols below the King are all bold. Same dies as 
Norweb 2330. Called Very Rare by Breen, there are at least two varieties 
of this type. 


306. 1786 NEW JERSEY M. 6-D (R-1) VF20 139.5 gns. Medium 
olive brown, the reverse is smooth and pleasing but the obverse has 
light but quite extensive pitting, shallow enough that the coin remains 
reflective despite it. 


307. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.6-D (R-1) F18 140.5 gns. Olive 
brown and somewhat glossy surfaces that are free of porosity. The 
obverse though has a few tiny digs, one just below the center beneath 
the horse, another below the tip of the plow, and another to the left and 
above the date. An attractive example of a plentiful variety. 


308. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.6-D (R-1) F15 136.9 gns. Chocolate 
brown and choice with smooth rather glossy surfaces. Obverse center 
weak, reverse strong. Essentially problem free save for a very small 
obverse dig above the plow handles. Somewhat late obverse state with 
rust around the handles. 





309. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.6-D (R-1) F15 132.2 gns. Also evenly 
toned mid olive brown but with a scattering of fine porosity on both 
sides. An obverse scratch from R to the horse's nose and a small cut at 
the lower left shield. A reasonably nice example. 


310. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.6-D (R-1) VG8 142.4 gns. Basically 
smooth olive brown except there both sides show impressions from a 
U.S. Large Cent, mimicking a brockage but not one. It seems merely a 
case of the design of one coin being transferred onto another through 
hammering. The most dramatic detail is the ONE CENT which appears 
upside down and inverted at the obverse center of the New Jersey "host". 
Surviving New Jersey details are erratic. A curiosity for the New Jersey 
collector who has everything. 


Si. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.12-G (R-5) F18 140.3 gns. A No 
Coulter Type. Light olive brown lightly granular but semi glossy 
surfaces, with far greater appeal than is typical for this variety which 
very rarely appears on choice planchets. Central detail is always lacking 
on examples much below EF, as is the case here. Significantly the date 
is clear and nearly full. There is one faint scratch above the horse and a 
few fully toned hairlines on the shield. Given the relative quality of the 
surfaces, Nearly Very Fine seems an appropriate grade though some 
might conceivably argue for a full VF or possibly a lower Fine. In this 
technical range very little separates the grades with these shallow dies, 
and a Strong VF seemingly would be in the Condition Census. The 
consignor envelope notes "ex Dr. Maris - Hiram Dietz" but gives no 
details for that illustrious provenance.

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314. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.14-J (R-1) VF35 143.1 gns. Glossy 
light brown planchet, free from all but the most insignificant contact 
marks. The reverse is a full EF and the obverse comes quite close, 
actually the horse head here is relatively strong given the sunken die. 
One light rim clip easiest seen from the reverse at 10:00. A choice 
example, ideal for a type coin. 





315: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.14-J (R-1) VF25 151.9 gns. Another 
example with ideal light brown color. Smooth semi glossy surfaces 
with just a few toned hairlines in the field before the horse, not likely to 
be noticed without real concentration and in no way distracting. A small 
straight rim clip at 5:00 obverse. Although it's not that uncommon to 
find pleasing M.14-J's, just a tiny percentage of all New Jerseys have 
this lovely look, and it would not take a large number of new type 
collectors to virtually exhaust the supply, at least at prices that collectors 
now would consider reasonable. 


316. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.14-J (R-1) VF20 147.9 gns. This 
was the Norweb coin, lot 1315. Later it was in Harry Resigno's collection 
sold by B&M in their 11/89 Saccone Sale as lot 1560. Lught brown 
and glossy with no marks other than a few striae on each side. Obverse 
center failing from bulging. A most attractive coin. Neither the Norweb 
nor Saccone lot tickets are available. 


ef fe 1786 NEW JERSEY M.14-J (R-1) EF40 148.0 Quite strong, 
especially at the obverse center where die failure tends to soften detail. 
Dark olive brown, both sides predominantly covered by a mist of 
microscopic porosity, leaving the surfaces matte like. The obverse has 
several long toned pin scratchs, one running from the foot of the final A 
to the center of the plow, two others start at the plow's center and run 
over above the plow handles to just below and left of the horse's neck 





318. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15-T (R-4) F18 142.4 gns. The 
reverse a solid VE, the obverse just short of it. Pale golden olive and 
attractive. The obverse has scattered trace striae, but both sides are 
smooth and glossy for this grade. Good eye appeal for a variety which 
frequently comes with problems, and more affordable than the Elliasberg

319. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15-T (R-4) F15 141.5 gns. As nice a 
coin as you can hope to buy for the grade. Light brown with hard 
glossy surfaces and no problems. Some detail of VF as the obverse in 
particular comes softly struck. A coin most bourse dealers would not 
hesitate to call VF, perhaps swayed by the quality of the surfaces. 








320. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.15-T (R-4) F15 145.3 gns. Another 
lovely lower grade example, this from a late obverse die state with EA 
virtually obscured bydie swelling... Light brown smooth and glossy, 
with only a very faint pin scratch from the horse to the rim at 3:00 that 
can be noted. 


RARE M.16-J 


Jak: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.16-J (Low R-6) VF20 150.6 gns. A 
strong example of a scarce variety that some major Sales have lacked, 
and others had represented by low grade examples. Deep golden olive 
with raised features a paler shade. Most of this coin is smooth but places 
have suffered light corrosive exposure leaving fine pitting and a more 
matte like look. On the obverse above the horse, from V through CAE 
of the legend, is so effected. The reverse has a similar area in a narrow 
curve along the rim from 12:00 to 4:00, and another on the lower left 
half of the shield. The weakness at the upper right of the shield is, to 
varying and usually greater degrees, always found with this die pairing. 
The 10/80 Garrett Sale lacked this variety, although the 10/84 Picker 
Sale had an about EF (arguably a full EF, grading was quite conservative) 
previously purchased privately from the Garrett Collection. M.16-J 
was also missing from Roper and Norweb and Frontenac (Schenkel 
had a Fine which came from the same holdings as the Frontenac coins). 
To our knowledge, aside from Picker, the only clearly stronger examples 
to have come on the market have been the Bareford EF (Stack's 3/84) 
and the Strong VF in Oechsner. 
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322. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.16-L (R-1) F18 150.8 gns. The 
Protruding Tongue Type. Light brown, smooth and glossy with no 
problems. Another perfect type coin for a collector seeking high quality 
and accepting of middle grades. 





Sor 1786 NEW JERSEY M.16-L (R-1) F18 146.7 gns. "The 
Protruding Tongue" type. This with a prominent break forming the 
"tongue" along with the full cud above RE on the obverse. A smooth 
and attractive light brown example. Two small digs on the plow beam 


and a faint scratch on the upper left shield. 


324. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.16-L (R-1) VF30 147.8 gns. Another, 
same die state. Light golden brown. Sharp detail but there are numerous 
micro digs on the obverse and a few slightly larger ones in the field to 
the right of the horse. Same problems on the reverse except less prevalent 
with two digs on the shield and another on the P of PLURIBUS. 


OUTSTANDING M.17-J 


325: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-J (R-4) VF25 131.7 gns. Bold 
obverse detail and a glossy surface gives this coin a dramatic appeal, 
with attractive deep chestnut peripheral toning that lightens towards 
the center. There is some isolated roughness near several obverse letters 
and a tiny flaw at the crook of the horse's neck. The reverse has similar 
toning and glossy surfaces with a small darker rough patch above the 
shield. A small natural depression causes loss of some detail in the 
upper shield as does diagonal die failure. A die break now connects the 
second upright of the M to the edge of the shield at the center. There is 
no obvious sign of an undertype. A coin that would be hard to improve 
on, this variety seems quite scarce in upper grades. Possible condition 
Census. The Henry Garrett and Frontenac Strong VF's are among the 
finest known. 


326. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-K (R-4) F18 123.7 gns. Chocolate 
brown and absolutely problem free on a smooth and quite reflective 
planchet that shows just trace granularity if studied carefully. Another 
borderline VF coin with an appeal that easily surpasses most stronger 
examples. 





327 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-K (R-4) VF20 115.7 gns. 
Generally smooth and semi glossy, with some very fine porosity that is 
largely confined to a small patch around NOVA. Golden brown, which 
is warmer near the centers, that is possibly the result of a high brass 
content in the planchet. A small natural depression in the flan at the 
base of the horse's neck softens the outline at that point while a somewhat 
deeper one on the reverse caused detail not to strike up at the upper 
right shield. Though the width of the planchet, with a small lip of 
planchet beyond the dentils at points, suggests an undertype, there is no 
sign of one. 


DOUBLE STRUCK M.17-K 


328. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-K (R-4) VF30 128.6 gns. Though 
surviving detail warrants a technical grade at least this high, this coin is 
heavily corroded and very dark brown. It is either double struck, or 
there is an undertype, or both, though a double strike seems likely. Areas 
show indications of one, including the plow and the very tops of a second 
legend on the reverse from 12:30 to 3:00. Unfortunately the coin is too 
pebbly for definitive statements. 
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LARGE PLANCHET M.17-b 


329, 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-b (R-3) VF20 138.7 gns. A Large 
Planchet issue. Lovely smooth and semi glossy planchet, except for a 
scattering of small flaws and striations on both sides. On the obverse 
they are mostly at the upper right rim and within the lower right of the 
plow. The reverse has less, and they generally are smaller, all were in 
the coin as made. An early obverse die state for a large planchet striking, 
here the one in the date is almost perfect. No sign of an undertype, but 
the planchet is unusually wide, and the lip at the lower left obverse, that 
extends beyond the dentils, possibly resembles the remnant of a host 
planchet. A coin with significant eye appeal. 













SMALL PLANCHET M.17-b 


330. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.17-b (R-3) VF30 140.7 gns. A Small 
Planchet issue. Struck after the large planchet production, without the 
use of host coins as planchets. Crisp detail that brings out the power of 
the distinctive obverse head used with this die. A relatively smooth semi 
glossy obverse, with a scattering of porosity and a slight ding at the rim 
at 8:00. The reverse shield has sharp and complete vertical and horizontal 
stripes, but it is off center to the left so that the top of E PLU is off the 
planchet. Both sides are dark chocolate brown. The reverse is more 
granular with microscopic porosity around parts of the legend. From a 
later die state than the large planchet examples above, the one is failing 
in the date and the crescent break is forming from the base of the horse. 








331. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.18-J (High R-5) VG10 126.7 gns. A 
Bridle Obverse, but more importantly, a rare variety (see our notes for 
the Scott Barnes coin for a discussion of its rarity). This is the Craig 
McDonald speciman, listed number 23 on John Griffee's survey. Once 
fairly harshly cleaned, now retoning mostly medium brown with 
somewhat muted red showing through at the obverse center and left 
reverse. This coin is also porous in a micro pitting way, and has some 
light scratchs along with two small vertical impressions above the plow 
handles and a reverse bruise at 9:00. So it is by no means choice, but 
none of the damage is severe, the porosity is light and so is the color (by 
whatever means necessary). All of which makes this coin fairly desirable 
given its rarity. 





332: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.18-M (R-1) EF40 150.1 gns. The 
Bridle Type. A superior example with glossy mahogany and tan surfaces. 
Strong detail is present on both sides, the horse's eye is almost fully 
outlined while the outer mane hairs are sharply delineated. All of the 
reverse shield lines are unbroken, appearing weakest at the very center 
as always seen. There are some grit particles within a few letters of the 
obverse legends. The reverse also has a few dark patches on the shield 
with spots of verdigris above the N and M of the legend. The "bridle is 
not completely formed, failing to fully connect at the center. A number 
of Extremely Fine examples appear to make up the low end of the 
Condition Census for this popular "Red Book Type". The top is occupied 
by the Garrett, Taylor, and Norweb Unc.'s, likely followed by a strong 
AU auctioned by Stack's in their 6/75 Sale of the Kissner Collection, 
lot 77. Other notable examples include the Stack's 12/71 Yale Collection 
coin, lot 29, and the Oechsner coin. This coin is reported by the 
consignor to be Ex-Bushnell, certainly a notable pedigree. When Charles 
Bushnell died in 1880 his coin collection sold to Louis Parmelee who 
kept what he coveted and consigned the rest to a Chapman auction, 
June 20 - 24, 1882, from which he reportedly bought back many coins 
(while still making money). In the heat of cataloging we were unable 
to gain access to a Bushnell Sale Catalog. This coin does not seem to 
have sold in the June 1890 Bangs Co. Sale of the Parmelee Collection. 
It is not the coin there plated, and it is unlikely to have been the specimen 
graded "Very Good". Hopefully one of our readers with access to a 
plated Bushnell catalog can help fill in some of the missing information. 


Soak 1786 NEW JERSEY M.18-M (R-1) VF25 147.9 gns. Another 
glossy example, smooth in most places except that the obverse is heavily 
corroded over much of the right portion of the coin, partially effecting 
the area with the "bridle" break.

Elsewhere a pleasing 
contrast of light and dark chocolate. 
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334. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.18-M (R-1) VF35 139.4 gns. A Wide 
Shield andthe Bridle Type, here virtually full. Light brown and highly 
reflective somewhat granular surfaces interrupted in places (mostly on 
the obverse) by scattered striae toned darker within them. One pin 
seratch diagonally across the top of the shield. There is some muted 
mint type color on the reverse within some legends and elsewhere that 
does not really belong. Likely theis coin was cleaned is now mostly 
retoned. Perfect centering with a full ring of dentils on both sides help 
give this coin a positive look. 





335. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.20-N (R-4) F12 142.4 gns. A Wide 
Shield Type, and a second "Drunken Die Cutter" variety with a similarly 
skewed date to the M.19 obverse. A pleasing light tan and smooth, 
with just scattered light porosity, mostly on the reverse. The obverse 
die is failing, resulting in weakness at center right. Also slightly off 
center so that CAESAR fades in part at the tops of some letters. 





336. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.21-N (R-2) VF20 139.5 gns. A Wide 
Shield Type. Fairly nice detail for this variety which strikes weakly, 
though it only has the look of a Strong Fine. Nicely contrasting deep 
golden brown and tan with a pleasing cameo effect. Surfaces are smooth 
and semi glossy in look though mildly granular in fact. Small flaw at 
base of shield. Above average for this variety.

337% 1786 NEW JERSEY M.21-P(R-5S) VF30 163.7 gns. It would 
be a crime to give this coin a lesser grade, though the detail may not 
quite seem to warrant this one. The surfaces have the quality of at least 
EF, and the reverse shield, though it can come stronger, does strike 
weakly, as is the case here. Only direct comparison to the plates of 
other coins led us to be as conservative as we have with grading. Anyone 
viewing this coin in person will quickly see how choice it actually is. 
Hard and glossy honey brown surfaces with a hint of bygone copper in 
the luster. A speck of a flaw on the right of the horse's bust, there is also 
a tiny clip at 11:00. A scarce and premium quality coin worthy of very 
serious bidding.

140.3 gns. Although somewhat lacking the definition normally expected 
for this grade, that is partially due to late die states, but also can be 
attributed to the double strike. Meanwhile the obverse surface of this 
coin is gorgeous, as is the reverse except where stained through some 


corrosive exposure. Light chocolate brown, fully hard and glossy. The 
obverse is significantly shift double struck, clearest in the lines of the 
plow but also strongly evident among many legend letters. The die is 
showing advanced failure in the field from the horse's snout through 
EA. Spidery breaks connect the letters of the legend between AE and E 
of CAESAREA (there is a faint scratch between C and A that at first 
mimics a break). Most of the reverse surfaces are as pleasing as the 
obverse. However there is a ruddish stain between the shield and the L 
of PLURIBUS. Around that stain, but mostly avoiding the shield, is an 
area of green staining that runs in a mostly narrow swath between the E 
of the left legend to the upper left point of the shield. Toning at the base 
of the shield is ruddish brown. M.21-P is a scarce variety, recently 
upped from R-4 by a consensus of collectors and catalogers. The obverse 
features one of the most graceful heads and plows in the series, shown 
to good effect on this coin.

339: 1786 NEW JERSEY M.21-P (R-5) COUNTERSTAMPED 
VF20 145.6 gns. Another difficult coin to grade due to the effects of 
the counterstamping, but the surface quality and some areas of 
undisturbed detail suggest this grade. This is a lovely host coin for the 
counter stamp, being light brown, smooth, and glossy. A small flaw at 
the rim, 2:00 obverse, shows on both sides but otherwise it is problem 
free (other than the counter stamp for those who consider them damage). 
The counter stamp is a pre made punch of a large SH, that is boldly cut 
in block letters and set in a heart shaped depression. Both sides have 
been impressed. At first on the obverse it seems to read HS until you 
orient yourself to the shape of the heart which is inverted at the center 
of the coin. The reverse too is mostly inverted. Both stamps are near 
the center of the coin. The obverse is most complete with all but the 
bottom left of the S and the bottom of the heart present. Unlisted in 
Brunk which does however list and plate a '"S & H Co" countermark, in 
smaller print letters within a heart shaped outline, as listing #35445. It 
is plated shown on an Indian Head Penny. 
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340. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.23-P (R-2) VF30 142.7 gns. A coin 
with a lovely obverse while the reverse has some problems. The obverse 
is an even chocolate brown and smooth. It is from the late die state. 
Not only is there the break by the rim at 12:00, but the cud is fully 
formed above the E and A 4:00. The reverse is a bit mottled in toning, 
some golden brown at the center of the shield with pale olive and ruddish 
brown mixing as you move out towards the rim. A few minor pits are 
on the shield but they become more plentiful towards the left rim 
concentrated in two small patches. One is between the P and E, the 
other over the R, with touches of verdigris within some of them. 


341. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.23-P (R-2) Fl2 139.2 gns. An 
example from a late obverse die state, with a clear break by the rim 
above the C. Pleasing two tone light and dark chocolate. Though 
reflective, both sides have fine porosity, the reverse a bit more so. It 


also has toned hairlines on the shield and a spot of corrosion near the 
rim at 10:00. 





342. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.23-R (R-3) VF20 139.4 gns.Even light 


olive brown and fairly glossy, particularly the reverse fields which seem 
hard. Rather ornate script initials are engraved on the shield, in a style 
that suggests 19th, if not 18th, century origin. Overall an attractive piece. 
















TRIPLE STRUCK M.24-P 


343. 1786 NEW JERSEY (M.24-P) (R-2) TRIPLE STRUCK VF30 
149.5 gns. A rare error. One extra strike is subtle, being a shift strike 
that leaves a doubling that can be seen on most reverse legend letters, 
The other strike is more dramatic. On the obverse, the beam of an 
additional strike shows on the primary handles while a second head is 
raised, shifted left, and tilted down. An additional shield overlaps the 
first, slightly lower and to the left and angled left. Parts of another 
legend can be seen also, an S is clearest between and below BU of 
PLURIBUS. Strong detail survives on this coin despite the multiple 
strike, including shield lines that are relatively bold and complete from 
this die which typically strikes weakly at the center. It is a pleasing tan, 
but rough in places, with scattered flaws and striations. 
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344. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.24-P (R-2) VF25 134.3 gns. A 
pleasing example that is light brown with smooth semi glossy surfaces. 
There is a fairly recent but faint curved pin scratch on the reverse, curving 
up from the E through the shield towards the U. 


345. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.24-P (R-2) F12 133.5 gns. Chocolate 
brown, evenly struck and well centered. Relatively smooth but with 
small striations at several points on the obverse. The date is faint with 
part of 17 effected by striations. Also a few light scratchs at the lower 
left obverse. 









346. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.24-P (R-2) F1l2 156.0 gns. 
Contrasting dark and light olive browns with a cameo effect. Each side 
with scattered fine porosity, though retaining a deceptively smooth look 
when viewed without a glass while it is reflecting light. Reverse has a 
number of toned hairlines on the shield. 





347. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.28-L (R-3) VF20 139.6 gns. Light 
brown glossy surfaces that have a few scattered striae but are otherwise 
quite smooth. Problem free, a lovely type coin. 





348. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.28-L (R-3) VF20 137.2 gns. Smooth, 
nearly hard surfaces that of course are glossy, but once cleaned. Now 
mostly a natural looking light brown except at the obverse center and to 
the immediate right as well as immediately below the horse where 
unnatural red shows through. Still attractive. 


349. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.28-L (R-3) VF20 149.0 gns. Dark 
chocolate and highly reflective despite fine even granularity across both 
sides, only slightly rougher in a small patch below E of reverse legend. 
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DOUBLE STRUCK M.29-L 


350. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.29-L (R-4) DOUBLE STRUCK F15 
146.3 gns. The Double Strike here is clearest and strongest on the 
reverse. There is full second set of dentils in a curve running from 
11:00 to 4:00, separated from the first by about Imm. The shield too is 
doubled with a second set of stripes angled right against (or below) the 
other. The obverse has a second set of dentils from 1:00 to 6:00, and 
there appears to be a second eye Imm below and slightly left of the 
first. This coin is predominantly dark brown with some mahogany tones 
at the top and left of the obverse. Though a bit rough the surfaces do 
not appear porous, instead they look reasonably smooth and reflective. 
There are three minor digs to the left of the horse. Even with the 
doubling, the reverse shield is strong for this variety, and in fact so is 
the right hand side of the obverse, which is always found significantly 
weaker than the obverse. The strike though is uneven, and most of the 
left legend is lost, partially due to the strike being off center. The lack 
of high grade examples of this variety is surprising. The finest seems to 
be the Norweb AU, and the last Condition Census published by the 
Third New Jersey Symposium lists no other examples above a strong 
VF, with a few Fines grouped at the low end. While that census may 
not be the final word it nonetheless is instructive. The ex-Taylor coin, 
offered again in our sale of the Griffee Collection at Octobers C4 
Convention, is among the finer examples known. The 1980 Garrett 
Sale had the Maris obverse plate coin, which was only a Strong Fine. 
As a result this coin is well above average, accented again by a double 
strike. 





251. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.29-L (R-4) F12 146.7 gns. Chestnut 
brown with some tan highlighting. Surfaces lightly granular but 
appearing glossy none the less. Well centered and problem free. The 
obverse always strikes weak on this scarce variety. 


352. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.30-L (R-3) F12 147.4 gns. Medium 
brown with fine porosity but a fairly smooth look, reverse detail 
approaching a higher grade. Lightly cleaned but now almost totally 
retoned. Free of significant marks. 


353; 1787 NEW JERSEY M.31-L (R-2) F12 147.5 gns. Light olive 
brown with faint porosity though the coin appears smooth to the unaided 
eye. An interesting crack that doesn't appear to be in the die runs through 
the shield. Planchet cutters arc visible near the edge on both sides; on 
obverse top left, reverse bottom left. Earlier obverse die state than that 
offered in our sale of the Griffee collection, hence greater central detail 


despite lower technical grade. 
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354. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.32-T (R-1) VF25 147.8 gns. 
Contrasting light and medium chocolate browns on smooth semi glossy 
surfaces. Slightly weak strike at the lower obverse right but otherwise 
consistent clear detail. There is a small flaw at the horse's neck, and 
there is a minor dig on the shield. Overall a very attractive coin, good 
for type or the variety. 





355. 1786 NEW JERSEY M.32-T (R-1) F18 140.0 gns. Another 
relatively choice coin that falls just shy of VF. Smooth highly reflective 
light chocolate brown surfaces. Two light scratchs run from the base of 
the horse to either side of N. A subtle straight clip is at 10:00 obverse. 
Die is failing to right of horse causing weakness in that area. 


356. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.32-T (R-1) EF40 138.5 gns. 
Impressive detail for this variety but on problem surfaces. Golden olive 
rather bronze like toning, the obverse with light pebbly porosity 
punctuated by scattered small to moderate striae toned black. The reverse 
has significantly more striae, particularly in the shield area along with 
the porosity that deepens somewhat around NUM of the reverse legend. 
The obverse rim bruised at 5:00 and 5:30, the reverse rim at 5:30 and 
6:00. Obverse off center to left but legends fully on the flan. 








3917: 1787 NEW JERSEY M.32-T (R-1) COUNTERSTAMPED 
FI5 138.2 gns. Grading is difficult, due to the undertype, with some 
remaining detail possibly stronger while some areas now are nearly 
blank. However the appeal of this coin lies in the counterstamp, a large 
and bold block letter S M within a serrated recessed rectangle. It lies 
on the obverse upside down below the neck of the horse. Though there 
is some verdigris around its edges, the counter stamp itself is crisp The 
coin itself is a pleasing medium brown and relatively smooth, however 
there is also some graffiti below CAESAREA.

A 
mediocre coin but with great accessories. Medium brown, the obverse 
pitted, the reverse with heavy porosity and verdigris around parts of the 
legends. This coin came complete with the following: A cited pedigree 
back to "Ex ANA 1952: Downing: 751." Its original envelope written 
by Breen, and an old Boyd ticket calling this coin Rare with a price of

360. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.34-J (R-2) VF25 131.0 gns. Deep 
golden brown fields with raised areas a contrasting brighter gold. Both 
sides have very even, fine granularity. There's a small flaw in the obverse 
field at the right base of the horse. From an early obverse die state, 
with no obvious undertype though there is a hint of another legend 
letter in the reverse field after and above E. 





361. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.37-Y (R-4) F15 145.7 gns. A"Goiter" 
variety. An important coin though one might not guess by looking at it 
(please refer to the discussion contained in the description of the Scott 
Barnes coin). An olive grey in toning, both sides matte like with 
moderate porosity. Late die states with cuds on obverse below plow 
beam (along with the afore mentioned "Goiter" on the horse's neck) 
and shield failing at bottom on reverse. Free of nicks, scratchs, bruises 
and the like. On obverse C in legend quite faint, date and remainder of 
legends strong, faint inner detail on mane visible. The reverse on this 
variety always strikes up weaker than the obverse, frequently it is 
cataloged with a split grade. Full legends though E is quite faint. Shield 
fully outlined with most of horizontal and almost all of vertical lines 


complete though not necessarily strong.

362. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.37-f (Low R-4) VF25 154.5 gns. A 
"Goiter" Variety. Another variety that is quite difficult to find choice or 
in upper grades. This coin is well above average, though still not choice. 
Dark chocolate brown with most high points tan. The planchet is smooth 
in parts, granular in others, but neither very smooth where smooth nor 
very granular where granular. There are a few small pit like flaws on 
the obverse. Two are in the field below NOVA and to the left of the 
horse, the others are insignificant. The shield shows typical roughness 
and the expected breaks, while retaining far more detail than usual. 
This example shows weakness in the same areas as the Griffee specimen 
(previously in Frontenac). REA of the obverse legend softens, though 
unlike Griffee it remains clear, and the the M of UNUM is lost with the 
second U quite weak.

"Goiter" variety. A pleasing mix of tan and reddish brown, the obverse 
has scattered striae and stray scattered marks but is reflective. The 
reverse 1s a bit rougher with some verdigris within pores in the shield. 





364. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.38-Y (R-4) VF20 144.5 gns. A Small 
Head Type. Light brown interspersed with thin black wood grain 
streaking. The surfaces have scattered micro striae but otherwise are 
quite smooth and reflective. There is a thin old reverse scratch at the 
bottom of the shield. All small head varieties are difficult to find in 
upper grades. Of all the M.38 and M.39 pairings, it appears only M.39- 
a has a condition census that does not drop below EF. Even then, EF 40 
examples are scarce. This coin is quite respectable either for the type 
or variety. 


365. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.38-Y (R-4) Fl2 150.2 gns. Small 
Head. Magnificant deep honey brown toning strongly boosts the appeal 
of this coin. Further heightened by ample gloss for this grade. The 
upper part of CAESAREA is weak from having been struck near the 
edge of a rounded planchet. Surfaces are basically smooth with a few 
pits on the obverse with a trace of verdigris within one or two.

Shallow 
relief dies for this variety frequently lead to uneven strikes.

1787 NEW JERSEY M.39-a (R-2) VF35 155.2 gns. Light 
brown and glossy. There are scattered trace natural fissures in the outer 
veneer of both sides, a micro flaking of sorts, but the basic surfaces are 
hard, with no hint of porosity and absolutely no problems. The date is 
typically weak, despite a generally bold strike, with the first digit of the 
date very faint. This is a lovely example of the Small Head Type.

The 
obverse is, relatively speaking, lovely for this rare variety; smooth and 
semi glossy, the toning a warm chocolate brown with a hint of mahogany. 
The obverse strike is also even, with the central weakness being aresult 
of die failure. Both the toning and strike on the reverse are uneven. 
Mostly it is relatively well struck with toning similar to the obverse. 
However BUS U is virtually blank and there is significant weakness in 
the upper shield. The toning behind all of the reverse legend (which 
shows as brown) is closer to black as is perhaps the roughly top fourth 
of the reverse, covering the weakest areas of strike. The surface on the 
reverse is generally smooth and reflective with a light toned scrape 
running vertically down from the rim at 11:00 to just below the horizontal 
stripes, an even fainter light scrape is in the right field below NUM. 
This example holds its own or better with most others of this variety 
offered in several years, major exceptions being the Norweb and the 
primary Taylor (ex-Maris then thought to be the finest known) coins, 
the second Henry Garrett coin, a triple struck VF25 - lot 1377 B & M 3/ 
92, and the following lot, a pleasing borderline VF. Lot 1376 in that 
Sale was another example graded "Technically VF35" but far weaker 
in appearance than the coin offered here. The finest currently known is 
a VF30 is a significant Western States collection. Another VF is reported 
in a Mid Atlantic States collection. Among other notable examples are 
the 1/80 Garrett Sale coin graded VF with obverse gashes, obverse 
detail roughly comparable to this coin but with a fuller reverse, and the 
Stack's Hessberg coin called "VF, reverse closer to F" struck significantly 
off center. The Condition Census on the M.42-c was modified 
significantly by the third NJ Symposium from the second with the addition 
into the data base of several VF's residing in William Anton's collection 
so that the top 6 coins no longer dip below VF, and its rarity rating was 
dropped. For a comparison with a coin that was then thought to be low 
condition census see B & M's 11/91 Frontenac Sale lot 171, called F12 
to F15. Our 10/95 C4/Griffee Sale contained the second (Fine) Taylor 
specimen as well as a reappearance of the Henry Garrett lot 1376 coin. 





Bua 1787 NEW JERSEY M.42-c (R-5) F12 144.3 gns. Nice 
chocolate brown color and evenly struck but with significant porosity, 
more so on the reverse, that leaves this coin with the look of a VG. 
Legends complete, though cramped on the obverse due to centering, 
and though well struck they are softened in places by the porosity. 
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376. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.43-Y (High R-4) VF20 149.3 gns. 
Light brown with some deepening in the fields. Surfaces relatively 
smooth and semi glossy except the obverse has numerous now fully 
toned hairlines, with a few others on the reverse shield. An example 
that is unusual for the eveness of its strike. The date, all legends and 
devices, are clear, and the shield consistently shows more detail than 
the Barnes coin. 





37. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.43-Y (High R-4) F12 146.3 gns. Light 
chocolate, somewhat olive brown. No damage nor marks worth noting 
but the surfaces have microscopic porosity fairly evenly distributed 
across them. They remain reflective and the light color helps to minimize 
the effect. Legends date and designs all remain clear, or at least as clear 
as this variety is noted for given the grade, with typical peripheral 
weakness. Though not a Condition Census coin it is still well above 
average. The 3rd NJ Symposium's listed census for this variety contains 
only 2 above basic VF. Upgrading M.43-Y's can be a hair splitting 
affair, as is exhibited by the choices represented in the present offering. 
Consult our 10/95 Auction of the Griffee Collection, lot 71, for an 
example somewhat comparable in technical grade (though with better 
surfaces) considered a candidate for low end Condition Census.

A lovely 
coin with one major problem and a few small ones. It has hard chocolate 
brown surfaces with a faint wood grain effect. The obverse is impressive 
with crisp detail and a bold date. Every strand of the horse main is 
distinct. There are three small digs in the field below the horse's snout, 
and a small light scratch near the mane below the N. A small natural 
flaw is at 1:00 of the rim. The reverse would be just as attractive were 
it not for the large vertical gash to the left of the shield. 


a7; 1787 NEW JERSEY M.43-d (R-1) VF20 150.6 gns. Nice 
detail but portions of the planchet are rough. Medium brown with most 
high points more golden. The obverse left has some darker mottling 
and becomes granular. The reverse is more even but somewhat matte 
like, with specks of old verdigris around NUM. 
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380. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.43-d (R-1) ENGRAVED VF25 128.2 
gns. The dreverse, most likely from a M.43-d, but with an entirely re 
engraved obverse. No trace of a New Jersey obverse remains. Instead 
there is a deeply etched grid with arrows at the top and possibly chain 
linked at the bottom. All is set in a circle surrounded by the words THE 
SUPREME COURT SEAL, which is cut in inverted letters. This would 
allow it to be used as a stamp with the resulting ink impression fully 
legible, However there is no apparent staining currently on the planchet. 
At this point, whatever the purpose of this piece was is an enigma. 
Both sides have nice chocolate toning. The reverse has a number of 
nicks on the shield, and otherwise is quite attractive.

Later 
lot 1614 in the B&M Saccone Sale, 11/89/the Rescigno Collection. 


383. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.44-d (Low R-4) F15 153.0 gns. Struck 
on an uneven planchet giving the appearance in the consignors eyes of 
a double struck coin, though it seems not to be to this cataloger. The 
obverse has a series of odd trough like depressions at the left and one 
on the reverse at the upper left shield. Coin detail is undisturbed within 
them so likely they are pre strike in origin. Light olive brown, relatively 
(otherwise) smooth and glossy. From the center right with the detail of 
VF. Virtually dateless with a rim bruise at 5:30.

385. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.46-e (R-1) AUS3 150.2 gns. Highly 
glossy mid olive brown with faint wood grain streaking of a lighter 
shade. Very boldly struck, the lines on the horse's mane are each finely 
etched. On this the obverse surface of the planchet itself seems mildly 
rough, keeping us from proclaiming the surfaces hard, although the 
gloss is absolutely unbroken indicating that nothing has disturbed it 
since minting. Usual obverse clashing with shield lines readily apparent, 
the bulge at the date is just beginning to form and does not yet obscure 
the first digit. The reverse has a fully toned pin scratch below UNU of 
the legend. If anything this coin is conservatively graded. The slight 
weakness at the upper center shield is due to a natural depression in the 
planchet, not wear.

This 
coin shows intriguing damage, with a strong inverted impression of a 
U.S. Large Cent hammered into each side. The host coin was fairly 
attractive, being light brown and once smooth. 


Light 
brown and smooth with scattered light striae, mostly on the reverse. 
Typical clashed obverse and late state. 





390. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.48-f (R-3) VF20 161.7 gns. Golden 
tan, the reverse showing a faint sheen of other colors. Essentially smooth 
with thin shallow striations lightly scattered. Struck low on the obverse 
so that the bottom of the date is faint. Not a Condition Census coin but 
stronger than most, the C.C. seems to include some strong VF's in it. 


391. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.48-f (R-3) F12 130.7gns. Two tone 
mid and light olive brown. The obverse with moderate gritty porosity 
evenly distributed across it, the reverse similar but a bit heavier in places. 
Roughness on shield due to typical die state. Legends and all designs 
full and clear, date quite weak. Not matte like, so the porosity 1s 
somewhat compensated for. No marks of any consequence. 
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392. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.48-g (R-1) VF20 146.1 gns. Light 
chocolate brown and nicely reflective, free of marks, porosity or damage.

A very respectable grade for a M.52-i, the last published 
Condition Census had three EF's among the top 6 coins. This coin 
comes from the Hessberg Collection lot 1316 Stack's 6/91. That sale is 
famous for its amazing run of Connecticut coppers but it also had some 
nice type coins, a good selection of Vermonts, and 46 lots of NJ coppers 
many of them choice.

Light chocolate 
brown with smooth, virtually hard, glossy surfaces. These contemporary 
counterfeits most often are found unevenly struck, as is the case here, 
with weakness at the obverse rim from 17 of the date to N, and PLU of 
the reverse legend gone. The latter is partially a result of that side 
being struck a bit off center high and to the left. The Serpent Head, 
delightfully, is razor sharp, and most of this coin is well struck. One

Strong 
central detail and full legends though a few letters are weak. Olive 
brown, some raised portions lighter. Mostly matte like from fine 
porosity. 





407. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.54-k (R-3) VG8 97.0 gns. Serpent 
Head variety. Dark brown with lighter highlights. Porous, dull planchet 
with light scratches to immediate upper and lower right of shield. Weak 
lettering on obverse. Reverse legend fades in and out. Popular collectors’ 
variety. 





408. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.55-1] (R-5) VG8 148.1 gns. The 
PLURIRUS Type. Mostly tan and smooth surfaces with vertical scratch 
to the left of the horse and another near the last A of CAESAREA.

An 
example of the PLURIBUS over PLURIBS variety. Just south of a full 
VF, the reverse probably warranting that grade. Medium to light 
chocolate brown with a faint contrasting of tones. Generally smooth 
and reflective surfaces, the reverse has light pre strike pitting in a few 
small patches. 
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410. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.55-m (R-4) FI5 143.3 gns. An 
example of the PLURIBUS over PLURIBS variety. Smooth and 
reflective two tone chocolate brown with just faint granularity and no 
porosity, flaws, or significant marks to contend with. There are, however, 
two small obverse rim bruises at 2:00 and 3:30 and a tiny one at 6:00. 
The reverse, with a bold U over S, is particularly attractive with the 
contrasting toning lending a dramatic touch.

The obverse has 
details of a Connecticut reverse below it, specifically portions of Liberty's 
shoulder and branch arm coming fro the base of the horse. But it also 
has at the rim from 12:00 to 3:00 large portions of an incurse AUCTORI, 
possibly from a brockage.

Smooth and semi glossy dark golden brown 
with some lighter wood grain streaking. ERMON clearly visible at the 
top of the obverse. Lot 1632 from B&M’s 11/89 Saccone Sale of Henry 
Rescigno’s Collection. Lot ticket not included. 


416. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.56-n (R-1) F12 154.0 gns. Heavy 
for a Camel Head, which explains why there is no apparent undertype 
of a light weight copper issue. The obverse is decent, medium olive 
brown and reflective despite fine granularity. The reverse though is 
simply porous.

Large 
Planchet. A coin with an appeal slightly more compelling than this 
description might convey. This was lot 790 from Pine Tree's 5/96 John 
Carter Brown Sale where Breen noted "Rare early state", with no central 
bulging and no break at the upper left corner of the shield. Deep golden 
olive fields that are slightly matte like, contrast perfectly with bright 
golden devices. Each side is well framed within a full circle of dentils. 
Both sides have a few toned hairline scratchs, none of which are 
distracting. A deeper reverse scratch, from the rim at 9:00 below the P 
to the edge of the shield, is fully toned and easily forgotten. The Pine 
Tree envelope is included with this lot. 
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423. 1787 NEW JERSEY M.63-r (Low R-5) F15 126.2 gns. 
Another Large Planchet Variety, but on a smaller than average planchet, 
about 27mm's at its narrowest point. Medium and light golden olive 
and essentially smooth though there is a thin film of microscopic porosity 
on the obverse, and to a lesser extent on the reverse.

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433. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.67-v (R-1) F18 156.3 gns. Somewhat 
mottled dark and medium chocolate brown, generally smooth with 
patches of microscopic porosity. The reverse is flawed at 1:00 on the 
rim.

Chestnut 
brown, a little darker around the rims. Smoother and more reflective 
than most, at least at the centers. Rougher at the obverse rim from 9:00 
to 1:00, with traces of verdigris. The reverse is rough at 6:00, with 
some verdigris confined to that area. Earlier obverse die state than the 
Barnes coin, with less central swelling.

436. 1788 NEW JERSEY M.75-bb (R-4) F15 150.2 gns. A 
Running Fox Type. The reverse is close to a full VF with a full sharp 
fox. Dark olive brown, both sides with fine porosity. There are faint 
hairlines across the horse and the reverse has a couple of toned light 
scratchs on the shield. Though not choice, this is at the very least a 
representative example for the variety and for the type. Running Fox 
New Jersey's are quite elusive in upper grades, even more so when

Weakness in legends, particularly on obverse but centers 
stronger, particularly on reverse. Light brown, reverse smooth and highly 
reflective as is the obverse but for numerous small flaws mostly near 
edges. A nice group of common varieties for a beginning or budget 
collector. 


439, ANOTHER NEW JERSEY TRIO: 1786 M.14-J (R-1) VF20 
137.5 gns. Solid detail on an olive brown planchet but both sides 
microscopically porous, significantly so in places. WITH 1786 M.23- 
P(R-2) VF20 136.0 gns. Not unattractive mixed brown toning but on a 
rough planchet, a combination of porosity and roller striations. Obverse 
rim cud at 3:30. Date, typically weak, here mere fragments. WITH 
1787 M.39-a(R-2) F15 154.4 gns. Rather reflective light brown planchet 
with moderate pitting, more so on the reverse. Color and flash help it 
retain some appeal. A good study group for someone new to the series, 
combining decent detail with variety and just enough problems to keep 
this group readily affordable. 





440. LINCOLN POLITICAL DIE TRIAL OVER A NJ COPPER 
137.9 gens. Only fragments of an undertype are visible on this unusual 
piece which is now a highly bowled copper with a crisp Bust Right of 
Lincoln struck at the flat bottom, with the sides rising significantly up, 
literally like a bowl. At the flat base of the bow] the surface is smooth, 
elsewhere it is extremely rough. A shadow of mellowing mint red 
surrounds Lincoln., and there is a border of tiny rectangular beading at 
the circumference of the flat bottom area. If we knew more to say 
about this piece, we would. Others undoubtedly can, and this may be a 


real prize for a knowledgeable collector.

44]. 1785 VERMONT RYDER 2 LANDSCAPE - VERMONTS 
F18 115.4 gns. A remarkably flawless, round and smooth planchet for 
a Vermont Landscape, further enhanced by a perfectly centered, well 
balanced strike. As a result the complete date and every letter of the 
legends, both fore and aft, are full and clear, as are the entire design 
features. From an early obverse die state before the break rises through 
and obscures most of the plow. This coin perhaps lacks that edge of 
crispness expected of a full Very Fine but it displays a consistent clarity 
of strike lacking on the vast majority of technically stronger coins. In 
addition to being smooth and flawless the surfaces are free of marks 
and a pleasing light olive brown color, brighter in some recessed areas. 
The VERMONTS Landscapes are harder to obtain than the 
VERMONTENSIUM type, but easier than the VERMONTIS type. 
Though none of the types are truly rare all are at least moderately scarce 
and highly in demand for their distinctive and charming appearance, so 
unlike (in their obverse) any other coin in the Colonial series. To repeat 
comments we made for our 10/95 C4 Sale offering: There is no widely 
accepted updated rarity ratings used for Vermont coppers. The last 
major published study on the series was written by Ken Bresett and 
included as chapter 11 in the 1976 A.N.S. book Studies on Money in 
Early America edited by Eric Newman. While that study is excellent 
and still highly relevant the rarity and condition census information 
contained in it is now outdated. Several varieties, such as the Baby 
Head (Ryder 9), are now realized to be far more common than cited 
and condition census standards for numerous varieties have tightened 
as well. Some revisions in Vermont rarity ratings were contained in 
Revised Rarity Ratings for Colonial Coinage issued by Rosa Americana 
in the late 1980's, and more recently comments pertaining to scarcity 
have been included with lot descriptions on some Vermont coins 
cataloged by Michael Hodder for auctions. These are not presented as 
ratings however, but as comparative numbers of coins viewed within a 
larger data base. More than one student of the series is currently 
involved in research with the intent to publish and hopefully within the 
next year or two more information will come to light. 





442. 1785 VERMONT R.2 LANDSCAPE- VERMONTS F12 
120.3 gns. An excellent specimen for portraying the late obverse die 
state with the strike boldest at that area, sharply showing the crack rising 
up through the plow. Dark olive brown, fairly smooth except where 
flawed at 11:00 at the rim to above the trees with additional striations 
running from below the sun to the rim at 4:00. The reverse has some 
pitting and a striation near the rim at the point where QUARTA should 
end continuing into the space that would be occupied by DECIMA. 


443. 1785 VERMONT R.2 LANDSCAPE - VERMONTS VG8 
120.6 gns. Medium and light chocolate brown, both sides with heavy 
but even microscopic porosity that leaves most detail clear for the grade. 
Early obverse die state with no bulge at plow. All but LICA and 85 of 
the date are clear. Reverse lacking STELLA, all else clear. 





444. 1785 VERMONT R.4 LANDSCAPE - VERMONTIS VF20 
106.5 gns. Full clear date and legends both obverse and reverse. Mostly 
light olive brown, almost tan, with deepening in some recessed areas. 
The obverse has even light to moderate porosity, the reverse is smooth 
with just scattered light porosity. An odd oblong “flaw depression” 
runs vertically through the face of the sun to the base of the mountains. 
It is quite smooth inside and the wear pattern on the reverse is in no 
way effected, establishing that it is not post strike in origin. A similar 
depression on a VT R.4 can be found on a Richard Picker coin auctioned 
in Stack’s 5/91 Sale. On this about 10 nicks were cut partially into the 
rim as viewed from the obverse, less when viewed from the reverse - 
possibly from some mounting? The VERMONTIS legend is by far the 
rarest of the major types. It is unusual to find one so fully and evenly 
struck. Often collectors must settle for partial legends and less central 
detail. 


445. 1786 VERMONT R.6 LANDSCAPE - VERMONTENSIUM 
PCGS VF20. Mid golden brown,,the reverse brighter gold at a couple 
of spots. The surfaces are lightly granular with only one obverse flaw, 
down from the rim through M. The reverse however has several flaws, 
mostly at the end of STELLA and the start of QUARTA, with a smaller 
flake below the eye. Nice detail with some legends lost due to off 
centering. Bottom third of date is off the flan, as is most of VER and 
the topof MON. The reverse is missing only the tops of a few letters in 
DECIMA STELLA. This coin is appealing for the strength of its sun 
over mountains and plow motif. 





446. 1786 VERMONT R.7 LANDSCAPE - VERMONTENSIUM 
VF35 128.0 gns.. Milk chocolate brown planchet. Many strong features 
on this piece. Planchet is a delight. No planchet flaws as typically 
seen. Sharp, distinct definition of sun over mountain design. Full trees 
and sun. Complete plow and date. VERMONT of VERMONTENSIUM 
extremely weak. Rest of obverse legend strong. Low reverse relief. 
Upper left quadrant on reverse very weak. Remaining design, including 
central eye, is pleasant. Some dark encrustation on reverse. Very 
collectable and popular Vermont type.

447. 1786 VERMONT R.7 LANDSCAPE - VERMONTENSIUM 
EF40 100.1 gns. A truly lovely coin of a quality very rarely encountered 
for this type. A light even chocolate brown, both obverse and reverse, 
with flawless glossy surfaces that can honestly be called hard, at least 
for a Vermont Landscape. The obverse is perfectly centered within a 
full ring of dentils, something almost never seen, and while obverse 
bulging is evident the state is early enough to allow almost the entire 


base and handles of the plow to still be visible. There is a small bit of 


pre strike roughness in the area above the plow and below the hills, but 
nary a nick, and the date and legends are bold. The reverse is slightly 
off center with the top of A in DECIMA against the edge, with a touch 
of pre strike roughness in the area just below there and weakness on 
one ray. Otherwise the detail is strong and the surface choice. By way 


of comparison, in strike surface and color this example is clearly superior 
to the Elliasberg coin, and would fit nicely into the finest of collections. 
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448. 1786 VERMONT R.7 LANDSCAPE - VERMONTENSIUM 
VF30 . A coin with appeal and a problem. Light brown, virtually 
flawless and perfectly centered, with sharp full legends and date. From 
the far scarcer early obverse die state, without the central bulging. Asa 
result the plow is also sharp and full. The problem is light but fairly 
extensive pitting on both sides, becoming heavy by and after STELLA 
on the reverse. Pitting results in some loss of clarity at VERM and the 
end of STELLA. 





449. 1786 VERMONT R.9 VF20 118.1 gns. The "Baby Head" 
Type. A high grade example of this weakly struck issue, with 
significantly less flaws than typically seen, particularly at the centers. 
Both sides mottled brown and grey in toning. Some porosity in places 
plus scattered micro striae but the only significant flaws are two moderate 
ones by the obverse rim at 8:00. Most of AUCTORI and all of VERMON 
is complete though the R in the latter is weak. The reverse is rotated 45 
degrees and is struck slightly low but the top two thirds of the date is 
still on the flan and crisp as are all of the reverse legends. 





450. 1786 VERMONT R.9 F12 118.8 gns. Asecond "Baby Head", 
this one with a strong and virtually full date, rather unusual for the 
issue. Olive brown and not terribly marred by flaws, the "Baby Head" 
is for the greater part free, with one at his jaw and another at the back of 
his head. While it is rare to find this variety with surfaces that could 
honestly be called smooth, these are mostly even and reflective, certainly 
above average. RMON and ET of legends weak or missing, all else 
clear. 


451. 1786 VERMONT R.10 F12 106.5 gns. A Draped Bust Left 
type. Rather warm, almost chocolate, olive brown. Full legends on 
both sides, the obverse perfectly centered, the reverse struck low so 
that the bottom third of the date is off the flan. Both sides show even 
microscopic porosity, mild enough that the coin remains reflective. For 
a variety notorious for being struck on wretched planchet stock this 
coin is virtually free of flaws with just one on the obverse forehead. 
The reverse has an old dig by Seated Liberty's knee and some faint old 
central scratchs. Overall this is a more than acceptable example of a 
major type that essentially does not come choice in upper grades, 
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452. 1786 VERMONT R.10 VF20 117.0 gns. Draped Bust Left. 
Here is a stronger example, in fact it is quite difficult to find R. 10's that 
are technically higher in grade, but on a typically flawed planchet. 
Medium olive brown but very rough, with ruddish toning within some 
of the larger flaws. Full legends and date, sharp where not disturbed by 
flaws. Notable collections have contained comparable coins, Norweb 
is a good example. Some collectors choose to having two examples, 
one for sharpness and a lower grade coin that sacrifices detail for 
somewhat smoother surfaces. 





453. 1787 VERMONT R.12 VF25 138.0 gns. The first of the 
Mailed Bust Right varieties as are all that follow. An exceptional 
example with problem free and glossy light brown surfaces. Struck 
over a 1785 Nova Constellatio as are most Ryder 12's. From a late 
obverse die state with the second crack already formed from the rim 
through M of VERMON to the top of the head, about as Cole 1167 
(B&M 1/86). The undertype is bold at both centers; on the obverse the 
all seeing eye clearly breaks through at the cheek while parts of the 
script U.S. diagonally cross Liberty at her waist and part of the wreath 
crosses at her neck. A more specific attribution of the undertype is 
difficult as very little of the legends show through (parts of the B and R 
of LIBERTAS are visible flanking Liberty's head). A coin that is hard 
to improve on, certainly choice, with excellent overall appeal that is 
well worth a premium. 


455. 1787 VERMONT R.14 VF25 114.3 gns. Olive green and 
brown surfaces that are semi glossy and basically smooth. The obverse 
Bust struck up softly as tends to be the case with this Mailed Bust Right 
variety while the reverse is stronger. Nice crisp legends and date and 
full crosses on the shield. 


DOUBLE STRUCK VERMONT R. 14 


456. 1787 VERMONT R.14 DOUBLE STRUCK VF20 85.8 gns. 
Dramatically double struck on an unusual planchet that is underweight, 
yet 3 mm wider at its widest point than the preceding example. Hence 
it is extremely thin, and also significantly broader than it is high. There 
are points visible on both sides where excess planchet extends slightly 
beyond the ring of dentils of both strikes. Detail is erratic as a result of 
the double strike and the grade assigned is a technical one. While parts 
of the obverse are crisp virtually nothing of the reverse is discernible 
other than two INDEs and small portions of both ET LIBs. Both sides 
are granular and matte like. Toning is dark brown and grey with a small 
area that is orange brown on the reverse near the far left INDE. The 
reverse is also generally rougher, with a scuffed and corroded appearance 
in places. The consignor's envelope notes that this is the first complete 
double strike known of this variety 








454. 1787 VERMONT R.13 EF40 111.9 gns. The BRITANNIA 
Reverse Type. Dark olive brown, each side lightly granular. There is a 
vertical pin scratch at the center of the obverse and a small clip at 5:30. 
What is exceptional about this coin is the reverse, where a fair amount 
of detail can actually be made out. Ms Brittania's staff actually rests on 
the exergue line above the date of which there are even hints. Most of 
ANNIA is clear enough to read with traces of other letters and details 
are apparent on the olive branch. Among the earliest reverse die state 
this cataloger remembers seeing on this issue. 
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457. 1787 VERMONT R.14 VF20 113.8 gns. Grade based strictly 
on wear as it is heavily flawed with the appeal of a weaker coin, but 
there is a possible twist. While most issues of this variety show no sign 
of an undertype this one has some indication of a Nova Constellatio 
host planchet. On the reverse of this coin where the legend should read 
ET LIB it instead appears to read ET LIA. The latter three letters form 
the end of the word JUSTITIA, used in the Nova Constellatio legends. 
As the reverse of this coin is porous and heavily flawed ,it might be 
argued that deterioration of the surface caused the apparent change in 
the legend rather than it being left over from an undertype. Personal 
examination on that point is recommended. Significant flaws on this 
coin are confined to the reverse. Though the obverse is still porous it is 
light brown and reflective. 
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458. 1788 VERMONT R.16 F12 96.1 gns. Nice light golden brown 
color with no marks to speak of but moderately porous on both sides. 
Full legends and date. 


459. 1788 VERMONT R.17 VF30 116.4 gns. Unusually strong 
for a variety that always comes with weak centers. Golden olive brown 
and semi glossy with surfaces that appear quite smooth despite very 
faint granularity on both sides. This coin is naturally rough at the reverse 
center where the strike did not wholly take, but many details are crisp 
including the shield, date, branch arm, and some facial details. There is 
a dig on the obverse below T and damage at the rim above U that rather 
convincingly mimics a flaw. Instead it is evidence of something having 
once struck this coin at its very edge causing a small obtrusion on the 
rim. Though obviously a shame it is a small one as this coin remains 
far above average, among the nicest examples of this scarce variety to 
be offered in years. Although the rarity for Ryder 17 has been published 
as high as rarity 6 in the Oechsner Sale, Bressett estimated it as R-5 in 
1976 and that was the rating assigned it for the Taylor Sale. Likely 
today it would qualify as a Low R-5 but these are all rough estimates 
(see our comments on VT rarity ratings above). The variety was lacking 
in Roper, Garrett, and Cole; probably due more to the unavailability of 
nice specimens than to absolute rarity. This coin easily surpasses the 
example that we offered at last years C4 convention Sale as lot 405. An 
important opportunity for a Vermont variety collector. 





460. 1788 VERMONT R.19 VG10 105.0 gns. One of the scarcer 
varieties of those generally obtainable (the Vermont copper series has a 
number of extremely rare varieties). Light chocolate brown, each side 
with significant porosity that fortunately is not very deep, allowing this 
coin to retain clear full legends, date, and design details along with a 
modicrum of appeal. 





461. 1788 VERMONT R.20 VF35 118.7 gns. A very strong 
example of a somewhat scarcer variety, equal in detail to that displayed 
by lot 407 in our 10/95 C4 convention offering. (Please consult that lot 
description for an extended discussion on the grading of VT R.20's, 
complete with specific references to other high end specimens - and the 
lack thereof - and auction records). Suffice it for now to say the detail 
on the present piece is somewhat uncommon. A golden tobacco brown, 
in some ways similar to the look of heavily toned brass, possibly the 
planchet has a high brass content. Both sides have even light to moderate 
porosity, mild enough to ignore but present enough to be aware of. 
There are a couple of old toned scratchs in the obverse right field and 
the flan is cracked on the reverse between I and N of INDE to Liberty's 
knee. This coin remains pleasing and would fit well with a collector 
who chooses strong coins with decent surfaces while avoiding the 
premium that comes with "Choice". 


462. 1788 VERMONT R.20 PCGS VF20. Deep tobacco brown 
surfaces, raised portions lighter. Nicely centered and struck, technically 
at least the assigned grade if not better. Both sides are granular but 
reflective, and there are no other problems. 


463. 1788 VERMONT R.23 EF40 105.1 gns. A choice mid olive 
brown coin that is problem free, with surfaces which despite trace 
granularity appear quite smooth. Some natural (as opposed to post strike 
surface deterioration) roughness at the central high point of each side, 
as is frequently encountered. Reverse die beginning to fail at center, 
with the die crack descending from the rim at 12:00. Although several 
outstanding specimens of R.23 are known, specifically the Garrett, 
Taylor, and Norweb coins, this variety is rare in grades above VF. This 


example compares well with the Cole, Oechsner, and Frontenac coins 


and should be considered a candidate for inclusion in the yet to be 


determined condition census for Vermont coppers. 
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464. 1788 VERMONT R.24 VF30 104.4 gns. The obverse is a 
deep golden olive with some lighter golden high points, seeming smooth 
with just faint granularity. Fairly late obverse die state with the horn 
fully formed as is the break from the rim at 12:00. Reverse toning 
somewhat mottled, being predominantly deep golden olive with lighter 
golden highlights and more mahogany brown in places. While there is 
scattered light porosity the surface here too is essentially smooth, with 
one toned scratch from the rim at 11:00 to the shoulder of Seated Liberty. 
This coin displays detail comparable if not stronger than the two VF30 
Cole coins then (1986) called Condition Census (an elusive concept for 
Vermonts as commented on earlier). With the exception of Cole #1178 
being reoffered in B&M's Matlock Sale in 3/91, and B&M's Frontenac 
#1105 of 11/91 (also reappearing in Stack's 3/94 Sale), one is hard 
pressed since Norweb (10/88) to find one offered comparable or nicer 
than this. 





465. 1788 VERMONT R.27 VF35 135.0 gns. Dark golden brown 
surfaces. Choice planchet, no natural flaws, fully round. Well centered 
and well struck. Evern wear throughout with no damage or distracting 
marks. Lower portion of 788 in date weak. Planchet cutter lip on reverse 
rim 3-6 and 8-10 o’clock. Wonderful example of a Vermont. 





466. 1788 VERMONT R.27 DOUBLE STRUCK F12 119.4 gns. 
Olive brown, both sides dull and porous but with full detail. An edge 
flaw at 7:00. The double strike effects the left legends. A double offset 
N of VERMON is easiest seen, with similar offset doubling of INDE 
ET, though the legends are weak at that point. Ex-B&M 9/95, lot ticket 
3103 included. 


467. 1788 VERMONT R.31 FI5 96.6 gns. GEORGIVS III REX 
Obverse. A major type in the Vermont series, and another one on which 
the obverse is always the stronger side, and upon which grading is 
typically based upon. Deep golden brown fields with contrasting tan 
high points. Both sides moderately granular. The obverse is appealing 
and somewhat reflective, with one thin striation in the center. Most of 
[INDE and part of ETLIB can be seen on the reverse, along with Seated 
Liberty. The reverse is generally darker and slightly rougher, and has a 
deep old scrape from Seated Liberty’s head to the rim at 3:00. 
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468. 1787 FUGIO NEWMAN I-B (R-6) FI5 134.1 gns. One of 
the Cross after Date Red Book types. Slightly weak central strike but 
about as nice as one can hope to find for this grade. Light chocolate 
brown, quite smooth and glossy. Well centered and essentially problem 
free. Heavy evidence of die clashing apparent on both sides. All cross 
after date type Fugios are all at least elusive with N.1-B the most common 
variety displaying that feature, while N.1-L is rarity 6 and both 1-Z and 
1-CC are rarity 7, the latter being the famous American Congress pattern.

470. 1787 FUGIO N.3-D (R-3) VF20 161.3 gns. Club Ray Type. 
Chocolate brown and generally smooth with only faint porosity present 
on the obverse. The reverse is similar but there are a few light pits 
around WE ARE ONE and a light and old diagonal scratch across two 
rings at the top. Still a pleasing example. 
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SUPERB CLUB RAY FUGIO N.3-D 


47] 1787 FUGIO N.3-D (R-3) AUSO 146.8 gns. Club Ray Type. 
This is certainly among the finer examples known, particularly in 
technical grade where this appears to rate high within the Condition 
Census (see our extensive comments regarding the Fugio C.C. under 
lot 455 of our 10/95 C4 Sale). Glossy light chestnut brown with hard 
surfaces other than where flawed. A narrow darker ring of toning is 
visible around part of the reverse rim. On the obverse there is a small 
flaw just outside the right base of the Sun Dial in the open field and a 
thin rough patch at the rim by the M of MIND. The almost satiny 
quality of the obverse surface allows for most of the spidery and ill 
defined die breaks around the rim to show up well. The reverse has a 
flaw within the third ring and a tiny one between the T and A of STATES. 
Die states appear slightly later than the Norweb coin (which McLaughlin 
called the finest known and which is conveniently plated with a blow 
up photo in B & M's 11/88 catalog, lot 3518). Weakness in the area 


below WE ARE ONE is caused by die failure. Absolutely no sign of 


any post striking marks or damage. 
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OUTSTANDING CLUB RAY FUGIO 


472. 1787 FUGIO N.3-D (R-3) EF40 154.4 gns. Club Ray Type. 
Consistent strong detail, with only BU of BUSINESS weak where it 
did not fully strike up. This coin is an even chocolate brown and smooth 
except for one patch on each side where there is granular and matt like 


orange staining. On the obverse it is right of the sun face and on the 


reverse it is at the bottom. Both sides show signs of clashing, more 
pronounced on the reverse, with faint doubling of the top few rings. 
Stull an attractive upper end example of this popular type. 
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473. 1787 FUGIO N.4-E (R-3) EF40 139.0 gns. A sharp example 
of a Club Ray Fugio that would be hard to improve on. Light golden 
brown and smooth and semi glossy save for small areas of micro 
striations on both sides. Either a clip or possibly an edge caused by the 
end of the planchet strip obscures the tip of a few sun rays from 11:00 
to 12:00. Generally crisp strike with all numerals and the sun face 
stronger than usual for a Club Ray variety . One of only two club ray 
varieties that are not extremely rare, the other being N.3-D, and of the 
two slightly scarcer and harder to find in this high a grade. The 
McLaughlin condition census lists at the top 6 N.4-E's in EF condition, 
and while that survey is incomplete it is indicative of the difficulty to 
be had upgrading from this coin. There are no known club ray Fugios 
of any variety in Mint State. 


474. 1787 FUGIO N.7-T (R-4) VG10 149.4 gns. Light chocolate 
brown. The surfaces, though free of significant porosity are flawed. 
On the obverse there are a number of short striations that resemble old 
cut like digs which a few in fact may be. They are arranged in various 
ways near the outer portions of the coin. Due to an uneven strike the 
last digit of the date is lacking. The reverse is consistently well struck 
up and smooth save for a fairly large flaw in the rings at 2:00. 


475. 1787 FUGIO N.8-X (R-1) AUS5 151.7 gns. Both sides boast 
even light to medium brown toning, the reverse is particularly attractive 
with die finishing lines clearly visible on the smooth glossy surfaces. 
The obverse is a dramatic example of the broken die state with the 
break descending from the dial's numerals to the rim obscuring much 
of the detail to the left of it. The obverse surface is almost as smooth as 
the reverse (there's isolated faint roughness near GIO and below the 
date) and both sides are perfectly centered and free of marks. 
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476. 1787 FUGIO N.9-P (R-4) VF30 142.9 gns. A lovely example. 
Smooth and semi glossy, free of porosity with only some faint micro 
striae that was present in the planchet at striking. Well struck with a 
bold sundial. A good addition for any Fugio collector lacking this variety. 


POSSIBLE FINEST KNOWN N.9-T 


477. 1787 FUGIO N.9-T (R-7) VF25 159.9 gns. A High Condition 
Census example. Smooth chocolate brown surfaces that are semi glossy. 
Weakly struck at the base of the obverse, with most of Business illegible 
and pre strike planchet apparent. A small clip is at 2:00 obverse. There 
is a Series of small cuts on the rim, more like nicks. About 5 are between 
11:00 and 4:00 with a few others elsewhere. All are minor and easily 
missed if viewed casually. McLaughlin's survey listed 4 specimens, 
with two Fines at the top end. Lot 59 from Stack's 12/94 Sale of the 
Hancock collection was a VF called "Possible Finest Known". At least 
2 other VF's are known is private collections. A rarity in the Fugio 
series, and among the finest known. 
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478. 1787 FUGIO N.11-B (R-4) AUSS 153.9 gns. A perfect type 
coin for those willing to forgo virginal mint state status. Even chocolate 
brown with hard semi glossy surfaces. Evenly struck, perfectly centered, 
and free from any damage. With the slightly scarcer UNITED at the 
left of and STATES at the right of circle reverse placement. Strong 
signs of clashing on both sides, particularly on the obverse where incurse 
rings are bold at the date region. Not an overly common variety, 
McLaughlin actually listed it as a rarity 6 but with 27 examples in his 
data base. Most others going back to Kesse have designated it rarity 4, 
though perhaps it could be considered in the high end of that designation. 
Current rarity ratings on Fugio Cents are decidedly imprecise. For 
further comments on this matter consult our notes for lot 455 of our 10/ 
95 Griffee/C4 Sale. 


479, 1787 FUGIO N.11-X (R-4) MS62 141.9 gns. A Bank of New 
York Hoard variety which, though common, is not nearly so as the N.13- 
X. Light brown, but more accurately the color is a playing out of the 
hues consistent with mellowing from mint red of which a fair amount 
remains in a subdued manner. The surfaces in large part are semi proof 
like, particularly the obverse except for at the bottom portion where a 
failing die weakens the strike. Extensive clashing is also evident. This 
specimen is an example of McLaughlin's 5th obverse die state (failure) 
found only on some of those coins paired with the X reverse. In fact 
this is a more extreme example than that cited in his photo plate specimen 
bank; lot 657 from Pine Tree's 10/75 Sale of the Elizabeth Morton 
Collection. The failure here obscures several numbers at the bottom of 
the dial extending through the base causing half of YOUR and most of 
BUSINESS to be illegible. The reverse has a similar but less extreme 
weakness at about 1:00. There is a small dark area of discoloration at 
the rim between 12:00 and 1:00. The reverse toning (and to a far lesser 
extent the obverse) has hints of blue rose and purple. It seems more 
likely that these are from some exposure to sulfur, perhaps from a paper 
envelope over a long period of time, than from any possible cleaning. 
Overall lovely with unusually hard surfaces where fully struck. 
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480. 1787 FUGIO N.12-M (R-4) VF35 159.6 gns. A strong coin 
but one on which the detail is muted in places by microscopic porosity 
which is heaviest on the reverse and along the obverse periphery. Toned 
an even dark brown. 


CONDITION CENSUS LEVEL N.12-S 
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1787 FUGIO N.12-S (R-6) VF35 164.1 gns. High Condition 
Census for this rare variety. Golden tan color, the obverse surface 
roughened slightly by micro striae, though the surface where not 
interrupted is nicely reflective. Free of significant flaws, there is a 
small planchet flake below the O of FUGIO, none on the reverse. The 
obverse is struck low so that the bottom of B and SS of BUSINESS is 


off of the flan. The reverse is smoother with far fewer striae. It is 
struck off center high and to the right, with several rings tight against 
the edge but complete. Both sides are free of any damage. McLaughlin's 
last published survey listed no known example above VF, however lot 
439 from our 10/95 C4 Sale had possibly the finest known example, an 
EF45. The Norweb coin was VF25 and called among the finest known. 
The Kessler coin sold in NASCA's 4/81 Kessler-Spangenberger Sale 
and was perhaps conservatively graded at FILS (ithad virtually complete 
numerals on the sundial). Stack's 11/94 Sale containing the Hancock 
collection had a wildly off center "Technical Fine". This coin was lot 
790 trom Bowers and Merena's 9/84 Arnold and Romisa Sale. That lot 
ticket is here included. 
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482. 1787 FUGIO N.12-U (R-5) VF20 160.3 gns. Light chocolate 
brown obverse with a light mist of fine porosity. The reverse is darker 
within most of the right rings and a bit rough. Both sides pertectly 
centered and evenly struck save for the bottom of the lower reverse 
rings. Reverse shows signs of clashing. 





483. 1787 FUGIO N.12-X (R-3) MS60 163.2 gns. Another hoard 
variety, light brown with some traces of mint red on the reverse. Glossy 
with a few small vertical striations on the obverse, weakly struck across 
the top of FUGIO. The reverse also has a few striations, most notably 
to the left of the central circle, along with a flaw at the rim at 11:30. 
There is also an area of discoloration at 2:00 within the third ring. Short 
of choice but still attractive, particularly the obverse. 





484. 1787 FUGIO N.12-X (R-3) EF40 148.6 gns. Attractive light 
chocolate brown surfaces with just a trace of a circular clip at 5:30 
obverse. Obverse die states late, much like the Norweb piece, with 
clash marks in the right field and die breaks by the sun. Reverse has an 
old hidden vertical scrape at the rings outer border at 9:00, otherwise a 
pleasing problem free example. 





485. 1787 FUGIO N.12-Z (R-6) F18 155.3 gns. A second superior 
example of this rare Raised Rim Reverse variety. A warm olive brown 
with tan highlights. Faintly granular in places but essentially smooth 
and glossy with no problems worth noting and good eye appeal. Struck 
medal turn, WE ARE ONE is weak as is usually the case with this 
reverse but the rims are well defined. Conservatively graded, this coin 
is right on the cusp of being a full VF and could well be in the Condition 
Census. A very difficult coin to improve on (assuming you missed the 
previous lot) of a rare variety and scarce major type. 
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EQUAL FINEST KNOWN N. 12-Z RAISED RIM REVERSE 


486. 1787 FUGIO N.12-Z (R-6) VF35 155.3 gns. The Raised Rim 
Reverse Type, found only on the Z reverse, most frequently paired with 
the 19 obverse (itself a rarity 5 variety). One of the finest known of this 
rarity, in fact we haven't traced one stronger. The obverse displays 
fairly even toning with a soft mottling of light chestnut and golden 
browns. The same tones predominate on the reverse with more mottling 
evident, showing signs perhaps of a prior cleaning with brighter areas 
on the high points of some rings and the central circle, and toning that 
darkens some at the very rim. The resultant look is by no means harsh, 
it fact it is somewhat pleasing. The obverse is the smoother side, only 
mildly granular and reflective. The reverse has some scattered porosity 
but nothing very serious. The largest patch is by the rings at 10:00. No 
scratchs or other damage. While the surfaces on this coin are by no 
means choice, they are still slightly above average for a circulated Fugio 
and do not take away from the overall impact gained from such strong 
detail on this rare variety. Struck medal turn, the WE of WE ARE ONE 
is faint, the rest strong. The raised rims are unusually clear for a feature 
that always strikes up weak. In his survey McLaughlin lists 3 VF's and 
none finer. The Norweb coin was a Fine with heavily hammered edges. 
Kessler had a Fine or so, Stack's 11/94 Sale had two specimens, both 
just short of VF20. Our C4 Sale last October had a VF20 example as 
lot 444 (the plate for lot 445, a second example, was in error and is of a 
N.12-X offered earlier in the sale. By the way the plated AU example 
in NASCA's 12/9/80 Sale was also a misattributed N.12-X). The 
envelope this came in notes "2 known in this grade” but we are uncertain 
what second coin is being referred to, 
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487. 1787 FUGIO N.13-R (R-5) AUSS5 135.8 gns. A slightly higher 
or lower grade could be argued for on this coin as no wear 1s visible but 
both sides show granularity. It is a dark, mostly grey, brown with some 
gloss remaining. WE ARE ONE shows the typical slight weakness 
generally found with this variety. Perhaps 2 or 3 examples of this variety 
have been identified above EF and it is decidedly rare in EF as well, 
with some of those coins having problems of their own. The finest 
pieces traced include the Norweb AU and the EF example in Stack's | 1/ 
30/94 Sale of the Hancock collection. In that sale the cataloger noted 
that the finest specimen reported was on Early American Numismatic's 
January 1991 Fixed Price List. By a comparison of this coin with the 
plated E.A.N. 1991 coin it appears that they are in fact the same 
specimen. If so the above estimate of upper end pieces might be liberal. 
In either case few examples of this variety can approach this coin in 
technical grade and it must be considered as a candidate for high end 
condition census. 


488. 1787 FUGIO N.13-X (R-1) MS62 BROWN 151.4 gns. 
Dramatically clipped, virtually an error coin. Light chocolate brown 
and glossy, with tinges of mint red. On the obverse red can be found 
within the date and the right rays of the sun. The reverse has red within 
some rings and parts of WE ARE ONE. Some light planchet flakes at 
the top of both sides, but in most areas the surfaces are hard with luster. 
The major clip is at the bottom of the obverse from 5:00 to 6:30, virtually 
cutting off BUSINESS. There is another much smaller clip at 3:00 
obverse. Despite the clips the coin is at full weight, indicating that the 
minters knew what they were doing, at least with this coin. As most 
collectors will value this less with the clip. it presents and affordable 
chance to purchase an otherwise Choice Unc. with some mint red. 





489. 1787 FUGIO N.15-Y (R-3) EF40 148.0 gns. The 8 Pointed 
Star on Reverse Label Type, the only variety with this feature. Honey 
brown and glossy, especially the reverse where the surfaces are hard. 
The obverse shows trace granularity in the surface, although still quite 
smooth. Significant circular clip from 4:00 to 5:30 obverse but only 
the bottom of the last S in BUSINESS is effected. The upper 8 pointed 
star is bold while most of the lower one can be made out (it is rare to see 
both stars fully struck up). 


490). 1787 FUGIO N.15-Y (R-3) VF20. The 8 Pointed Star on 
Reverse Type. A pleasing choclate brown and smooth coin that is evenly 
struck with legends and designs clear. Only the top star shows on the 
reverse as is typical. There is a void flaw at 7:00 on the reverse rim and 
a couple of light rim bruises at about 4:00 obverse.

491. 1787 FUGIO N.15-Y (R-3) VF20 151.7 gns. Another example 
of the 8 Pointed Star on Reverse Label Type. A pleasing chocolate 
brown example, basically smooth and reflective except at the left obverse 
where it appears slightly porous in the area near FUGIO where the 
strike did not fully take (FUGIO though weak is still clear). The reverse 
at the rim has similar light roughness at the same area. Good overall 
eye appeal and a strong upper 8 pointed star and a partial lower one 


N.16-N “FAT BOY” FUGIO 182.3gns 
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492. 1787 FUGIO N.16-N (R-4) VF20 182.3 gns. Evenly toned 
and struck chocolate brown planchet with slightly above average 
surfaces, mostly smooth with 2 small flaws at the lower left obverse 
effecting MIN of MIND. A decent budget type coin for a Pointed Ray 
Fugio. This coin is among the heaviest Fugios recorded. "The Colonial 
Newsletter" Vol. 28, No. 3, Serial Number 80 from Nov. 1988 contained 
a preliminary report of an ongoing Fugio weight survey research project 
by the Foundation. 587 Fine Rays Fugios and 78 Club Rays were 
included. For only three varieties was the heaviest known example for 
that variety heavier than this coin: the unique Norweb double weight 
N.17-S (333 grains), a N.13-X at 197.4 grains, and a N.8-X at 185.4 
gns. Only 7 out of 57 total varieties had a heaviest known example that 
topped 180 grains. Out of 14 N.16-N's in the survey the heaviest 
recorded was 168.2 grains. The average weight for all Fine Ray Fugios 
was 149.73 grains and for Club Rays it was 152.73 grains. 








1787 FUGIO N.17-S (R-5) VF30 157.3 gns. Light chocolate 
brown with smooth glossy surfaces. A small planchet flake in the rays 
to the right of the sun and a tiny void near the rim above FUGIO, 
essentially problem free. A choice example, lot 463 from our Oct. 1995 
C4 Convention Sale. 





493. 
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494, 1787 FUGIO N.17-S (R-5) VF25. Some details are slightly 
stronger but they are offset by weakness at the right on the sun dial, and 
the reverse left legend. Most of the surface is a semi glossy smooth 
light chocolate brown but there are several deep flaws with black toning 
within them; on the obverse at the right base of the dial and on the 
reverse near the rims at 1:00 and 7:00. Struck on an oval flan oriented 
horizontally. 





495. 1787 FUGIO N.20-R (R-6) F12 163.8 gns. A wonderful coin 
for the grade, the sundial is weak but the legends are bold. It is a smooth 
glossy light brown with a very small rim bruise over the | in the date 
and otherwise problem free. McLaughlin has no examples listed above 
VE. 









496. 1787 FUGIO N.22-M (R-5) VF20 136.9 gns. Pleasing 
medium tan in color with some obverse detail of a higher grade, but 
with a somewhat rough appearance that is deceptive. Both dies show 
signs of heavy clashing and the coin is struck a bit off center on both 
sides, with the clashing in places mimicking indentations in the copper. 
The surfaces are for the most part smooth, the reverse a bit less so with 
a few contact marks and striae adding to the clashing and an uneven 
strike leading to weakness in some rings. Free of porosity and semi 
glossy, this coin retains a fair amount of visual appeal. 





497. STRIKE (Ca. 1860) 
N.104-FF - COPPER MS60 141.5 gns. Light chocolate brown with 
ample traces of mint red around the edges of both sides. Die rust within 
the rings as usually seen. Attractive A typical example of this struck 
copy (not a true restrike). 


NEW HAVEN RESTRIKE IN SILVER 
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498. "1787" FUGIO - NEW HAVEN RESTRIKE (Ca. 1860) 
N.104-FF - SILVER MS62 176.5 gns. Minimally toned bright silver. 
Very sharp with lightly granular surfaces as typically seen. A few short 
pin scratchs from the obverse rim at1:00 to below the date. Otherwise 
problem free.

499, "1787" FUGIO - NEW HAVEN RESTRIKE (Ca. 1860) 
N.104-FF - SILVER MS60 179.3 gns. Breen states exceedingly rare. 
The “restrikes” were actually made from copy dies c. 1860. Sun has 
pointed chin, second 7 of date is “broken.” Reverse has narrow rings 
and is struck from rusted dies.. This piece exhibits choice original mint 
luster with blue/mauve toning. Light rub on dial of sundial prevents 
higher grade. More attractive than technical grade indicates. 
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500. "1787" FUGIO - BUSHNELL FANTASY SILVER 
ELECTROTYPE ( of "N.103-FF") AUSO 172.7 gns. An electro, and 
hence near perfect reproduction, of the original, Norweb lot 3563 which 
was the Crosby Plate coin. The original is high rarity 7, with specimans 
know one each in Gold and Silver (Norweb) with two others likely in 
Copper. Grading here is as per Norweb. We have not heard of another 
electro of this rare fantasy. An opportunity unlikely to repeat. 


S01. TWO LOW GRADE FUGIOS. 1787 N.1-L(R-6) AG3 142.8 
gns. Cross after Date Type. Light brown, with a thin haze of very fine 
pitting. Obverse flawed at center of BUSINESS. FUGIO faint at best, 
but date and cross clear. Reverse the stronger side with WE ARE ONE 
clear. PLUS 1787 Fugio Fair 128.0 gns. Perhaps attributable, probably 
not. Actually most of the obverse legends are readable, including FUGIO 
and the date, but barely. Light chocolate brown and granular. 


A NICE RUN OF MACHIN’S MILLS 
IMMITATION HALFPENNY’S 


502. 1747 MACHIN'S MILLS VLACK 1-47A (R-4) VGIO 100.3 
gns. The only GEORGIVS IT REX or Bust Left variety in the Machin's 
Mills series, named after Captain Machin's very busy mint, though not 
all of the coins in this series were actually struck there. An attractive 
lower grade example of this infrequently offered variety. Light choclate 
brown with tan contrasts, unusually pleasant toning for the issue. A 
planchet cutters arec is visible at the left obverse rim. 


503. 1774 MACHIN'S MILLS V.7-74A - U IN GEORGIVS - (R- 
6) VF20 141.5 gns. Unusually heavy for this contemporary counterfeit 
issue. A distinct type in the series with a U punch used on the obverse 
rather than the standard V, the other variety with that feature is V.7- 
72B, a high rarity 6 coin. Dark brown with consistent strong detail but 
porous.. The U in GEORGIUS (as actually struck) is quite clear. Lot 
3217 from B&M's 9/95 Sale, misattributed as a V.8-74A. 


504. 1774 MACHIN'S MILLS V.8-74A (R-4) F12 115.6 gns. Great 
for the grade. Even choclolate brown, smooth and semi glossy with 
just faint granularity on the planchet. Completely unflawed, a near 
miracle for the Machin's series. Extensive runs of "Machin's Mill's", 
and related, generally accepted as American Made, Imitation British 
Halfpennys are very seldom offered. In addition to the auction sited 
above significant offerings can be found in the Stack's 12/83 Roper 
Sale, and especially NASCA's 4/81 Kessler-Spangenberger Sale. Bowers 
and Merena's 3/87 Taylor Sale had a few notable pieces in the actual 
Taylor portion with 8 more plated examples in the later session. A 
more obscure offering is contained in Coin Galleries 2/86 Mail Bid 
Sale, with 12 lots, 3 plated. Coin Galleries 11/92 Sale contained a 
large offering of Imitation British Halfpennies and similar contemporary 
counterfeits, some of which were tentatively described as being of, or 
possibly being of, American origin though designations by necessity 
were largely speculative. 


505. 1776 MACHIN'S MILLS V.6-76A (R-4) VF30 120.6 gns. 
An exceptional example of this popular issue, as it is one of just two 
with the revolutionary date (although the earlier dates in this series were 
actually struck in the 1780's). There is no established condition census 
for the series, but few are known of this quality. Struck from shallow 
dies, the detail here is quite strong (see Roper 285 or the Vlack plate 
coin fora comparison). Medium olive brown, evenly toned with raised 
portions just a shade lighter. Another piece remarkable for the quality 
of its planchet, which is flawless and smooth. 





506. 1784 AMERICAN IMITATION BRITISH HALFPENNY 
("MACHIN'S MILLS") VLACK 14-84A BREEN 974 (R-6) F12 88.0 
gns. This issue is not a product of Captain Machin's famous upstate 
New York Mint nor was it in any way associated with him or any die 
sinker associated with that mint. Still many people include it in the 
Machin's Mills series since it is one of the few other Imitation British 
Halfpennys long accepted as having an American origin, and it shares 
the Vlack designation system used for the Imitation British Halfpennys 
of the Machin's Mills series. This is an above average example of an 
incredibly crude design with detail in many ways comparable to the 
Vlack plate coin (though it doesn't compare to the Breen plate coin). 
Perfectly centered and free of any damage. It has full clear legends and 
a clear and complete date. Dark olive green, both sides quite granular 
but evenly so, and the surfaces are not quite matte like as they retain 
some reflectivity. The reverse on this example is rotated 90 degrees 
clockwise. The last specimen that we are aware of appearing at public 
auction was a Good offered as lot 1131 in Stack's 9/93 Sale. The exact 
origin of these coins is unknown though many have speculated that 
they came from Northern Massachusetts. See Eric Newmans wonderful 
chapter on English and Bungtown Halfpence in the 1976 A.N.S. 
publication "Studies On Money In Early America” for a further 
discussion, and "Money of the American Colonies and Confederation" 
by Philip Mossman (A.N.S 1992) for a thorough and incisive overview 
of the period and its varied coinage. 





507. 1787 MACHIN'S MILLS V.17-87A (R-3) VF30 114.8 gns. 
Chocolate brown. Some porosity near the obverse rim from 7:00 to 
1:00 and by the reverse rim from 3:00 to 6:00 but otherwise smooth and 
somewhat glossy, at least by the standards of this issue. Consignor's 
envelope noted "Unlisted die break at 11:00" (reverse) which is now 
identified as the late die state (see description for Taylor 3057 when it 
reappeared as lot 1132 of Stack's 9/93 Sale). 


508. 1787 MACHIN'S MILLS V.19-87C (R-2) DOUBLE 
STRUCK VG8 110.1 gns. An impossible coin to simply grade, where 
struck up fully on the reverse it appears to be a strong Fine if not VF 
while the obverse stretches to reach Good. That is in large part due to 
the Double Strike. The planchet is a nice chocolate brown, reflective 
with scattered porosity. On both sides the strongest strike is perfectly 
centered with the second strike only slightly higher and rotated but about 
50% to the left. The double strike is most dramatic on the reverse where 
the A of BRITANIA from the second strike is boldly impressed at the 
center of the coin. The curve of that striking's dentils leaves the primary 
strike emerging behind it like a crescent moon with a full clear date just 
fitting into its bottom curve. An error that one very seldom encounters 
with this series. 
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509. 1788 MACHIN'S MILLS V.13-88CT (CT Mule 101-D) VF20 
122.1 gns. A variety that combines the 13 obverse from a Machin’s 
Mills Imitation British Halfpenny with the D reverse used in 1788 
Connecticut coinage, a feat made easy since the Machin's Mills mint 
produced both types of coins. Struck on an intrinsically rough planchet 
that is less so than many. It is smoother and overall superior to both 
Taylor 2103 and 2736 for instance. Seemingly heavily flawed planchet 
stock was used during their production. This is a pleasing two tone 
chocolate brown and it wouldn't be much of a stretch to call it smooth 
except where flawed. There are a couple of pin scratchs in the left 
reverse field. The roman numerals III are lost in the upper right legend 
but the legends are otherwise relatively complete, usually not the case 
for the variety. Both Taylor coins and the Roper coin show weakness in 
that region. Interestingly the Kessler collection lacked this variety and 
the two offered in Stack's 9/93 auction were the ex-Taylor pieces. The 
traditional rarity 3 rating has been upped to rarity 4 by Mike Ringo 
during his continuing work with the series, and those are the ratings we 
here use. 





510. 1788 MACHIN'S MILLS V.23-88A (R-2) VF20 118.5 gns. 
A nice example for the variety or the type, more attractive than normally 
seen. Uniform chocolate brown, the surfaces faintly uneven but short 
of rough and without flaws or striations.. Relatively well centered and 
with a balanced strike, the only problems are a few short light cuts at 
the right center obverse. Experienced collectors of this series know that 
examples with surfaces that might truly qualify as choice are near 
unheard of and as such rarely encountered. This level of quality is 
unusual. 





S11. "1781" (ca. 1820) NORTH AMERICAN TOKEN EF40 125.3 
gns. Medium tan and glossy, slightly rough but less so than many of 
this issue which come on rough and striated planchets, this having no 
major flaws. There's a toned hair line scratch in the field in front of the 
seated figure and few other marks. While common they begin to become 
scarce at this grade level. Never a piece to strike up well, on this all of 
the legends are full and bold. These are known struck in both copper 
and brass, the latter being scarcer. The envelope this was consigned in 
indicates Brass for composition but please examine. 
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oe 1783 CHALMERS SHILLING - SHORT WORM VG1O0 53.3 

gns. Always a popular type, graced by an intriguing design and among 
a handful of silver issues in the "Colonial Series". Perfect for the grade, 
with even and naturally toned light grey surfaces with a hint of gold, 
rose and green hues within parts of the legends. All legends and date 
clear. The obverse center is weak but the snake is clear, with traces of 
the birds above the hedges. The reverse center is clearer. Planchet 
lightly clipped on obverse at 1:00 to 2:00, pre strike as the reeding is 
not disturbed. Remarkably free of marks for a well circulated piece. 
Upper grade examples have become prohibitively expensive for many 
over the last several years. Nice, more affordable pieces like this, are 
seldom seen and strongly in demand. 





513% 1783 NOVA CONSTELLATIO CROSBY 1-A VF30 138.1 
gns. The Large US Pointed Ray Type. Smooth and glossy surfaces on 
a light brown planchet. The US always strikes weakly, to varying 
degrees, on this type. No example with a truly bold strike seem to 
exist. The Elliasberg coin, lot 51 B & M 5/96, is about as sharp as they 
come. Here the US is full but faint at points. This coin is free of 
significant marks, the largest of the handful present is a light dig at the 
top of the left upright of the U in US. A couple of other fine scrapes can 
be found on that side but virtually none on the reverse, which is perfectly 
centered with full dentils. The obverse is slightly off center right. A 
pleasing color for a Nova Constellatio which more frequently comes 
darker. 





514. 1783 NOVA CONSTELLATIO CROSBY 2-B AU55 138.6 
gns. A Small US and Pointed Ray Type. Amazing technical detail 
somewhat marred by surface problems. Its basic color is light brown 
with hints of mint color within some obverse legend letters. Large 
areas of the surfaces are indeed choice but there are dull patchs caused 
by light surface corrosion from suffering some form of exposure. There 
is a small patch at the obverse rim at 2:00 and another at 4:00. The 
problem is more extensive on the Nova side being present around much 
of the legends and into the ray burst at one point. There also are faint 
short scrapes near the U of US and to the right of the wreath at 2:30. 
These problems are amply compensated for with a needle sharp strike, 
with full inner leaf detail on every leaf, and even the eye brow hairs 
delineated. 
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JES 1783 NOVA CONSTELLATIO COSBY 2-B EF40 117.6 gns. 
Small U.S./Pointed Rays variety. Milk chocolate brown. Well centered, 
well struck. Surfaces slightly porous. Red discoloration in reverse top 
right-hand quadrant. Minute planchet flaw in field below “O” of NOVA. 
Nice coin for type. 





516. 1785 NOVA CONSTELATTIO CROSBY 2 2-A (Low R.6) 
VF25 117.2 gns. A Script US Pointed Ray variety as are all to follow. 
An unusually nice example of this rare variety. It is the small date type, 
the scarcest coin in the series save the extremely rare 1786 issue. Another 
variety always found with weak centers, both obverse and reverse, a 
failing this coin shares with the upper US faint and the central eye non 
descript. It is however choice, with problem free semi glossy light 
chocolate brown surfaces. Reviewing auctions for the last ten years or 
so the only better example we know of was the one we offered in last 
years Colonial Coin Collectors Club Convention Sale as lot 500, and 
even it had a significant bend in the planchet. This coin is nicer than 
the pitted Norweb coin, B & M 11/88 lot 3505, or than the Bold Fine on 
the Stack's 1990 fixed price list, or the VF example in their 5/89 auction's 
complete run of Nova Constellatio varieties which had slightly more 
detail but inferior surfaces. 


p17. 1785 NOVA CONSTELATTIO C.4-C (R-5) G4 119.3 gns. 
Script U.S, Pointed Rays. Some scattered porosity but basically smooth, 
light golden olive, and reflective. JUSTICA on the obverse and 
CONSTELLATIO on the reverse partial, S of US weak. 





518. 1787 AUCTORI PLEBIS AUS58 114.0 gns. A remarkable 
example with a degree of detail virtually unseen from these shallowly 
cut dies. The button on the effigy's drapery is fully outlined as is the 
curl below his ear, and die finishing lines can be seen in the fields. 
The reverse on this shows the die break rising from the reverse globe to 
the seated figures forehead quite thick and advanced, with another 
arching up from the anchor. The date, as is almost always the case, is 
| partially off the flan, with only the top third showing. These coins, while 
struck in England, feature an obverse design that is clearly modeled 
after 1787 Connecticut Draped Bust Left Coppers. Certainly among 
the finest known. It belongs in the finest of collections. 


519, 1787 AUCTORI PLEBIS TOKEN VF20 108.1 gns. Light 


brown but with multi hued tones, likely from a cleaning. Some faint 
Late reverse die state 


obverse scratchs are well hidden. 





520. 1787 NOVA EBORAC - REVERSE FIGURE RIGHT, VF30 
106.9 gns. An unusually nice example, struck on a smooth light 
chocolate brown planchet that could almost be called hard for the issue 
which typically is found on porous flans. Struck off center both sides 
to the left with the subsequent loss of the upper portion of those legends. 
Frequently encountered late state of the reverse die with a large cud 
formed at the lower right. Just one faint pin scratch in the reverse right 
field. Scarcer than the Figure Facing Left Type and choice. 





52: 1787 NOVA EBORAC - REVERSE FIGURE RIGHT, VF20 
101.9 gns. Mid olive brown, both sides highly reflective; the obverse 
lightly granular the reverse smoother. Struck off center left each side, 
half of the left legends lost as a result, the reverse a bit more. Apparently 
struck from the rare early reverse die state. There is no trace of a cud 
forming in the field to the right of the last ornament that finally make a 
sweeping crescent to the foot of Seated Liberty in the late die state. 
Gary Trudgen, in an artical on Nova Eboracs published in the September 
1991 issue of The Colonial Newsletter, identifies and plates three die 
states for the Figure Right Type and gives estimates of the number extant: 
Early, 15 to 20; Middle, 40 to 50; and Late, 90 to 120. He cautioned: 
"Do not mistake an 'Early' middle die state, which exhibits only a hairline 
crack, as an early die state specimen". On this there seemingly are two 
cracks emanating from a point at the lower "petal" of the final ornament, 
slowly diverging and terminating at Liberty's foot, yet they seem not to 
correspond with the area later encompassed by the break as illustrated 
in either the middle or late die states. Some discrepancies appear to 
exist between the Early and later die states: the ornament after LIB has 
fully formed petals rather than dots, the staff continues above the hand 
to the cap rather than the cap floating above the hand, the globe Liberty 
is seated on is full above the date line rather than partial, and Liberty's 
foot extends all the way down to the date line rather than resting well 
above it. This coin shares all those characteristics with the Early die 
state. In other regards the dies in all states of the Figure Right Nova 
Eboracs appear identical. So is posed yet another question in the non 
ceasing riddle of Colonial Numismatics.

88.6 gns. Medium brown, porous, subdued surfaces. Obverse struck 
towards left with most of NOVA off coin. 
Planchet cleaned at one time. Reverse design is stronger and better 
centered. Full date, although weak. Top of IRT of VIRT off coin. Thin, 
light planchet. 


Mushy obverse device detail. 
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523. 1787 NEW YORK NOVA EBORAC - REVERSE FIGURE 
LEFT, VF25 139.1 gns. Harsh golden brown with touch of blue from 
earlier cleaning. Lightly porous surfaces. Struck off center leaaving 
tops of letters of NOVA and T ET of VIRT ET missing. Date weak due 
to die workmanship. Planchet cutter lip around periphery of reverse. 





524. 1787 NOVA EBORAC - REVERSE FIGURE LEFT, F15 
120.9 gns. Olive brown, the most frequently encountered shade these 
coins are found in. A nice smooth planchet. Left legends partial and 
weaker, partially due to closer proximity to the edge as this piece isa 
bit off center. Date partial due to the die state, this being far more 
common than those strikings with a full date. One small flaw in reverse 
left legend and a tiny lamination similarly placed on the obverse, 
otherwise problem free. 


525: “1789” MOTT TOKEN, THICK PLANCHET F12 165.8 gns. 
Medal turn. Dark brown with blue tones. Corroded surfaces. Reverse 
rim 10-12 o’clock exhibits rum bumps. 10 0’clock bump is significant. 
Reverse die break extending downward form rim into RS of DEALERS 
to lower right corner of clock. Portions of numerals on clock visible. 
Full date. 


526. (1792-4) KENTUCKY TOKEN - PLAIN EDGE VF30 152.1 
gns. Medium olive brown with nice smooth surfaces other than a small 
obverse dig in the field to the right of JUST and a mild rim bruise at 
11:00. CAUSE on the obverse scroll is strong for this grade, as the die 
is just beginning to bulge. 


De (1792-4) KENTUCKY TOKEN - PLAIN EDGE VF30 154.0 
gns. Light brown, a nice circulated example with only the marks 
expected for the grade. The surfaces will likey show decent gloss once 
brushed. 


528. (1792-4) KENTUCKY TOKEN - (Edge Obscured) F12 151.8 
gns. Basic surfaces nice glossy olive brown but the edge has been 
heavily damaged by being consistently hammered all the way around 
the rim. Not an exceptionally rare problem to encounter on "Colonial" 
coins, the question always is when and why was it done? 


529. AN ODD COUPLE OF COUPLES. Two pieces; 1794 Talbot 
Allum & Lee/John Howard Mule AUSO 1117.4 gns. Chocolate brown 
and glossy. Minimal wear but damaged, with scratches near Liberty on 
Talbot side and a rim bruise at 11:00 Howard side plus a pin scratch 
before him. WITH (Undated) Washington Dounle Head Cent VF20 
125.7 gns. Nice reflective light brown but damaged, with significant 
vertical scratch behind George on Washington side.

1794 TALBOT ALLUM & LEE - WITHOUT NEW YORK 
(Low R-6) VF30 151.3 gns. With a few notable exceptions this elusive 
variety seems to be found on rough planchets as is the case here. The 
obverse, with several areas of light corrosion, at first appears medium 
brown but at various angles and lighting it alternates between an olive 
green and cuprous oxide ruddish red. The reverse is medium brown 
with light scattered "sand blast" type pitting and a small flaw between 
the E's of LEE but overall is much smoother. The majority of known 
examples are in low grades (and rough) so that overall this could be 
considered slightly above average for the issue which has, even recently, 
been described as rarity 7. Though we feel that rating is overly generous 
it remains the key coin, and frequent spoiler, to completing the TA&L 
mini series. 





Sei 1794 FRANKLIN PRESS TOKEN AUS55 102.3 gns. 
Essentially uncirculated but with no trace of red, the surfaces are a glossy 
and even chestnut brown. There are several tiny digs on the reverse, no 
more so than on many Uncs. There is a circular clip at about 9:00 
obverse, a somewhat unusual occurrence for this type. Later obverse 
die state with the cud well formed in LIBERTY. 


532: 1783 GEORGIUS TRIUMPHO FI15. A smooth light brown 
obverse, the reverse mush rougher due to the die state which is nowquite 
rusted with the large break fully formed rising from the bars. Full clear 
date. 





533. "1783" (c. 1815-1820) WASHINGTON LARGE MILITARY 
BUST CENT BAKER 4 EF40 111.9 gns. Attractive chocolate brown 
surfaces, semi glossy, with just a few very light marks. Some collectors 
are unaware that there are at least 9 different die pairings of this type. 
Vlack published a comprehensive plated attribution and rarity guide in 
The Colonial Newsletter, Vol. 17, No. 2 in July 1978. This pairing, 
Vlack 7-E, is among the most common but here it is in an extremely 
advanced obverse die state, with a large cud now formed over the I of 
INDEPENDENCE, along with more frequently seen spidery breaks 
within the legends and fields. 
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534. "1783" (c. 1815-1820) WASHINGTON LARGE MILITARY 
BUST CENT BAKER 4 EF40. Centers quite attractive, a glossy deep 
brown and few marks. Around the very periphery and within the legends 
the toning lightens and becomes matt like at points with a light 
encrustation. visible when viewed with a glass. 
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5. "1783" (c. 1815-1820) WASHINGTON SMALL MILITARY 
BUST CENT BAKER 4A MS60 122.1 gns. An exceptional piece that 
shows some inconsequential scattered surface marks but no wear. 
Medium to light brown with some mellowing original color around the 
obverse legends and at parts of the left reverse. Three tiny reverse 
flaws, two by the branch, and one close to the rim at 8:30. 


536. "1783" WASHINGTON UNITY STATES EF40. A pleasing 
light brown and glossy, certainly above average in appearance with far 
fewer of the striations found at the rims than typically seen. At places 
there are virtually none. NGT of the obverse legend is weak, and on the 
reverse UN is partly lost to a heavy small patch of striations. 





BaT. 1793 WASHINGTON SHIP HALFPENNY BAKER 18 EF40 
171.2 gns. Medium to light olive brown, the surfaces are nice and 
relatively smooth for this issue which often is rough in the fields. There 
is a small void flaw near the rim at 4:00 obverse. From fairly early die 
states, the lip at the lower right reverse rim has not yet formed and 
central die failure is minimal, allowing the main mast region to retain 
some finer details. 


538. 
159.2 gns. Semi glossy chestnut brown with a shade lighter tone in 
places. Obverse surfaces only slightly rough, most examples show 
similar roughness. Later reverse die state with the lip at the lower right 
well formed and evidence of die clashing in the legends. Given the 
bulging that has already occurred details at the ship's center are strong 
with the sails fully outlined, the mast complete and the fine lines of the 
riggings crisp. The reverse on this piece easily grade EF. It has a faint 
rim bruise at 9:00. 
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539. (1795) WASHINGTON NORTH WALES HALFPENNY 
VF30 89.7 gns. Asuperior example of a coin that is struck from shallow 
and ill formed dies giving all specimens the appearance of heavy wear. 
It is tan and glossy and as smooth as the obverse die allows (there is 
always some roughness in these fields). Further the surfaces are 
unmarred by even the slightest damage. The legends are full and clear 
except at the obverse left where the tops of some letters come up against 
the edge while a die break has formed below the second G in 
GEORGEIVS. The reverse displays a remarkably complete harp. Both 
the inner and outer borders of the harp are fully outlined and all strings 
are at least partially struck up at both the top and bottom, with 4 strings 
completely unbroken and a couple more coming close. North Wales 
Tokens rival and perhaps surpass the Auctori Plebis Tokens for general 
flatness of strike, to the point where it has become almost traditional to 
assign even the finest examples a grade within the VF range.

BROWN 143.7 gns. Large buttons, engrailed edge. Mint red in 
protected areas. Choice, reflective surfaces. Minute planchet roughness 
from rim at 12 o’clock downward to top of mantle mentioned for 
thoroughness. Light damage extending from I of WASHINGTON 
inward to amulet on obverse. Sharply struck and well centered. 





541. 1795 LIBERTY AND SECURITY HALFPENNY - 
BIRMINGHAM EDGE BAKER 31B EF40 130.3 gns. Olive brown 
and glossy on a predominantly smooth planchet, though the obverse 
right field shows a trace of roughness through a glass. Scarce in this 
grade, even the finest known examples exhibit weakness of strike. This 
piece has unbroken (though faint in places) shield bars and shows feather 
detail on all of the eagle's wings. There is a tiny ding at 1:00 obverse 
rim and a few stray marks, the only one worth noting (though still small) 
is a light dig on the reverse below the arrows.

PENNY - ENGINE TURNED RIMS, MS64 BROWN 301.7 gns. A 
much scarcer variety, Rulau/Fuld states 12 specimens known. Rich 
chocolate brown., touch of red in protected areas. Hard, glossy surfaces. 
Sharp edge lettering. Crisp, full strike. Literally problem free.

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COUNTER STAMPED LIBERTY AND SECURITY PENNY 


543. (1795) LIBERTY AND SECURITY PENNY - 
COUNTERSTAMPED VF30 300.9 gns. While the host is attractive 
enough the real story here lies in the counterstamps. The host is a fairly 
glossy deep olive brown coin with a small scattering of very light surface 
marks. We'll begin the story by quoting verbatim from the description 
given this exact piece in lot 790 of Stack's 3/75 Dr. David Spence Sale: 
"This specimen bears two separate counterstamps; a crowned GR with 
a broad arrow below and crossed sword blades. Pridmore in his 'The 
Coins of the British Commonwealth of Nations Part 3, The West Indies’, 
attributes the Spanish Colonial Bust Type 8 Real pieces bearing the 
crowned GR to British Honduras. While the broad arrow was the 
traditional mark applied to British Crown property, there is no record 
that has come to our attention of its use on a coin. The crossed sword 
blades are also unknown. In addition, it should be noted that the GR 
mark appears to have been restricted to silver coins." On page 321 of 
"American and Canadian Countermarked Coins" by Brunk three 
different Crowned GR countermarks (without the broad arrow below) 
are pictured with the note "These are thought to be issues of the | 
Merchants of the Commissariat of British Honduras, c. 1810 - 1818". 
None are identical to this though one is similar. They are all on Spanish 
American 8 Reals dated between 1798 and 1817. The Hans Schulman 
3/66 auction of the Howard D. Gibbs Collection of Counterstamped, 
Necessity and Siege Coins of the Americas has 7 plated examples of a 
Crowned GR (plus 2 others within an Octagon, a type Brunk claims is 
a fantasy), again none are the same as this. All but one are on 8 Reals 
minted in Mexico, the other being a French Ecu of 1726. There are also 
a few non plated examples, among them a Brazilian 960 Reis from 
1820, an 1818 English 6 Pence, and a "Worn Copper. Counterstamped 
crowned 'GR' in cartouche". None of the host coins are dated past 1820, 
with only the Brazilian piece dating past 1818. We have not found a 
hint of another US, let alone Colonial coin, with a Crowned GR 
counterstamp, nor any others with the broad arrow or crossed swords. 
However our research was not, by necessity, exhaustive. Simply with 
the references cited here, and expanding into works listed within their 
bibliographies, many further paths for research are open. Hopefully 
the next owner will have time to pursue them. 
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544. (1795) LIBERTY AND SECURITY PENNY MS64 BROWN 
304.7 gns. A Choice Uncirculated example, just about as nice as a 
brown Unc. comes. The surfaces are hard and semi proof like. The toning 
could be described as medium to light brown, but in fact is a nearly 
complete mellowing from mint red into brown, displaying a faint play 
of subtly hues as can be expected from that process. Both sides are 
unusually clear of even minor nicks and scratchs.

PCGS MS64 BROWN Chestnut brown. Well struck, well centered. 
Choice planchet. Hard surfaces. Attractive, important Washington piece 
for the Washingtonian collector.

Quite Remarkable to 
find this issue in Mint State. Choice example of Washingtonia. 





547. UNDATED WASHINGTON DOUBLE HEAD CENT PCGS 
XF45. Chestnut brown planchet. Light, even wear on high points. 
Choice centering, full strike. Planchet is problem free. 





548. UNDATED WASHINGTON DOUBLE HEADED CENT 
EF40 123.3 gns. Glossy light olive brown planchet with only a tiny 
flaw at the shoulder on the WASHINGTON side but with a few rim 
bruises, each of which is only visible from one side, none severe. 
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BETTS MEDALS 


ADMIRAL VERNON MEDALS: These constitute a popular 
subsection for collectors of Betts Medals. For the truely obsessive 
collecter there is seemingly no end to the variations this seriesoffers. 
Betts has 166 seperate listings for them, divided into 5 thematic sub 
divisions. “Admiral Vernon Medals”, by Leander McCormick-Goodhart 
(published by Numismatic Review 1945) adds an additional 100 sub 
varieties. While Betts is minimally illustrated, “Admiral Vernon Medals” 
isn’t, instead employing a detailed chart for attribution. A table of 
photographic references is included. 


Admiral Vernon won important naval victories in and about 
Central America for the British, leading to the wildly patriotic 
proliferation of these medals. The American Colonial connection is 
strengthened by Lawrence Washington who took part in one of the 
expeditions under Vernon, and later named his Potomac estate after the 
Admiral. Mount Vernon, of course, later reverted to George, and is 
forever associated in the American mind with our first president. 











549. 1739 VERNON MEDAL (SIMILAR TO) BETTS 200, VF 
251.6 gns. Large Size. Porto Bello Taken Theme. Even chocolate 
brown, fairly smooth. The obverse only with small amounts of scattered 
porosity. Obverse has 3/4ths figure of Vernon standing, reverse 10 ships 
attack harbor. 


550. 1739 VERNON MEDAL (SIMILAR TO) BETTS 200, FINE 
256.3 gns. Large Size. Similar to the previous lot, but with subtle 
differences. Dark brown and undamaged. Fine even granularity. 

: Dae 1740 VERNON MEDAL BETTS 275, EF 253.3 gns. Large 
Size. Fort Chagre Taken Theme (Porto Bello Reverse). Dark brown 
and smooth. Crude lettering around obverse rim with some die rusting 
making points there difficult to read. Otherwise nice and problem free. 
Vernon standing on obverse with Fort Chagre at right background. 
Reverse typical Porto Bello battle scene with 6 ships. 








mye 1739 VERNON MEDAL BETTS 270, VF 252.7 gns. Large 
Size. Porto Bello Taken Theme. A scarcer type, with no obverse portrait. 
Rather it bears the British Arms. The reverse is a more typical harbor 
battle scene. Smooth surfaces with a toned down brassier color. 





355: (1740) VERNON MEDAL BETTS 290, STRONG VF 161.8 
gns. Medium Size. Fort Chagre Theme (Porto Bello Reverse), Dark 
brown, pebbly but somewhat glossy and undamaged. Obverse Vernon 
standing, Fort Chagre at left background. Reverse has harbor battle 
with large and small ships - reverse dated 1739.

FRANCO-AMERICAN JETONS 


554. 1751 FRANCO-AMERICAN JETON: INDIAN IN LILIES, 
BETTS 385 FROSSARD 8 BRETON 510, COPPER EF 110.4 gns. 
Perhaps the most common but also popular of Franco-American Jetons 
as it features a representation of a standing American Indian on the 
reverse while the obverse has a Bust of Louis XV. It is light brown and 
glossy with scattered light circulation marks. Translated from Latin 
the reverse legends read "They increase beneath every constellation - 
French Colonies in America", an overly optimistic prediction given 
events as they soon unfolded. Apparently an original striking, but the 
cataloger does not profess to be an authority on this series and personal 
examination of this, and the following two lots, is recommended. In 
Frossard's work (see text below) he remarks that due to the French Mints 
practice of preserving dies for later use in restrikes, "numerous restrikes 
and combinations of dies, varying from the originals, have at various 
times been issued". Later restrikes, current at the time he privately 
published his work in 1899, have ARGENT CUIVRE or BRONZE 
plainly stamped on the edge, (much as do the relatively modern 
Castorland Restrikes that are so familiar to colonial coin collectors) 
and the planchets are larger than with originals or early restrikes. Again 
quoting Frossard: "The original issues are struck on thin planchets, the 
milling is light or wanting. In early restrikes the planchets are thicker, 
the impressions bolder, the edges frequently milled or reeded, traces of 
letters... of the words ‘argent’ or ‘bronze’ are frequently visible." 
Unfortunately most of those descriptive terms are relative, however 
this planchet appears thin and the milling is certainly light or wanting. 
Franco-American Jetons represent an obscure area for most Colonial 
collectors that nonetheless has a rich history, and its own references. 
Quoting from the Introduction to his booklet - titled after the series - 
which was reissued in a run of 100 copies by Frank and Laurese Katan 
in 1977, Frossard states: "The Franco-American Jetons were issued 
under authority of the French Government, to commemorate the 
colonization of Canada and the Mississippi valley; and also to glorify 
the extension of French rule in the New World. Originally these Jetons 
were struck in gold for the King's cabinet; in silver, bronze and copper 
for distribution and sale". These Jetons are included in "American 
Colonial History Illustrated by Contemporary Medals" by Betts but not 
all sub variants are listed and frequently one finds an example that is 
similar to one assigned a Betts number but differing in some detail. 
Frossard describes 52 varieties and plates all of the obverses and 
reverses found in various mulings, at least to his knowledge at that time 
(the cataloger did not have access to Breton's "Monnaises and Jeton du 
Canada" and can not comment on its contents). 
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500. 1753 FRANCO-AMERICAN JETON: TWO 
HEMISPHERES, FROSSARD 23 BRETON 513, COPPER AU 131.0 
gns. Or possibly Bronze. Very similar to but not identical to Betts 388 
(FM rather than JCR in monogram). Glossy bright yellow brown. It 
comes in an envelope labeled "Triple Struck" and the reverse has clear 
but subtle signs of multiple striking, strongest at the upper legend where 
a side shifted shadow of the legend letters exists to the left of the struck 
up letters, and at QUE of UTRIQUE specifically, where fragments of 
other details, possibly the suns rays, show up on the raised metal of the 
letters. The obverse has faint grooved impressions crossing the bust in 
places, less so in the fields. Without more familiarity with these dies it 
is difficult to comment as to their possible origin being in the dies, from 
clashing or multiple strike, or from gentle damage. Otherwise there is 
little or no sign of wear so the technical grade as well can be variously 
interpreted. Heavier than the preceding piece and a bit larger but with 
no reeding, we would presume this to be a restrike, but not modern.

556. 1755 FRANCO-AMERICAN JETON: ANCIENT GALLEY, 
BETTS 390 FROSSARD 36 COPPER EF 101.7 gns. Light brown, 
very little wear and intrinsically lovely surfaces now somewhat disturbed 
by hairline scratchs. On the obverse they are in clusters of parallel 
straight lines at various points around the rim, numerous but shallow so 
that they do not draw immediate attention. Some, near 11:00 and 12:00 
are fairly recent but original copper only shows when held at certain 
angles. Similar somewhat fainter and more random lines are in the 
reverse fields above the ship. Of similar fabric to the Frossard 23 offered 
above, with just traces of milling on the edge, it appears to be an original. 
The reverse, in symbolic form, draws a comparison between the hunt 
for Beaver pelts and Jason's quest for the golden fleece. Franco- 
American Jetons are seldom offered in auctions that feature Colonial 
coins. Possibly they appear more often in specialized offerings of medals 
or world coins. A recent exception was Stack's March 1995 Sale which 
had a run of 9 of them, 3 plated including 2 not offered here. That sale 
however did not consistently distinguish the several later restrikes, 


complete with edge lettering, from the originals there offered. 
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NICE 1783 TREATY OF PARIS MEDAL 


oie 1783 TREATY OF PARIS MEDAL BETTS 610 - SILVER 
VF 339.5 gns. Among the rarer medals that commemorate the birth of 
the American nation and/or the Peace Treaty signed at Versailles. Though 
scarce in any metal, silver strikings are rarer than those in tin. The 
silver is fairly bright with darker toning in some recessed areas, 1t may 
have been cleaned at some point but certainly not harshly. The obverse 
has perhaps ten pits scattered about, some small and others tiny, with 
one or two others on the reverse; obviously damage but minor in effect 
given the degree of wear on this medal. The obverse legend translated 
from Latin reads: THUS ARE ENEMIES MADE FRIENDS BY 
CONCOURSE. It features two standing figures representing Peace 
clasping hands with America with the shields or nations involved in the 
larger conflagration arrayed before and around them (interestingly Great 
Briton is represented by the Irish Harp on a shield). Scenes from key 
European battles are enacted in the background. The Reverse features 
Peace striding across a prostrate Mars with the Sun and an angel above 
though again a battle (for Gilbralta) rages in the background. The legend 
translated reads: "FROM THE SWORDS OF MARS THE JOYFUL 
LIGHT OF PEACE RISES AGAIN". Of European origin, sometimes 
we here tend to forget that the American Revolution was fought in the 
context of a larger conflict. Betts medals are a huge series, and dozens 
of additional medals equally relevant to American colonization and 
independence, that Betts overlooked or was unaware of, could easily 
be included. However those medals grouped together in the two chapters 
named "The Period of the Revolutionary War" and "The Independence 
of America Recognized" make up a distinctive and highly collectable 
sub series of truly rare and historic material. Short of a carefully 
assembled library of auction catalogs spiced with a handful of Fixed 
Price Lists and a good recollection of stray encounters with priced 
examples on bourse floors there is no easy way to learn "current" values 
for this field. The 1972 Quarterman edition of American Colonial 
History Illustrated by Contemporary Medals" (the essential reference) 
has a price guide but it is hopelessly outdated and very hard to obtain a 


copy of. For the serious collector knowledge and availability, more so 
than money, are the key obstacles to assembling a nice collection.

The reverse 
closely resembles that used for the Washington North Wales Halfpenny, 
as do a number of other Evasion Halfpennys and Conder Tokens, making 
for a collectable sub series.

What follows is a small offering of 
contemporary counterfeits of some of the most important circulating 
coinage of Colonial times. Spanish silver of the 17th and 18th centuries, 
often from Mexico, adhered to the highest contemporary standard for 
quality, with the greatest consistency of fineness in silver used. Therefore 
it was a preferred medium of trade, a situation ripe for counterfeiting. 
It is a matter of historical record that much such counterfeiting occurred 
in the American Colonies. The following lots represent holdings from a 
highly knowledgeable collector. More knowledgeable, in fact, than 
this cataloger concerning this area. We have no reason to doubt their 
inauthenticity, but we suggest that anyone with concerns about their 
illegitimacy arrange to view them personally. All are sold AS IS, and 
can not be returned if later they should prove to be genuine. 


591. 1734 8 REALS COUNTERFEIT - “MEXICO” MF, FINE 
407.9 gns. Silver and grey. Obverse weaker, mushy strike. Edges on 
these counterfeit often lack the strong ornementation on the edges found 
on genuine issues, which is the case with this and the lots to follow. 


592 1736 8 REALS COUNTERFEIT - “MEXICO” MF, VERY 
FINE 364.0 gns. Silver lightly toned. Features somewhat indistinct. 


Surfaces granular. 
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593. 1739 8 REALS COUNTERFEIT “MEXICO” MF, STRONG 
VF 362.7 gns. Darker grey around rims, charcoal streak across obverse 
center. Somewhat mushy strike as those above.

This however is an original striking 
from dies prepared for Prof. Montroville Dickeson (noted among other 
things for authoring the first comprehensive encyclopedia of United 
States coinage in 1859) on the occasion of the Centennial of American 
Independence in 1876. His dies were later acquired by Thomas Elder, 
then David Bowers, then Robert Bashlow; all of whom had copies issued. 
At approximately 2 mm width the Dickeson "originals" are nearly twice 
as thick as the modern versions. 
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601. 1783 NOVA CONSTELLATIO PATTERN - MARK (1000 
UNITS) BREEN 1100: BASHLOW CAST COPY - GOLD (R-8) 308.1 
gns. One of only two copies made in gold from a truly mysterious coin 
- possibly the second known Pattern Mark from Robert Morris’ historic 
attempt to create a national coinage. The cast was made with no attempt 
to fill the hole found in the original coin, which appears otherwise to 
have been perhaps EF in grade. This casting is problem free. The story 
of itis relayed by Breen on page 114 of his "Complete Encyclopedia of 
U.S. and Colonial Coins" as follows: "In 1959 a West Coast collector 
sent me for authentication a holed 1,000 Unit coin with plain edge (1100) 
which on nondestructive testing at John Hopkins Univ. proved to be of 
lower grade silver than [Breen number] 1099. It is apparently not a 
cast but a struck piece, and its centering differs from that of the original 
Mark (1099). I was unable to account for its inconsistencies with the 
latter, and returned it without certificate, in extreme puzzlement. No 
photographs were taken, but the late Robert Bashlow (then 20 years 
old) made two (unholed) casts in gold, about a dozen in silver, and less 
than a dozen in copper, in the tradition of Joseph J. Mickley, as a 
permanent record of this mysterious piece." Breen goes on to note that 
sat that time he was unaware that the second specimen of the pattern 
Quint (500 Units) had a lesser fineness of silver than the first discovered 
specimen or that one of the (then two, now three) 100 Unit (Bit) pieces 
also had a plain edge. Both of those facts may help explain the 
differences in characteristics of the mystery coin in question from the 
previously know Mark pattern and vouch for its possible authenticity. 
Unfortunately no further information was recorded that might indicate 
the current whereabouts of the original from which this gold cast was 
‘made. Stack's May 199] Sale featured the appearance of the previously 
‘unrecorded third 100 Unit specimen, and the essay accompanying that 
lot makes excellent and informative reading including detailed 
comparisons of the three known Bit patterns, but it casts no direct light 
‘on this mystery. An entry on Robert Bashlow in American Numismatic 
Biographies by Pete Smith notes that he was a New York dealer who 
ade these copies and that in 1962 he made copies of the Continental 
Dollar along with about 30,000 copies of the Confederate Cent in 1961. 
!t adds that he died ina hotel fire in Portugal so no further information 
is forthcoming from that source. Were the original of this coin to 
resurface and prove authentic it elicits a nightmarish image of a perverse 
9th century key chain that could have had both it, and the unique 
silver (and also holed) 1795 Large Circle Confederatio that surfaced 
n Stack's June 1995 Sale, strung along it.

The lines scattered across both sides are from 
the defacing of the original dies (obverse of Kenney 4, reverse of Kenney

Our 10/95 C4 Sale had a genuine Myddleton/Copper Company of Upper 
Canada Mule as lot 529. Approximately a century after the originals 
of the current offering were coined, J. Rochelle Thomas struck these 
copies; some possibly in Gold, 12 in Silver, 50 in Bronze, and a few 
more in tin. lead, and uniface. /t is a matter of some confusion whether 
or not he, in all cases, had new copy dies executed, or rather reused 
dies made for the original Soho Mint, which may or may not have ever 
been used. To quote Richard G. Doty from his chapter "Boulton, Watt, 
and the Canadian Adventure" contained in "Canada's Money" edited 
by John M. Kleeberg and published by the A.N.S. in 1994; "Soho tended 
to save dies, even those for unsuccessful coinages. After the demise of 
the firm, many of them were reused to create restrikes and mules by W. 
J. Taylor, a Birmingham diesinker. Active between the 1860's and the 
1890's, Taylor has made matters miserable for several generations of 
scholars and collectors of Boultoniana: many of his concoctions are 
readily identifiable, but others are not.". On this, the reverse is readily 
identifiable, and most likely is more modern. The tails on the reverse 
R's curl upwards unlike the originals and there is a narrow oval interior 
to the O's within the legends, unlike the rounder originals. On the 
obverse, the date here is more evenly spaced than on the die associated 
with originals, and more modern in appearance with a heavier 7 and a 
larger loop on the 9.
